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Burglary ring believed broken 


with arrest of four juveniles 


Four youths, allegedly respon- 
sible for several north Shelby 
burglaries, have been turned over 
to the juvenile courts by Pelham 
and sheriff’s investigators. 

According to PPD detective 
Capt. Allan Wade the four white 
males, all under 18 years of age, 
systematically broke into two 
Pelham businesses and county 
residences over the last three to 
four months. 

Articles reported stolen range 
from candy bars and cokes to 
stereo equipment and a camera, 


Wade said. 

Reports indicate that all four 
boys had been implicated in 
previous burglaries or had been 
in other trouble with the law. 

Two of the boys, ages 17 and 
12, are brothers and were ar- 
rested by Sheriff’s investigator 
John Pratt. According to reports, 
the older brother had in his 
possession a tape deck and stereo 
speakers stolen during one of 
three breakins at a residence just 
outside Pelham on Hwy. 33. 

During two previous breakins 


at that residence, a set of keys, a 
camera outfit valued at around 
$600 and about $100 worth of li- 
quor were stolen, of which only 
the camera case has been 
recovered. 

The apparent ringleader of the 
group, a 15 year old Pelham 
youth, and a fourth youth, 17 
from Hoover, were arrested after 
investigations by the PPD. 

Wade said that at one time all 
four boys had lived in Pelham. 

Police say the ring is apparent- 
ly responsible for two breakins at 


a Pelham shoe store and three 
breakins at a Pelham survey com- 
pany. 

The survey company was hit 
for several portable radios, 
power tools, a carburetor and a 
battery, Wade reported. He add- 
ed that that in those night raids 
candy bars and soft drinks were 
also stolen. 

Wade said Monday that fur- 
ther investigations into the case 
are being made by PPD detective 
Tommy Thomas, Pratt and 
himself.

Shelby County had its usual 
variety of thrills and spills during 
1979, continuing its reputation 
for being an exciting place to live 
with few dull moments. 

Two strong themes that ran 
throughout 1979 in Shelby Coun- 
ty involved tax money for runn- 
ing local governments and 


Pelham Fire Department... 
A dream fulfilledin 1979

Not every goal is. reached, not 
every dream fulfilled. Those 
dreams and goals which do come 
to pass, however, are reached by 
the efforts of dedicated people. 
They do not just happen. 

Such is the case of the Pelham 
fire department. 

Three years ago a dream was 
conceived by the newly elected 
mayor and council of the city of 
Pelham. That dream was to build 
nothing less than the best fire 
department in Shelby County. 
That dream has come to pass, 
and this is the way it happened: 

When the current administra- 
tion took office some three years 
ago, Pelham had outgrown its 
volunteer fire department much 
the same way as a spurting youth 
outgrows a pair of shoes. 

According to Mayor Burk 
Dunaway and other officials, a 
paid fire department was the only 
effective way to get the fire pro- 
tection residents both desired and 
deserved. That meant money, but 
no one was daunted by that. (In 
fact, the following summer the 
citizens voted a 7.5 mill increase 
to their ad valorem taxes to fund 
the project.) 

The first step toward building 
the department was to hire a 
chief. And the man who best fit 
the job turned out to be William 
A. Bryars, then chief of the Bay 
Minette FD. 

‘*| was most impressed with 
their attitude of wanting a first 
class fire service. It fit in with 
what I thought a fire service 
ought to be,”’ says Bryars, recall- 
ing the council and mayor’s early 
contacts with him. 

So in the spring of 1977, Bryars 
packed up his wife, Nyle, and 
their family, and moved to Oak 
Mountain Estates. On March 7, 
he walked into the fire station 
and took the helm. 

Before Bryars came, the city’s 
fire department consisted of a ten 
year old pumper, a utility truck 
converted into a rescue vehicle 
and about a dozen volunteer 
firemen. 

With the budget the city gave 
him, Bryars hired three paid 
firefighters, and the following 
month Engine 91 was put into 
operation. The new pumper had 
been on order for several years, a 
starting point for the new depart- 
ment left by the previous ad- 
ministration; the 1000 gallon per 


minute pumper cost $45,000. 

In October, 1977 three moie 
firefighters were added, and in 
December of the same _ year, 
Bryars hired deputy chief Mike 
Howell, then chief of the River- 
chase FD. Not only did Howell 
bring eleven years of experience 
with him, but he was certified as 
an instructor at the State Fire 
Academy in Georgia. 

December of 1978 saw the ar- 
rival of Engine 92, a $90,000, top 
of the line, custom built pumper 
rated at 1500 gallons per minute. 

Bryars hired six firefighters 
and fire medics on January 1, 
1979, and three more in March. 

Then in November the old 


utility rescue truck was put into 
semi-retirement with the arrival 
of Rescue 85, a $28,000, rescue 
vehicle. 

Three weeks ago another 
fireman was hired when fire in- 
vestigator Rick Miller was pro- 
moted to lieutenant to take the 
newly established fire marshal 
position. 

In relatively short order, the 
new department had grown to 18 
full time firefighters and 
paramedics, a force that is back- 
ed up by 15 volunteer and nine 
junior volunteer firemen. Bryars 


points out that during this 
period, more than $50,000 was

Water and sewer costs 
going up in Montevallo

Water bills will be going up this 
month for those who use 
Montevallo city water. 

The bills will reflect an increase 
in the cost of water and also an 
increase for sewage treatment. 
The sewer charge will affect only 
those within the city limits who 
are connected to the city sewer 


system. 
According to City Clerk Don 


Hughes, the increase in the basic 
water charge for city residents 
will be 25 cents, and the increase 
in the basic sewer charge will be 
$1.50 per month. 

For those outside the city 
limits, the increase will be $1 per 
month for water. 

The reason the city water 
board decided to go up on the 
rates, Hughes said, is the increase 
in the cost of everything used to 
keep the water system running, 
such as pipe, gaskets, fire plugs, 
pumps and wages. The minimum 
wage went from $2.90 to $3.10 


. per hour on January 1, he noted, 


and this will have a definite effect 
on the costs of operating the 
water system. 

The reasons behind the increas- 
ed sewage treatment rates are 
twofold, Hughes indicated. 

For one thing, it costs more to 
process sewage than it does to 
process water, and the sewage 
system has been runnning in the 
red. 

The other reason is that the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
has come out with new regula- 


tions requiring that the system be 
upgraded. New installations to 
meet EPA requirements will cost 
in the neighborhood of $2 
million, Hughes said. The city 
will have to provide 25 percent of 
this amount, if it works out a 
grant from the federal govern- 
ment to pay 75 percent. 

The city’s portion will be 
shared with the University of 
Montevallo on a 60-40 basis, but 
in order to build up the required 
sum, the city must get the system 
operating in the black before it 
can set aside funds for the re- 
quired future improvements. 

Details on the rate changes are 
as follows: 

In Zone 2, which is inside the 
city limits, the water rates are go- 
ing from $4.25 for the first 4,000 
gallons to $4.50. On the next 
6,000 gallons, the rate will be $1 
per thousand. 

The sewage charge will go from 
$3.00 for the first 4,000 gallons to 
$4.50, and for the next 6,000 
gallons, the charge will be 75 
cents per thousand. 

When a 4 percent utility tax is 
added in, the basic bill reaching 
Montevallo residents (inside the 
city limits), will be $9.18 per 
month. 

For those who use the 
Montevallo water system, but live 
outside the city limits in Zone 2, 
the charge for water is going up 
from $5.50 to $6.56 for the first 
4,000 gailons. The next 6,000 
gallons will cost $1.25 per thou- 
sar? 


economic changes that will affect 
life in the county throughout the 
next decade. 

The county government went 
through the year on a touch-and- 
go basis, just barely meeting the 
next payroll. Loans and several 
financial manipulations were 
made to get the county through 
the year, with a heavy debt load 
hanging over into 1980. 

On the other hand, the county 
hospital had so much money it 
told the County Commission to 
reduce its tax income by one mill, 
and then light heartedly began 
construction on its Phase II pro- 
ject which involves some $13 
million. 

The various cities of the county 
stayed close to their budgets and 
made it through the year satisfac- 
torily, but many worried about 
how they will meet new regula- 
tions for water and sewage treat- 
ment, as well as police and fire 
needs in the new year. 

In the general economic sector, 
the closing of Siluria Textiles was 
a serious blow. For many years 
the county’s biggest employer, 
the mill had been a pivotal point 
of Shelby County’s economy for 
78 years. 

Real estate and construction, 
which had been providing a 
steady boom to the business of 
the county for several years, 
began to slow down in the late 
1979 as a result of high interest 
rates and other factors beyond 
the control of local businessmen, 

Overshadowing every phase of 
life and business in Shelby Coun- 
ty as elsewhere was the growing 
cost of energy. Because com- 
muting is a way of life for a large 
portion of local residents, the 
cost of gasoline forced everyone 
to revise their habits and 
lifestyles. Increased costs of 
heating and cooling homes also 
brought direct changes in the way 


we live. 

The Shelby County Reporter 
covered the news as it happened, 
with reporters present at more 
government and community 
meetings, news events, and hap- 
penings than any other 
newspaper. 

Some of the year’s highlights: 


County government 


Newly elected officials took of- 
fice on January 14: J. Alpha 
Lowe and Harold Davenport to 
the Shelby County Commission; 
Billy Thompson to the Coroner’s 
office; Harold Walden as Circuit 
Judge; Billy Hill as District At- 
torney; and Buddy Glasgow as 
Sheriff, although Glasgow -took 
office earlier due to the resigna- 
tion of former sheriff C. P. 
‘Red’? Walker. Robert Arm- 
strong became District Judge by 
appointment of Governor Fob 
James.

Snowden started steps to raise his 
salary from $17,100 to $26,000. 

Fred Womble, the county’s 
computer operator, resigned, and 
was later replaced by Ken Robin- 
son. Although a new computer 
had been installed, county of- 
ficials continued to complain 
throughout the year that the com- 
puter did not do as much work as 
they expected it to do. 

A busload of Shelby Countians 
went to Montgomery for the in- 
auguration of Governor Fob 
James, and rode in a school bus 
in the parade. 

Sheriff Glasgow surprised 
many observers by keeping all the 
deputies who had worked under 
Walker. He added more deputies 
and petitioned the county com- 
mission for more jailers and 
deputies to run the new jail. The 
commission granted him just 
about everything he requested, 


but had to stop paying the 
salaries of the jail’s CETA 
Continued on page 4 


Power Company pays 


$2.25 million in taxes 


Alabama Power Company 
paid over two and a quarter 
million dollars in taxes to Shelby 
County on the last day of 1979. 

Nolan Hardin, the company’s 
manager at Montevallo, 
transmitted checks totaling 
$2,256,142.36 to Shelby County 
Tax Collector Fay Quick in pay- 
ment of the company’s real and 
personal property taxes for the 


year. 

The amount includes taxes for 
the Southern Electric Generating 
Company Wilsonville Steam 
Plant and other Alabama Power 
Company properties. 


On a statewide basis, the utility 
paid $27,349,014.04 in taxes to 63 
counties and 244 municipalities. 
Of this amount, approximately 
$12 million will be allocated for 
educational purposes. 

The company points out that a 
constitutional amendment ap- 
proved on November 7, 1978, 
together with five related 
legistative acts, form a property 
tax relief package that benefitted 
all taxpayers in the state except 
utilities. 

As a result, the company says 
its taxés increased approximately 
$4 million or 19 percent.

Issuing a warrant recently pro- 
ved hazardous to the health of 
Alabaster police lieutenant Leroy 
Davis. 

The officer was attacked by the 
family of Joe Alexander when he 
accompanied Deputy Tom 
Smitherman to the parole 
violator’s residence to issue a 
warrant for his arrest. 

The two were permitted to 
enter the home when they arrived 
at 5 p.m. on Dec. 23. But once in- 
side, four family members, three 
of them women, jumped the 
Alabaster policeman. 

Davis’ worst injury was a two 
inch gash in his forehead caused 
by Mary Alexander when she 
struck him with a plaster 
bookend. 

He was also bitten and had a 
coke bottle smashed over hise 
right hand. 

The fracas reportedly lasted 
about 15 minutes with Smither- 
man trying to subdue Davis’ at- 
tackers. 

The man they kad come to ar- 
rest was finally found between 
two mattresses in the bedroom. 

Charges against family 
members were as follows: Mary 
Elizabeth Alexander, 18, was 
charged with assault with intent 
to murder; Leslie Alexander, 52, 
was charged with two counts of 
assaulting a police officer with a 
deadly weapon and interfering 
with a police officer. 

Janice Marie Alexander, 22, 
was charged with assaulting a 
police officer and Ulius Charles 
Alexander, 23, was also charged

morning in Tuscaloosa to deter- 
mine the exact cause of death. 

The incident which resulted in 
the death of the South Carolina 
woman began the day before 
Christams at 3:45 p.m. when she 
sped through Alabaster doing ap- 
proximately 75 mph. 

Two patrol cars pursued her 
with one finally managing to get 
in front of her and she was 
brought to a halt when she ramm- 
ed it. 

According to Alabaster Police 
Sergeant Larry Rollan, one of the 
officers approached the car with 
his gun drawn. He found the 
driver’s door locked, Rollan said, 
but the woman suddenly opened 
it, hitting the policeman and 
causing the gun to go off. 

Reportedly, the bullet went 
through the car window and hit 
Curry in the jaw. Her two 
children, nine and five, were with 
her, but were not injured. 

The wounded woman was 
taken to University Hospital 
where she died Saturday after- 
noon. 


neighbor, James Buford Lemley. 
He was taken to the hospital, but 
died Tuesday night. 

Robinson had also been shot in 
the head with the 38 calibre pistol 
which was found on a bed near 
the bodies of the two men. His 
wound was in the right side of his 
face, According to informed 
sources, the gun belonged to 
Robinson. 

Sheriff’s Department in- 
vestigator Reed Smith said that 
the deaths are possibly a murder- 
suicide. But the investigator 
pointed out that it hasn’t been 
determined as yet who pulled the 
trigger. 

No one has been found, Smith 
said, who either heard or saw 
anything at the time the shooting 
occurred, which he set at approx- 
imately 6:30 p.m. 

Mrs. Keith reportedly left her 
brother alone in his room of the 
apartment when she went out at 
5:45 p.m. 

Robinson was pronounced 
dead at the scene by Shelby 
County Coroner Billy Thomp- 
son. Lemley, who had only lived 
in the duplex two weeks, was 
taken to Shelby Memorial 
Hospital and then transferred to 
University Hospital. 

When the results of autopsies, 
which were performed at Cooper 
Green Hospital are revealed, in- 
vestigators may have a better idea 
of what actually happened, Smith 
said. 

Both Calera police and the 
Sheriff’s Department are in- 
vestigating the case.

Continued from page | 
spent on. radio and rescue equip- 
ment in addition to the cost of the 
trucks. 

Furthermore, fire station 
number two at Green park South 
went operational December 21. 
The two bay stations, when it is 
completely landscaped will have 
cost approximately $150,000. 

Back in 1968, the city govern- 
ment allocated $2581.09 to the 
Pelham volunteer fire depart- 
ment. By 1976 that figure had in- 
creased to $87,000. 

Then in June of ‘77, the 
residents increased their taxes, 
and the fire department budget 
jumped to $266,451. For the 1980 
fiscal year the PFD has been 
allocated $383,565. 

As a result of all this, fire in- 
surance rates for Pelham drop- 
ped last fall from a class eight to 
class six, the lowest rating in the 
county, For a frame, residential 
house, that amounts to a savings 
of about 18% on fire insurance 
premiums. 

Mayor Dunaway points out 
that not only are citizens finally 
getting returns on the tax Increase 
they voted, ‘‘But they got 
somebody who can put out a fire, 
too,” 

“] was going to say the 
‘county’,’’ says Dunaway, ‘‘but 
I'll go further than that--we’ve 
got the best fire department in the 
SOUNLTY we 

The mayor is quick to point to 
Bryars as the reason for the 
department’s success, 

‘| think one of the best moves 
we made was to hire Bryars. He 
knows what he’s doing. He’s 
done a super job and hired men 
that are great.’’ 

Councilman and fire commis- 
sioner Roy Jowers describes 
Bryars as ‘tone of the best. Not 
only is he known locally, but he’s 


known and respected state- 
wide.”’ 
Says councilman Ray 


Hamilton, ‘‘Bryars is super. He 
makes it happen. You don’t see 
him turning cartwheels down 
Hwy. 31--he keeps a low profile. 
But he’s the one who makes it 
go."" 

lf the city fathers are quick to 
praise Bryars, the chief is just as 
@dick to say the department’s 
Fecess is due.to..the administra- 
tion; That and the ‘‘good strong 
fire dedication’’ of his men. 

**We have some proficient and 
efficient people in the fire house 
and on the fire ground. ‘‘I don’t 
want to sound like I’m bragging 
because I’m not,’’ says the chief. 
I'm proud. I’m proud of the men 
we have. L'm just as proud of the 


stand or city government has 


taken, too. 

Bryars runs a tight ship, or 
truck, as the case may be. You 
won't see equipment dirty or lay- 
ing around out of place, and you 
won’t see a smudged or rusty 
truck. 

But anyone who thinks fire 
trucks are shiny because firemen 
have nothing better to do bet- 


ween blazes, doesn’t know 
Bryars. 
**Cleanliness shows me 


preparedness,’’ says the chief, 
Dirty equipment, he adds, means 
a department doesn’t care and 
the people that department is 
supposed to protect are not get- 
ting their tax dollar’s worth. 

To ensure the citizens of 
Pelham their money’s worth, 
Bryars and Howell both heavily 
stress a continuing training pro- 
gram, and not a week goes by 
that classes aren’t held on such 
topics as fire ground tactics, ef- 
fective fire streams, strategy and 
tactics or other topics, 

To a new firefighter on the 
force Bryars says, ‘‘The very first 
thng you’re going to learn is to 
fight fire. That’s the bread and 
butter. You’re going to learn 
everything you can, 

If a lot is expected of the paid 
firefighters at Pelham, the same 
holds true for the volunteers, 
whom Bryars calls ‘‘essential’’ 
when referring to the overall

Chief William Bryars (right) runs a tight ship. Not 
only are buildings periodically inspected, but all 
150 city fire hydrants are checked twice a year, the 


operation of the department. 

The volunteers, he says, are on 
call 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week, And, he proudly adds, 
many of them are taking or have 
already passed the 240 hour 
Minimum Training Course which 
is reuired of all paid firefighters. 

Full time firemen, besides the 
basic and continuing training, are 
required at Pelham to be 
Emergency Medical Technicians I 
(EMT 1.) Bryars has also made it 
a point to have at least one 
paramedic or fire medic (EMT 
III) on duty during each shift. 

The paramedics division at 
Pelham is headed by Lt. Jerry 
Lamb, who came to Pelham in 
1977. When he got there the 
department had one voluntary 
paramedic. It now has seven. 

Like Howell, Lamb is a young 
officer who could with little trou- 
ble, find employment elsewhere 
wth a larger department. But 
Lamb, who says the PFD is the 
most progressive department he’s 
ever worked with, talks like he 
might stay in Pelham till retire- 
ment. 

Says Howell along those same 
lines, “I think I’ve found a 
home.”’ 

And Bryars? ‘‘I think I've 
found the place where I’m going 
to be.”’ 

Bryars, who is now 42, says 
fire fighting probably runs in his 
blood, Named for his late father, 


a fire chief with the Brookley Air 
Force Base. 

‘Every kid dreams of being a 
fireman. Some grow out of it, 
others don’t,’’ Bryars says with a 
grin. 

Fire commissioner Jowers, 
who is understandably proud of 
the fire department, points out 
that although great things have 
already been accomplished, there 
is much more on the drawing 
board for the future. 

General plans for the future 
call for the addition of a laddder 
truck or other type of aerial 
equipment, a fire station in the 
Deer Sprigs area, and possibly a 
fourth station on the northwest 
side of the city. 

Several city officials indicated 
thet with the recent establishment 

a fire marshal (Lt. Rick 
Miller), Pelham stands a good 
chance of having its insurance 
rating drop from class six to class 
five within a year. 

Says Bryars, ‘‘We’ve reached a 
plateau and we’re climbing from 
there. The city government is 
dedicated to continuing on, pro- 
gressing forward,”’ 


Chief Bryars explains that 
about 85% of the department’s 
budget goes to salaries. The price 
of other major purchases, such as 
engine 92, the rescue vehicle and 
the new fire house, are figured in- 
to a given year’s budget and paid 
for by the city.

workers by mid-year when the 
budget crisis became severe. 

Carlton Franks resigned as ad- 
ministrative assistant to the com- 
mission and took the post of solid 
waste supervisor, The commis- 
sion abolished the post of ad- 
ministrative assistant, 

By mid-April, with 215 on the 
county payroll, all overtime pay 
was stopped. 

The Shelby County Law En- 
forcement Personnel Board was 
declared unconstitutional, 
because it differed from the pro- 
posed bill as advertised. But later 
in the year, the Legislature 
established another board, 
similar to the first, to handle 
grievances from deputies in the 
sheriff's department. Wayne 
Lucas, the deputy who challeng- 
ed the first board after being 
fired by former Sheriff Walker, 
was hired by’the rew sheriff. 

Another ruling from the State 
Supreme Court upheld the law ty- 
ing county deputies’ pay to the 
trooper payscale. The county 
commission had to give back pay 
to the deputies totalling 
$131,000. 


By June it was obvious that the 
county would be running out of 
money. After several delays and 
maneuvers the Commission end- 
ed up borrowing a total of 
$516,000 to get through the end 
of the fiscal year, September 30. 
They borrowed $430,000 against 
the next year's revenue sharing 
and the rest in assorted ways. 

Pay raises went into effect for 
the probate judge, tax assessor 
and collector on Oct. 1, The 
judge now makes $26,000 plus 
$3,800 expenses money, and the 
other two office holders make 
$22,500 with no expense money. 


The Commission coped with 
the landfill problem all during the 
year and started collecting fees at 
the 3 sites in mid-summer to help 


pay for two bulldozers. At 
yearend they started steps for 
another landfill to replace the one 
at Calera. 

The Commission was concern- 
ed that the City of Hoover 
wanted to annex Riverchase, and 
passed a resolution against the 
step. 

Throughout the year Commis- 
sion Chairman Tommy Snowden 
talked about assigning new office 
space to the crowded offices in 
the courthouse, just as he had the 
year before. In July County Plan- 
ner Paul Owens submitted detail- 
ed plans for re-assigning office 
space, after the board of educa- 
tion moved out, but various of- 
fice holders complained, and the 
plan was never adopted. The 
court system took over the educa- 
tion offices. 


The tax reappraisal problems 
reverberated throughout the 
year. Some 36,000 tax notices 
were mailed, and hundreds of 
people complained about errors 
in their assessment or their 
listings. Stories abounded about 
incorrect mapping, and other er- 
rors, 

A major problem was that the 
tax assessor could not give an ac- 
curate estimate of how much in- 
come to expect, which postponed 
the budget making process for 
fiscal year 1980. At one time it 
was thought county income 
would be up 53 percent, but by 
year end, so many adjustments 
had been made in individual taxes 
that no one knew what the total 
tax take would be. Hundreds of 
taxpayers would not be able to 
pay their tax by yearend because 
their bill had not been straighten- 
ed out. 

During the summer the 
legislature approved a bill allow- 
ing the people to vote on a one- 
cent county sales tax. The vote 
will take place at the first general 
election in 1980. 


By October 25 the Commission 


adopted a $6,000,000 budget for 
the coming year, guessing at the 
projected income. 


At the end of the year, Circuit 
Judge James Sharbutt announced 
he would retire. District Judge 
Robert Armstrong was named to 
replace him and assistant district 
attorney Patricia Smith was nam- 
ed to replace Armstrong. 


Shelby Memorial 
Hospital 


It was another year of turmoil 
and intrigue at the hospital. 

The board voted to hire an out- 
side firm to supervise construc- 
tion of the new Phase II pro- 
gram. But when the terms of 
some board members expired, the 
majority of the new _ board 
rescinded the vote and decided to 
have the controversial architec- 
tural firm of Dampier-Harris 
supervise the construction. 

This was the leading reason 
Richard Lind, administrator for 
over 2 years resigned. Roland 
Bradford was named the new ad- 
ministrator. 

Groundbreaking for the new 
$13 million expansion was held 
just before Christmas. 


Education 


Looking back over the past 52 
months, two of the most visible 
changes in the education scene 
were new Offices for the Board of 
Education’s central staff and for 
the first time in over 20 years, 
having a new man in the 
Superintendent of Education’s 
office. 

Members of the central staff 
settled into their renovated 
quarters in the old Columbiana 
Elementary School in May and 
two months later Charles 
Knowles was officially sworn in 
as the head of the county’s school 
system. He replaced longtime 
superintendent Elvin Hill. 

The new superintendent got off 


on the wrong foot with teachers 
when he announced the Profes- 
sional Development plan which 
called for weekly after school 
meetings. 

After the Board sided with 
teachers and scrapped the plan, a 
new steering committee was 
elected to draw up another plan 
which was subsequently adopted. 

One of the financial dilemmas 
the Board had to deal with was 
the late arrival of state monies to 
meet the county payroll. A bank 
loan provided the solution. 

The shortage of funds plus the 
discovery that some schools were 
overstaffed, caused 15 teachers to 
be dropped from the roster. 

The educational waters were 
churned by turmoil during the 
year when teachers, students and 
even a high school principal were 
involved in controversy.

Crime 


Two stories involving crime 
that made front page headlines 
during 1979 concerned murder 
and drugs. 

Steve Smith, the Shelby Coun- 
ty man accused of murdering a 
Mountain Brook grocer is in the 
Shelby County jail awaiting trial. 

And a Florida man, William 
Henry Boykin III, is out on bond 
until his trial comes up. Boykin 
was stopped in Helena for 
speeding and several thousand 
dollars worth of drugs were 
found in his car plus $152,500 in 
cash. 

Law enforcement officers 
made several speedy arrests 
following criminal act: during the 
past 12 months. 

Two Georgia brothers who 
robbed a Vincent bank were nab- 
bed within an hour after the 
holdup and two Vincent men are 
now in the Shelby County jail 
after robbing a Valleydale Road 
convenience store this month. 
They were captured within 30 
minutes. 

Police from around the county 
as well as deputies and state 
troopers were called to 
Montevallo during the spring 
when violence threatened to erupt 
at Brown Moulding Co. where 
union workers were on strike. 

The law also kept an eye on 
another type of strike that occur- 
red abut a month later. 

Protesting the climbing cost of 
fuel, a number of truckers pulled 
their rigs off the road near Calera 
urging other drivers to do the 
same. No major incidents occur- 
red, however, during the two 
week strike. 

The murder trial of Phillip 
Hope was moved to Coosa Coun- 
ty but the jury there rendered a 
guilty verdict just as a Shelby 
County jury had done earlier in 
the trial of his brother Bobby 
Joe. 

Murder charges had been 
brought against the brothers in 
the 1978 drowning death of Louie 
Earl Jones. 

Although designed to be escape 
proof, the first break-out from 
the Shelby County jail took place 
in November when a 17 year old 
Homewood youth managed to 
pry the frame off one of the un- 
breakable windows.

Hoover 


One of the year’s most 
devastating fires took place in 
Montevallo just as the new year 
dawned. 

Flames completely destroyed 
the historic depot which had been 
moved to Orr Park in 1973 to 
house the library and the office 
of the city’s recreation director. 


Since publication of that story, 
the cities of Helena, and Pelham, 
the county commission and the 
board of education have all gone 
on record as being opposed to 
Hoover’s entering into Shelby 
County via the Riverchase annex- 
ation. 

The city of Alabaster early in 
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the year upped the rates on its 
building permits and in June add- 
ed a one cent sales tax. These two 
moves by the city enabled several 
departments to get out of debt. 
For the 1980 fiscal year, 
Alabaster will operate on a 
budget of nearly $1 million.

Big news for Alabaster 
residents, as well as those in 
tielena and Pelham, was the 
granting of a franchise to Shelby 
( ounty Cablevision for cable TV 
ervice to the area. Residential 
hookups to the system started 
recently in the three com- 
nmunities, 

The city of Pelham last year 
had good reason to praise both its 
ire and police departments for 
ne help they rendered residents 
during two spring floodings. 

Furthermore, Pelham’s three 
year dream of building a top 

ight fire department was realiz- 


»d in 1979, Not only did the city 
‘:dd a new pumper and rescue 


vehicle, but built a second fire 


' station as welf, lowering the fire 


insurance rating from an eight to 
a six. The new rating means a 
savings to Pelham residents of 
about 18% on their fire in- 
Surance. 

Pelham expanded its water 
system with a $386,000 project 
tiiat included additional water 


er. a new well and a % million 


gallon tank. The city also approv- 
ed a land grant request for 
$128,000 for a 42 acre city park. 


Pelham Councilman Leslie — 


Todhunter resigned in May due 
to a health problem, and was 
replaced by Jone Littlefield in 
October. 

Pelham raised its ad valorem 
millage by 1.5 to counter effects 
of the lid bill, and set a budget of 
$1.3 million for the next year. 

Montevallo, which suffered the 
loss of the Depot in the Park ear- 
ly in the year, bounced back by 
building a 4,000 square foot 
recreation center on the old site. 
The city also remodeled an old 
storage area into library and not 
only replaced the volumes burned 
in the Depot, but acquired even 
more books than they originally 
had. 

In the fall Montevallo gave its 
Evansville area an $11,000 face 
lifting which included the widen- 
ing and resurfacing of some of 
the roads. The city also formaliz- 
ed participation in the Alabama 
Retirement System for its 
employees. 

Columbiana spent much of the 
year discussing a retirement pro- 
gram for its employees and final- 
ly in December authorized one to 
be set up. 

Helena bought a garbage truck 


and patrol motorcycle and 
discussed the possibilities of 
building more ballparks for ex- 
panding youth progams in that 
area. 

The city also adopted a leash 
law and dropped its sponsorship 
of the now defunct Youth Aid 
Bureau. 

Wilsonville town clerk Robert 
Lankford resigned his post after 
four years of service and was 
replaced in August by Margaret 
Cain. 

Wilsonville took steps to fine 
train engineers who _ blocked 
roads at the steam plant, and up- 
ped its fines on speeders and 
other traffic violators. 

The city of Harpersville, 
plagued early in the year with a 
serious water shortage, finally 
got a good hot bath on January 
18, when a tiein was made with 
the Vincent water system. 
Harpersville set out to drill a new 
well of its own to alleviate the 
problem. 

In Calera, a chamber of com- 
merce was formed in June which 
since has sponsored two major 
promotions for businesses in the 
area. 

Calera took steps towards en- 
ding its flooding problems by re- 
questing the Soil and Water Con-

Losses dampen holiday spirit

It’s hard to imagine anyone not 
enjoying the seasonal holidays 
with the exception of Dr. Suess’s 
character in ‘‘The Grinch Who 
Stole Christmas.’’

The CVA Rebels were beaten

Bowl. 

According to Reb coach Mark 
Green, the Hooper game was lost 
at the free throw line. CVA went

“You can’t win with that,”’ 
said Green. ‘‘If you don’t hit at 
least 50%, you’re probably going 
to get beat. 

“I was a little upset with the 
officiating, but that’s neither 
here nor there. You’ve got to put 
the ball in the hole.’’ 

The Rebs stayed with Hooper 
during the first period, but in the 
second they scored only 6 points. 
Hooper was ahead at the half by 
15 points. 

CVA attempted a comeback in 


the third quarter, closing the gap 
in the score to 6 points. But the 
only effect that seemed to have 
on Hooper was the wounded wild 
animal syndrome. 

Hooper went wild in the final

Against Burney Points the 
following night, the Rebels 
amassed a 17 point lead in the 
first half.

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Raiders start to jell

The Shelby Academy Raiders 
went one and one during holiday 
basketball play. And, in a man- 
ner of speaking, so did Raider 
coach Dewayne Kervin. 

Playing at the Cahawba Invita- 
tional Tournament in Centerville, 
the hosting team fell to SA, 56-46 
Friday night, but the Raiders 
were defeated Saturday 38-36 by 
Faith. 

As for the coach, Kervin turn- 
ed his ankle while scrimmaging 
with his team during practice and 
was forced into a one and one 
situation along the sidelines at the 
tournament--that is he hobbled 
around with one foot in a shoe 
and the other in a cast. 

Kervin said he joined in the 
scrimmage because not all the 
players were able to attend that 
particular practice due to the 
holidays. 


Speaking of the Raiders’ effort 
against Cahawba, Kervin said, 
**They (SA) looked better as a 
team than they’ve looked all 
year. It think they’re starting to 
jell. 

*‘The key to it was that for a 
change we played a good fourth 
quarter. I was more pleased with 
that than anything else.”’ 

The coach pointed out that the 
Raiders had been experiencing 
difficulty with a fourth quarter 
jinx. Four games, he said, had 
been lost in the fourth quarter, 
including an earlier game to 
Cahawba in which the Raiders 
blew a 12 point lead. 

SA opened the game with the 
first basket and never went 
behind, although Cahawba tied 
the score several times. 

The Raiders went into the 
fourth quarter with an eight point 
lead that cut to four before they 
turned on the pressure, and stret- 
ched the margin out to ten, where 
it stayed until the final buzzer. 

Junior Terry Craff, who was 
named to the all tournament 
team, scored 18 points that night. 

Dirk Carson hit true for 15 
points and Obie Moore put in a 
busy night with 13 points and 14 
rebounds, 

“‘That’s going to be the key to 
our season, if those three can 
keep averaging in double 
figures,’’ Kervin predicted. 
‘‘We’re within five points from 
being one of the best teams in the 


district. They’ve come a long 
way.”’ 

As for the 38-36 loss Saturday 
night to Faith, Kervin said, “‘It 
was a good game, a tough defen- 
sive struggle all the way.’’ 

Both roundball clubs played 
strong board games and seldom 
was either offense able to get off 
more than one shot per posses- 
sion. There is, however, one key 
exception to this statement. 

With the game tied and six 
seconds left on the clock, Faith 
threw in the ball from the 
sideline, worked it down and 
missed a shot from the outside. 
But this time SA was not able to 
get a handle on the rebound and 
Faith put it up again, hitting for 
two as the buzzer sounded. 

Kervin described the game as a 
‘‘barn burner,’’ but said it was 
marred by one regretable inci- 
dent. 

With less than 10 seconds re- 
maining on the clock, a technical 
foul was called against Shelby 
Academy when a fan jumped out 
on the court and apparently 
started a fight with one of the 
Faith players. The Raiders’ fan in 
question was an adult, Kervin 
said. 

Though Faith missed the ensu- 
ing free throw, they did get to 
throw the ball in from the 
sideline, giving them an advan- 
tage that may have enabled them 
to make their final basket 
moments later. 

“It was one of those things I 
hope will die and we won’t hear 
about it again,’’ Kervin said. ‘‘I 
just wish it hadn’t happened.”’ 

Although final seconds of the 
game were marred by the unwar- 
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ranted actions of an unthinking 
fan, the Raiders’ proved again 
that they could break their fourth 
quarter jinx. Shelby Academy 
fought back from a 29-18 third 
quarter deficit to tie the game 
before Faith sank its last shot at 
the buzzer. 

Dirk Carson scored 16 points 
for the Raiders Saturday night 
and Terry Crabb was good for 8. 

SA took second place in the 
tournament behind Faith. 


Talladega took slot number three 
and Cahawba finished in the 
hole. 

SA takes a 3-5 record on the 
road with them Friday when they 
journey to Burney Points for a 
tough game in Birmingham.

New sinkhole appears 


at Alabaster home 


When Helen Perry opened the 
door of her mother’s home in 
Alabaster Friday evening, she 
was startled to see a sinkhole 
underneath the clothesline in the 
backyard. 

The property of Mrs. Esther 
Moore on 8th Ave SW adjoins 
the land where the city has been 
drilling a well. 

Although Mrs. Moore reported 
that this is the first cave-in she’s 
encountered, Street Superinten- 
dent Zenith Buse says there have 
been others in the city. 

Some that have been filled in 
have remained firm, Buse 
reported. However, others have 


needed to be refilled, he added. 

On Monday, the city filled in 
Mrs. Moore’s sinkhole which 
measured approximately six feet 
in diameter and was ten feet 
deep. 

The cavity bordered the 
driveway a-few feet-from Mrs. 
Moore’s backdoor. 

According to Highway 
Engineer Jimmy Ray, who has 
observed sinkholes in_ several 
areas of the county, well drilling 
operations lower the water table. 

He pointed out that when the 
underground water support is 
gone and the ground becomes 
saturated, it caves in. 


Hwy 280 section gets 


interim resurfacing

The State Highway Depart- 
ment is planning an interim re- 
surfacing of Highway 280 from 
Harpersville to the Coosa River 
bridge. 

According to Mack Roberts, 
Division Engineer, that section of 
highway is ‘‘all to pieces’’ and in 
even worse shape than many 
other sections in his division, 
which covers several central 
counties. 

The money has been set aside 
for the re-surfacing, and the con- 
tract will be let soon, he told the 
Reporter in an interview. 

Roberts further told the 
Reporter the four-laning of 
Highway 280 will be continuous 
in the new section from the pre- 
sent four-lane at Chelsea to 
Cahaba Valley Road, 

Rumors had been circulating 
that the new section of 280 would 
narrow to two-lane in some 
areas, but that is not true, 
Roberts said. He thought the pro- 
posed emergency re-surfacing of 
the Harpersville-River section 
might have given rise to the 
rumors. 

Robert went on in commenting 
about the status of Alabama’s 
highways, noting that Highway 
25 through Shelby County is in 
bad shape, along with highways 
throughout the state, but there is 
not enough money to do anything 
about it. 

He said that six years ago a 
study showed the state needed 
$25 million to upgrade the 
highways. This year, he said a 


similar study put the figure at 
$130 million. In addition, there 
are 1,400 bridges in the state that 
are structurally inadequate. 

Roberts indicated things are so 
bad that- in - Cullman.-.and 
Lawrence Counties the State had 
to plow up 53 miles of highway. 
**People who used to live on a 
paved road, are now back on 
gravel,’’ he noted, 

Roberts, like Shelby County 
Engineer Jim Ray, favors an ad- 
ditional gasoline tax to raise the 
money to keep the highways in 
good condition.

Dog racing proposal 
ets Pelham okay

“It's post time,”? booms the 
voice over the loudspeaker. 

The greyhounds are yelping in 
the starting boxes on the track. 
The mechanical rabbit, running 
on its track, rounds the curve by 
the boxes. The betting bell 
clangs. 

‘*And they’re off!” 

To the cheering of the bettors 
the dogs charge down the Pelham 
dog track. 

Pelham? Dog track? 

It’s far from reality, but the 
first steps have been taken. 

The Pelham city council passed 
a resolution Monday night re- 
questing the state legislature to 
pass a bill granting the residents 
of that municipality the right to 
vote on establishing a Pelham 
Municipal Racing Commission. 

Tom Kimbrough, a resident of 
North Shelby, acting on behalf of 
some 200 Pelham residents who 
signed petitions requesting the 
council to pass the resolution, 
told the city fathers that a 
greyhound racing track in the city 
could mean as much as $4-5 
million in municipal revenues, 

Those revenue figures are bas- 
ed on the proposed track bringing 
in the same dollar volume as 


Greenetrack in Greene County, it 
was pointed out. 

Kimbrough said that besides 
the sport and recreational ac- 
tivities such a track in Pelham 
would offer, it would also greatly 
benefit the city in financing ma- 
jor projects like schools, 


libraries, parks and a_ sewer 
system. 
“We're talking about big 


dollars,’’ Kimbrough said. 

“If Pelham doesn’t do it, so- 
meone else will,’” he added. 

The council generally agreed 
that the revenues would serve as a 


. hedge against future taxation, ex- 


pecially in the expensive area of 
building a sewer system. 

Kimbrough pointed out that 
the Racing Commission would 
consist of three commissioners 
who would oversee the regulation 
and licensing concerned with the 
creation and building of the 
track. The paid commissioners 
would be directly responsible to 
the city council, he said. 

No names were given in con- 
nection with who would build the 
track, and no location for the 
track was named. ; 

Some 20-40 acres of land 
would be required to facilitate the 
track and its parking lot.

Cahaba Valley talks zoning; 


names DA Hill as president 


There may be no zoning in 
Shelby County, but the issue is 
alive anew in the Cahaba Valley. 

Some 40 residents from sub- 
divisions in the area met at Indian 
Springs School Tuesday night to 
discuss the future of the valley. 

The issue of zoning has been 
dormant in the valley for the last 
three or four years after three tur- 
bulent elections were held on the 
controversial subject, all ending 
with a majority ‘No’ vote. 

At the Tuesday meeting the In- 
dian Springs Civic Club elected 


Shelby County District Attorney 
Bill Hill as its new president to 
replace outgoing president Bill 
Pittman. 

A motion was made and passed 

to establish two committees - one 
to study the possible avenues 
open to residents through zoning 
- the other to study possible 
avenues open through incorpora- 
tion. . 
Hill said he would appoint the 
“committees by the end of the 
week, and nu one opposed the 
motion. 


He said the first thing that 
should be done was to organize 
efforts. He indicated that a tally 
needs to be made of the number 
of residents and especially the 
number of voters. 

The new president said, “‘l 
want to do something to protect 
the unique characteristics of this 
valley.”* 

The area extends from the in- 
terstate bridge on highway 119 to 
New Hope Church; as far south 
as Parkview Circle and as far 
north as Indian Crest Trail. 


" we’ve 
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Mayor Burk Dunaway said the 
resolution had been reviewed by 
city attorney Frank Ellis and 
found to be in legal order. 

‘*Probably the most important 
thing...it’s a matter of pure 
democracy,’ said councilman 
Ray Hamilton. ‘‘It’s a situation 
where the people can come in and 
say ‘yes’ or ‘no’. I don’t see 
anything wrong with it (the 
resolution). 

Councilman Joe Littlefield 
said, ‘I’m in favor of it. Give the 
people a chance.”’

Blacks tell fears 


by Bert Seaman 

“I’m getting scared to live in 
Alabaster,’’ declared one of the 
city’s black residents who filled 
the room at Monday night’s 
Council meeting. 

For a little over an hour the 
group aired their feelings about 
what they termed ‘‘unfair’’ treat- 
ment by the city’s police and 
questioned the panel about the 
fatal shooting in December of a 
black woman by an Alabaster 
policeman. 

Echoing the local residents 
concern over the death of 38 year 
old Deloris Curry, Abraham 
Woods, president of the Birm- 
ingham branch of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Con- 
ference, asked that a thorough in- 
vestigation be made. 

“Birmingham is concerned,”’ 
Woods said. ‘‘We’re asking for 
justice and we'll do what’s 
necessary to see that it’s done,”’ 
he affirmed. 

The dead woman’s husband 
was also in the audience but 
didn’t speak till near the end of 
the meeting. 

Then Army Major Paul Curry. 
stood up and told the council, “‘l 
don’t want to stir anything up, 
but I’m going to get the truth one 
way or the other.”’ 


Members of the local delega- 
tion related that the shooting 
caused them concern about 
members of their families travel- 
ing alone on highways around 
Alabaster. 

The shooting also brought to 
the surface grievances against the 
police department that have been 
simmering over the years. And as 
one of the group said, ‘‘Nothing 
has ever been done about these 
things that have been going on.”’ 

Assuring the perturbed group 
that a thorough investigation 
would be conducted into the re- 
cent shooting death, Mayor Jack 
Zuiderhoek said that appropriate 
action would be taken as soon as 
all the facts were in. 

But Woods and others in the 
group were unhappy over the fact 
that the policeman involved in 
the shooting was still on active 
duty. The SCLC leader semarked 
that he had heard the officer was 
still ‘‘riding up and down the 
highway making arrests.’ 

However, the Mayor reported 
that the policeman in question, 
Richard Harmon, was now atten- 
ding 2 seven week course at the 
Police Academy. 

It was explained that cities had 
the obligation of sending new 


members of the police force tor 
training within nine months after 
their employment. And Harmon 
had recently been able to get in, 
the Mayor noted. 

According to police reports, 
Harmon’s gun accidently 
discharged when the black 
woman who was stopped after a 
high speed chase suddenly open- 
ed the car door which hit him. 

Police Chief C. E. ‘‘Bull”’ 
Carter pointed out that the 
driver’s erratic behavior was the 
reason the policeman had ap- 
proached the vehicle with his gun 
drawn. 


“This was no ordinary stop,” 
the Chief stressed. 

But one member of the au- 
dience reported that on two occa- 
sions, he had been ordered to get 
out of his car by an officer with a 
drawn gun. 

Others in the group told of the 
failure of police to investigate a 
fire that had been reported and 
being unable to get a warrant 
against an individual who had at- 
tacked a member of their family. 

Protesting the way they say 
police have dealt with members 
of their race, several members of 
the group asserted, ‘‘We’re 
human; we have feelings and 
rights too!”’ 

There was some mention of 
blacks taking their business 
elsewhere unless the situation 
were corrected. 

Both the Mayor and Police 
Chief said the allegations would 
be looked into. 

Questioned by Woods and 
local residents about when the 
autopsy findings on Curry would 
be known, Chief Carter reported 
that it would take approximately 
three weeks. 

The SCLC leader indicated 
that a federal investigation might 
be called for saying, ‘‘Her 
(Curry’s) civil rights might have 
been violated. 

Expressing the feelings of the 
majority of the group, one man 
said he thought Harmon should 
be taken off the force. ‘‘He’s on 
borrowed land now,”’ the speaker 
declared! 

However, one member of the 
group called on black residenis to 
work with the police and council 
to get all the issues settled. 
‘*After all,’’ he said, ‘‘we’ve all 
got to live here.’’ 

Mayor Zuiderhoek expressed 
his appreciation to the group for 
conducting themselves in an 
orderly manner throughout the 
meeting.

Ten thousand bills for property 
taxes in Shelby County are still 
unpaid. 

But most of them will not have 
a penalty added to them, because 
the property owners have not 
received the correct bill. 

In a normal year, the deadline 
for payment of property taxes is 
December 31, and those who do 
not pay by that time have a penal- 
ty added to their taxes. 

But Tax Collector Fay Quick 
said Monday she cannot charge 
a penalty without knowing what 
value to base it on. She said 5,000 
tax notices on file in her office 
are incorrect, and the property 
owners have been notified they 
will get a corrected notice. 
Another 5,000 pieces of property 
have never been figured. 

‘*How long can this go on?”’ Is 
the question Mrs. Quick is asking 
and has written the Attorney 
General for an opinion. 

The problems stem from the 
county-wide property reevalua- 
tion and the various delays in 
assessing, correcting and com- 
puting tax figures. 

It was thought that corrected 
notices would be ready for mail- 
ing this month, but some cour- 
thouse sources now say it may be 
March before all are in the mail.

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Editorial comments 
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Highway program at crossroads 


Nearly all of the elected ot- 
ficers in Shelby County’s city and 
county government are backing 
the steps now underway to pro- 
vide more tax money for streets 
and highways. 

Governor Fob James ts to 
decide by today whether or not he 
will call a special session of the 
legislature, But he has indicated 
he will not issue the call unless a 
majority of the legislators will 
vote in favor of an additional tax. 

Several committees have been 
studying the  state’s highway 
needs during the past year, when 
the dwindling of gasoline tax in- 
come coupled with the pounding 


of overloaded trucks, have turn- 
ed some state highways into 
pothole strips. 

There does not seem to be a 
public outcry for a_ strong 
crackdown on the trucking in- 
dustry, so it would appear that 
the public would be willing to pay 
more in gasoline taxes to have 
smooth highways, 

The proposal that has emerged 
from the deliberations would 
place a 5 percent tax on gasoline 
at the wholesale level. 

Many backers of the proposal 
insist that the 5 percent would not 
necessarily show up at the gas 
pump. This is probably wishful

Letter to Editor 

On Thursday, January 4, a 
meeting was held with the 
Alabama Legislature’s 14 
member Joint Highway Commit- 
tee’s Chairman and Sub- 
Committee, along with the 
Speaker of the House (Hon. Joe 
McCorquodaie), the Association 
of County Commissions of 
Alabama's Board of Managers, 
their ACCA Key Staff members, 
the Association of County Com- 
missions of Alabama’s 12 
member Transportation Steering 
Committee (on which I served by 
appointment), representatives 
from the Governor's office, 
Alabama State Highway Depart- 
ment, news media and others to 
thoroughly discuss the very 
severe financial plight of the large 
majority of Alabama’s 67 coun- 
ties, their municipalities and the 
Alabama Highway Department. 

Inflation and spiraling costs 
since the first Arab Embargo of 
1973 have eroded the fixed 
revenue of all entities of govern- 
ment in Our state to the current 
point of the state, counties and 
municipalities losing the multi- 
millions of dollars already in- 
vested in the vast system of paved 
highways and bridges. Liquid 
asphalt, the most important item 
in our highway preservation and 
safety, has increased around 347 


percent alone while the fixed 
gasoline tax revenue for the first 
time in my public service now 
spanning 35 years, actually was a 
minus | 1/2 percent in fiscal year 
1979, with all indications this 
MINUS will increase even several 
percentage points more in fiscal 
1980 due to the world situation, 
small fuel efficient vehicles, less 
fuel purchased and so on. 

Meanwhile, the large majority 
of counties, municipalities and 
the State Highway Department 
must have additional revenue if 
the safety of the public is not to 
be further compromised, the vast 
multi-millions of dollars already 
invested in paved highways and 
bridges preserved plus replacing 
many hundreds of structurally 
deficient bridges throughout the 
State and counties and effecting 
safety project changes where traf- 
fic accident records indicate. 


The current 7 cents per gallon 
gasoline tax has been fixed now 
for many years when inflation 
and costs were not a severe pro- 
blem. The Joint Legislative 
Highway Committee, the 
Association of County Commis- 
sions’ Board of Managers, 
Association of County Commis- 
sion’s Transportation Steering 
Committee, State Highway 
Department representatives and 


thinking, and the public will un- 
doubtedly have to absorb at least 
some of the tax directly. 

The time for hard decisions is 
at hand on this point. If we do 
not want to pay more to keep our 
roads in good condition, we will 
have to accept poor roads, and 
unsafe driving conditions. Some 
people will doubtless argue that 
Americans are too spoiled in ex- 
pecting all the good things of life 
at low cost. 

Good highways have led to the 
present American lifestyle, just as 
railroads led to the lifestyle of 
Americans a century ago.

Do we want to go back to 
trains, which deliver more goods 
than trucks with less energy?

Or do we want to cut back 
on our standard of living and do 
without things imported form far 
away? Do we want to cut back 
our own driving? 

These are the questions that 
will be facing us frequently in the 
future, and the curtain is going 
up on one of the first acts this 
week.

This seemed 
logical and was agreed upon by 
the large majority of those pre- 
sent at the meeting. 

Shelby County and its 
municipalities would stand to 
gain approximately $600,000 per 
yr. from this privilege tax. This 
would greatly aid our citizens in 
safety, preservation of our 
system of paved highways, 
bridges and possibly (with some 
matching federal funds) help to 
effect several much needed minor 
safety projects and bridge 
replacements. 

All of the new funds (as the bill 
is now written) would go strictly 
for resurfacing, restoration, 
rehabilitation of our existing pav- 
ed highways, bridges and minor 
safety projects. The cost by plac- 
ing the privilege tax (on those 
that use the highways) at the 
wholesale price index level would 
cost the average citizen $40 per 
year or less. Deterioration of our

just maintenance alone.

If a majority of Represen- 
tatives and Senators approve 
their Joint highway Committee’s 
recommendation with its cap or 
lid provision to protect the user 
then the Special Session would 
precede the regular session of the 
Legislature due to start in early 
February so time is of the essence 
if financial aid is to become a 
reality. 

Your Shelby County Commis- 
sion and this Engineer went on 
record by Commission Resolu- 


tion dated Friday, December 21, 


1979, unequivocally supporting 
this in the best interest of our 
people, the state and all 67 coun- 
ties and their municipalities.

Not only was Marcus voted by 
his team as top defensive player, 
but he was named the coaches’ 
MVP in the Alabama Junior Col- 
lege circuit. In addition to his 
outstanding ball handling and 


defensive work, he also averaged . 


10.7 points per game. 

“I think playing for a junior 
college helped me a lot’’ says 
Marcus, adding that coach Cook 
taught him a lot about defense. 

**T was working hard there try- 
ing to see if I could get a break 
and have a major college pick me 
up,”’ he explains, admitting that 
he dreamed of playing for a ma- 
jor school, ever since his days at 
Thompson High. 

County basketball fans will 
remember Marcus and the effort 
he gave in helping guide the War- 
riors to consecutive State 3A 
Championships for 1975 and 
1976. With an average of 17 
points and 9 assists, he was nam- 
ed to the 3A All-State team in ad- 
dition to earning a place on the 
All-State tournament squad for 
two years. 


According to THS coach Ellie 
Glasscock, who then headed up 
the Warrior basketball program, 
“The best way to describe him is 
that he played every game and 
practice like they were going to 
let the air out of the ball the next 
day, and he would never play 
again. 

“I think. he’s been a real 
positive influence on some of the 
other players at Thompson. He’s 
showed them that a player from 
Alabaster can make something of 
himself if he tries,’ Glasscock 
adds. 


Eddie Williams, now head 
basketball coach at THS 
describes Marcus as ‘‘certainly 


one of the finest ball handlers 
and defensive men I’ve seen on 
the high school level.”’ 

Referring not only to Glenn 
Marcus’s young brother Eric, 
who currently plays for the War- 
riors, but also to the basketball 
clinic which the graduate helped 
with last year, Williams says, 
“‘He’s a tremendous example for 
the kids to follow.

Bill Wright, President of the 
Birmingham based group said the 
many reputable auto body shops 
want customers to be able to 
recognize **a good job for a fair 
price’’. Unfortunately, thinks the 
Association official, a customer 
is at the mercy of ‘‘the few 
unscrupulous operations because 


he doesn’t know what to look 
for’’. 


These checkpoimts are recom- 
mended by the Association: 

1. Look for alignment on doors. 
2. Check alignment on sheet 
metal such as hood, decklid, etc. 
3. Be sure the shop owner knows 
your insuror. It’s necessary that 
the repairer and insuror are in 
agreement on repairs and cost 
ahead of time. 

4. Check for water leaks, 
especially if it was a rear end col- 
lision. 

5. Check for water leaks in and 
around doors if it was a side colli- 
sion. 

6. Check repaired areas for 
smoothness and proper contour.

year program will be awarded a 
certificate. The classes will not 
offer college credit. 

The course is taught on an 
open-entry, open-exit basis for 
two years, according to UM’s Dr. 
Ray Mayfield, director of conti- 
nuing education. The plan allows 
a student to enroll or leave the 
course at any time. 

Students already enrolled in 
the Pelham engineering 
technology program have found 
jobs in the field easily.

10. Understand body shops are 
not equipped to do the same pro- 
cess as the vehicle manufacturer, 
but you do have a right to a 
reasonably close match on color. 
11. If you don’t know the people, 
always ask for referrals. A good 
ship is proud of its work and 
welcomes the chance. 

12. Does the shop abide by a 
Code of Ethics? Members of the 
Association must sign and agree 
to a Code of Ethics and many 
give a copy with every repair 
estimate. 

13. Be sure the shop is substantial 
enough to have proper insurance 
coverage to protect you while 
your vehicle is in their hands for 
repair. 


Mr. Wright pointed out that 
the ‘‘Code of Ethics is a lot more 
than just a list of words. It was 
carefully worked out by the 
members over a period of time 
and each member must sign and 
promise to abide by these Ethics. 
We’ve got a panel of shops to in- 
vestigate complaints places by 
consumers or others’’. 

The Code of Ethics contains 10 
separate promises to the 
customer by the body shop, in- 
cluding quality workmanship, 
fair prices, co-operation in 
resolving problems and to point 
out any other unsafe condition, 
not related to the damage found 
during repair. 

‘The real key to the whole 
thing’’, said George H. Jones, 
Executive Director of the 


Association, ‘‘is that.in every way 
we will do our best to earn and be 
worthy of your complete trust’’.

Workmen began correcting a 
potentially hazardous situation at 
Montevallo High School Tues- 
day. 

According to Montevallo City 
Clerk Don Hughes county school 
maintenance employees were 
busy Tuesday afternoon install- 
ing new locks on the doors 
leading to the Montevallo High 
School gymnasium. 

A recent survey of all of the 
schools in Montevallo by City 
Fire Inspector Jeff Payne reveal- 
ed that certain fire exits from the 
gymnasium were chained shut 
because the ‘“‘panic bar’’ locks 
were broken. The chains were in- 
stalled, according to Payne, to 
provide security for the entire 
building.

County Engineer James Ray 
made a plea to the County Com- 
mission Monday to do all it could 
to get public opinion behind an 
increased gasoline tax for county 
roads.

Mitchell reminded the council 
the dams needed to be removed 
before warm weather set in and 
the ‘‘snakes start crawling.”’ 

When a vote was called for to 
employ the present city clerk on a 
fulltime basis, Councilman Sher- 
rel McClure abstained. 


His reason was the fact that a 
present parttime employee, Mary 
Revis will be dropped. And the 
Wilsonville woman, who was pre- 
sent at the meeting, told the panel 
she had not been informed of the 
move. 

At a previous meeting, one of 
the council explained to her, the 
proposal had been discussed 
because it was thought that one 
person handling municipal 
business would be in the city’s 
best interest. 

McClure suggested tabling the 
matter until two absent members 
could be consulted, but he was 
told they had expressed agree- 
ment with the move. 

In other matters of business, it 
was brought to the council’s at- 
tention that monthly arrest 
reports had not been submitted in 
some time. 

Since the panel had requested 
that information and also the 
disposition of fine payments, Mc- ~ 
Clure recommended that a firm 
stand be taken on obtaining the 
reports from the town’s police 
chief. 

Reporting on the raise which 
had been requested by the town’s 
municipal judge Joel Watson, the 
mayor said he had agreed to con- 
tinue at his present salary. 


Gas rates take another jump 


The cost of natural gas to 
customers of the Montevallo gas 
system is going up again. 

Members of the city council 
voted to pass along an 18 cents 
per thousand cubic feet increase 
charged by Montevallo’s sup- 
plier, Southern Natural Gas 
Company. On a split vote 
another 7% cents per thousand 
cubic wil] be charged for increas- 
ed costs in operating the system. 

The new rates will go into ef- 
fect at the beginning of the next 
billing period. 

In other action taken during 
Monday night’s council meeting, 
councilmen voted to change 
health insurance coverage for all 
city employees from Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield to the Occidental In- 
surance Company. 


In addition to the basic 


hospital and medical expense 
coverage, the new policy will pro- 
vide a $5,000 life insurance 
policy. Monthly premiums to Oc- 
cidental will be slightly less. 

In other action councilmen: 
voted to rebuild the engine on the 
city’s 1958 pumper fire engine; 
adopted by ordinance the new 
Alabama Criminal Code; passed 
a resolution expressing apprecia- 
tion to Clayton Nordan for his 31 
years of service as chairman of 
the city’s planning commission; 
nominated Dr. John B. Lott and 
Charles Binion to fill vacancies 
on the planning commission.

Technicality throws evidence 


back to grand jury in slaying 


by Bert Seaman 

The murder trial for the accus- 
ed slayer of a Mountain Brook 
grocer has been put on hold pen- 
ding a new indictment by the 
grand jury. 

At a hearing Wednesday, at- 
torneys for Steve Smith refused 
to consent to an amendment in 
the indictment proposed by 
District Attorney Bill Hill. So 
that automatically tossed it back 
in the lap of the grand jury. 

The 23 year old Shelby County 
native had been scheduled to go 
on trial for the beating death of 
Larry Osborne during the Jan. 28 
term of Circuit Court. 

Smith, who has been in the 
Shelby County jail since he was 
taken into custody after the Nov. 
19 murder, was returned to the 
jail under the original warrant 
which denied bail. 

It was the attempt to change 
the indictment’s wording concer- 
ning the murder weapon which 
caused the delay in the disposi- 
tion of Smith’s case. 

Because conclusive evidence 
hadn’t been presented to the 
grand jury as to what instrument 
was used to kill the Western 
Supermarket employee, it had 
been proposed that the following 
words be inserted after the word 
head: ‘‘with a stick, or blunt in- 
strument, or other instruments or 


means, a description of which is 
said to the grand jury unknown.”’ 

At his arraignment, Smith had 
pleaded not guilty and not guilty 
by reason of insanity. His counsel 
filed motions for their client to 
have psychiatric testing and for a 
speedy trial. 

In order to have the examina- 
tion made without a long 
wait,(which would have been the 
case if he had been scheduled to 
go to Tuscaloosa where testing is 
usually done), attorneys Fred 
Pickard and Cecil Matthews had 
requested Smith be moved to the 
Jefferson County jail. 

However, both those motions 
are no longer relevant since 
another indictment first must be 
returned by the grand jury which 
convenes March 3. 

Smith had been under a 
$50,000 bond set by Circuit 
Court Judge James Sharbutt 
after the grand jury returned its 
indictment Nov. 30. 

And Wednesday, the attorneys 
for the accused asked again that 
bond be set. However, it was 
uncertain whether it would be the 
District or Circuit Court which 
would have jurisdiction. 

Judge Harold Walden, in 
whose court the hearing was held, 
said that he would rule on the 
matter Monday.

his friends were present -in the 
courtroom during last week’s 
hearing. 

The father of the young 
murder victim sat glaring at 
Smith some moments after the 
proceedings had concluded.

Calera Guard learns CPR techniques 


Russian armored units use live 
nerve gas in training exercises and 
as a result between 15 and 20 
soldiers a year are killed. 

Even though American soldiers 
are not subjected to such 
dangerous practices, National 
Guard armored units are keeping 
abreast of how to deal with the 
treatment of lethal gassing. 

At the Calera Armory Satur- 
day, members of Company C, 
2nd Batallion, 152nd Division, 
were given instruction in 
resuscitation techniques by 
volunteers from the Shelco 
Rescue squad. 

The weekend course was also 
to enable guardsmen to pass skill 
level requirements necessary for 
promotion. 

Instructors from the Shelco 
unit spent the day demonstratin 
CPR and first aid. After ski 
level exams were given, it was ex- 
pected that 22 guardsmen could 
be certified in CPR. 

According to Staff Sergeant 


Larry Lumpkin, the training 
Saturday supplemented emergen- 
cy first aid instruction the men 
have already had. 

‘We have field training in 
medical procedures once a 
quarter,’’ Lumpkin pointed out. 
‘In a combat zone, there might 
not be a medic around,’’ he 
noted. 

Relating that the Guard’s 
twofold mission is to participate 
in both state and federal 
emergencies, Harry Moon, who 
was formerly in charge of the 
Calera unit, said the men had 
been called on to fight fires and 
for search and rescue. 

Shelco Chief Doug Ballard told 
the Reporter that the work of his 
unit Saturday was in conjunction 
with the American Heart 
Association which furnished the 
curriculum. And equipment, he 
said, was provided by BREMSS 
and the University of Alabama 
Regional Institute, EMS Training 
Division.

Funds needed for driver’s ed classes 


Higher automobile insurance 
rates and more automobile ac- 
cidents threaten Alabamians if 
driver education classes are not 
funded next year, according to 
the head of the Alabama Traffic 
Safety Center, John C. Draper. 

Parents of teenage drivers 
could potentially lose almost $14 
million in a year in reduced 
automobile premiums that they 
now enjoy if Gov. Fob James’ 
recommended education budget 
passes the legislature, said 
Draper, who directs the Center’s 
activities at the University of 
Montevallo. 

The $13.9 million estimated 
total premium reduction this year 
also includes the reduced rates 
granted to students who have 
taken the classes during the last 
four years, Draper added. 


‘But the real kicker is that 
although the Governor left out 
the funding, the requirement for 
10th graders to take the class is 
still on the books. 

“That,’’ he added, ‘‘could 
leave local superintendents in a 
mess.”’

Students get school holiday 


while teachers sharpen skills 


Shelby County’s public school 
students had a holiday Monday 
while their teachers worked at im- 
proving their teaching skills. 

The Reporter survey of a few 
county schools showed a varied 
pattern in how the teachers went 
about their ‘self-improvement.’ 

High School teachers were 
grouped according to the subject 
matter they teach for a 2% hour 
morning session. Then they 
returned to their individual 
schools for the afternoon. 

Title I teachers from all schools 
met in Columbiana. According to 
Dona Thornton of Vincent 
Elementary, the group she met in 
evaluated materials such as 
teaching kits with cassettes, 
workbooks and visual materials. 
The aim was to find material that 
will help parents in working with 
their children at home to improve 
their reading skills. 

Teachers were given an hour in 
which to eat lunch and travel 
back to their individual schools 
for the afternoon. 

At Valley School, teachers 
listened to a salesman during 
their lunch hour, who was 
demonstrating cookware. He was 
offering the teachers a discount 
on their purchases. They had 
voted to allow him to come. 

In the afternoon sessions, the 
individual principals determined 
the type of program undertaken 
at each school, 

Many schools encouraged 
teachers to work individually on 
their own programs. Others 
grouped teachers to study in- 
school programs.

Teachers need 25 points each 
year in the ‘self-improvement’ 
category, and these can be ob- 
tained by reading a certain book, 
taking college courses, and 
various other programs.

Each teacher had filled out a 
program he or she planned to 
follow last spring and they are on 
file in the superintendent’s office. 

At Helena school, the second 
and third grade teachers worked 
together, planning a unit they will 
teach together. 


Others at Helena worked on 
the print-out sheets of the test 
scores that came back from 
Governor Fob James’ testing 
program of last spring. 

At Thompson Elementary, 
assistant principal Leslie Har- 
rison said the majority of 
teachers stayed at the school and 
worked on projects assigned by 


their group leaders. They worked, « 


through the day with a 40 minute 
break for lunch and met in a 
general faculty meeting at 2 p.m. 
Some of the TES faculty met in 
special groups at Valley School 
and others met in Columbiana. 
The Reporter survey drew mix- 
ed reactions about the value of 
the day, but most felt it was wor- 
thwhile. One teacher who liked 
the idea felt she learned more 
through the small groups that 
were organized Monday than 
from some of the larger groups 
she has attended in the past.

The second verse was pretty 
much the same as the first when 
black residents of Alabaster jam- 
med the council chamber for the 
second meeting in a row Monday 
night. 

But this time, voices were rais- 
ed a little louder than when the 
disturbed group appeared Jan. 7 
to protest the shooting death of a 
black woman and tell of unfair 
treatment by local police. 

And several members of the 
police department were present to 
hear those complaints. 

The black delegation said they 
were still upset over the incident 
in December when an Alabaster 
policeman wounded 38 year old 
Deloris Curry after a high speed 
chase. 

Once again stressing that a 
thorough investigation was being 
made, Mayor Jack Zuiderhoek 
informed the group that FBI 
agents had questioned those in- 
volved with the case. 

Curry died six days after what 
police called an accidental 
shooting. Richard Harmon, now 
attending the police academy, 
had reported being struck when 
the black woman had suddenly 
flung open her car door as he

stood there with his drawn gun. 
The bullet hit her in the jaw. 
Even though the questions 
about the shooting persisted, 
most of the discussion during the 
meeting centered around police 


activity in the black community. . 


Tempers flared briefly when 
one member of the audience ask- 
ed why a police car speeding 
through the black section of the 
city wasn’t using flashing lights. 

Police Chief C. E. ‘‘Bull’’ 
Carter indicated that the ques- 
tioner hadn’t been truthful about 
an incident he had related at the 
previous meeting and gave him a 
curt answer. 

However, Carter later conced- 
ed lights should have been used 
and asked for the name of the 
policeman who had been driving. 

**He was going too fast to see 
who it was,’’ Carter was told. 

In other incidents that the 
group complained about, the 
Mayor and Police Chief asked 
for names of policemen involved 
but none were given. Both 
pointed out that action couldn’t 
be taken without knowing who 
was responsible. 

Several members of the au-

Dog track opponents 
promise strong fight 


by David Moore 

The race is on, and according 
to opponents of a dog track in 
Pelham, those advocating such a 
facility have an unfair head start. 

About a dozen residents 
registered complaints to the city 
fathers Monday night about the 
action they had taken two weeks 
ago on the dog track. 

At that time the council had 
adopted a resolution calling for 
the state legislature to pass a bill 
allowing the residents of Pelham 
to vote on the establishment of 
the Pelham Racing Commission. 
The commission, if established, 
would regulate the dog track and 
racing in the city. Two hundred 
residents had requested the 
resolution and it passed by 4-1 
vote, with councilman Willard 
Payne abstaining. 

Ida May Cumberland, Alta 
King and the others opposing the 
track presented a petition Mon- 
day night, saying they were 
strongly opposed to the establish- 
ment of the racing commission, 
the dog track and/or legalized

Valleydale fights industrial park

One person after another stood 
up to say “I wouldn’t have 
bought a house out here if I had 


The voices were those of Jim 
Entrekin, Allen Ritchey, Travis 
Wood and several others who live 
on Valleydale Road. They were 
concerned about the proposal to 
establish the Spradco Industrial 
Park on Valleydale, not far from 
Highway 280. 

They were apparently surprised 
that no zoning laws protected 
their residential property. 


Homer Dobbs was requesting 
preliminary approval for the park 
from the Shelby County Planning 
Commission Monday night, and 
had submitted detailed drawings. 

The neighbors clearly did not 
want industry in their 
neighborhood and wanted the 


Commission to turn down the 
park. 

Dobbs said, in response to pro- 
tests, that the park would be 
barely visible from Valleydale 
Road. 

He additionally agreed to mak- 
ing a covenant that only one en- 
trance road would be cut into the 
park. 

Some of the residents want 
Dobbs to list specifically what in- 
dustries he would allow in the 
park. 

Dobbs said he is a developer of 
Shadowbrook residential subidvi- 
sion, but that in the Spradco 
Park area, the land is not suitable 
for residences. 

He pointed out he has 
preliminary approval from the 
health department, the Birm- 
ingham Water Board has approv- 
ed serving the park; and that the 
land is too steep for homes. 


When residents said an in- 


dustrial park would not be 
‘compatible’ with the area, 
Dobbs countered that it could be 
called ‘compatible’ because 
Morris-Shea and the Sweet Alice 
Industrial Park are also in the 
area. (See other story.) 

The homeowners howled their 
protests at the comparison. Most 
of them said they did not know 
Sweet Alice was in the area when 
they bought, and they said 
Morris-Shea has become more 
crowded and busy in recent mon- 
ths. They clearly did not want 
any more industrial parks on 
Valleydale. 

Bob Salmon, vice president of 
Cofer Engineering Company 
spoke on the subject of the 
engineering for the proposed 
park. 

By a vote of 3 to 1, the Com- 
mission voted to postpone action 
until Dobbs had time to draw up 
the covenants he promised.

“| think you fellows kinda’ 
slipped it to us underhanded. On 
something this important, you 
fellows should have told us 
something,’’ claimed one man. 

Another protest voiced was, 
‘“‘We only have one month for 
Christian people to work up a 
defense.”’ 

The opponents said that they 
were circulating petitions at chur- 
ches, and that copies of the peti- 
tions and letters would be sent to 
area legislators before the 
legislature convenes in February. 

Mrs. Cumberland said that the 
track would not have much effect 
on her, but she was concerned 
about her grandchildren. 

One man pointed out that the 
council had just denied a request 
for zoning because a store would 
have detrimental effects on a 
neighborhood, ‘*What’s a legaliz- 
ed dog track going to do?,’’ he 
asked. ‘‘I hope you all will give it 
a serious consideration.” 

Mayor Burk Dunaway pointed 
out that the council neither sup- 
ported or opposed the dog track 
when they passed the resolution. 
They simply wanted to put the 
decision before the-people~ of 
Pelham for a vote. he said. 

Councilman Joe Littlefield 
told the protesters, ‘‘It’s the peo- 
ple’s privilege to vote.” 

The protester claimed that had 
they known in advance that a dog 
track resolution was going to be 


presented at the iast meeting, 
they would have come. and 
perhaps persuaded the council 
not to pass the resolution 

When the protesters asked why 
the track investors were remain- 
ing anonymous and why they sent 
an ‘‘outsider from North 
Shelby’’ to represent them at the 
last meeting, Dunaway said it was 
probably because they didn’t 
want their phones ringing at all 
hours. 

“““Amens’’ were voiced by 
members of the group whenever 
one of them came out with a 
strong statement. 


The protesters left before the 
end of the meeting, indicating 
that despite the lead proponents 
of the track had on them, they 
were ‘going to put up a Strong 
fight. 

In other council action, after 
the reading of a lengthy leash law 
by councilman Roy Jowers, one 
of the few people left in the au- 
diance commented that there 
were several points in the or- 
dinance that residents probably 
wouldn’t like. 

A frustrated councilman Ray 
Hamilton agreed with the man, 
pointing out, ‘This thing’s im- 
portant. But look! This dadburn 
room’s empty!”’ 

The leash law was read for con- 
sideration and action is expected 
on it at the next regular council 
meeting.

Commission found itself in its 
usual unenviable position Mon- 
day night, as county homeowners 
protested about plans presented 
to it by commercial park 
developers. (See stories.) 

The Commission is itself the 
target of a lawsuit in federal 
court which challenges the very 
Act that established it. 

Two lawsuits are also pending 
which involve it to varying 
degrees. 

Yet the men who were ap- 
pointed to serve with no pay, 
calmly listened to the hot charges 
flying through the air Monday 
night and tried to explain what 
limited powers they have to a 
grou cvinposed largely of 
newcomers to the Cahaba Valley. 

Of special irony was the case of 


Commission member Joe Garity, 
who had been a leader in the 
drive to establish zoning in Beat 
12 several years ago. He saw zon- 
ing go down to defeat four times 
all in bitterly fought elections; the 
last time on May 7, 1974, Yet 
Monday night he defended the 
action of the majority which 
turned down zoning, telling the 
audience the Planning Commis- 
sion could not make judgments 
on certain things because the peo- 
ple of Beat 12 had repeatedly said 
they did not want zoning. 

What the newcomers did not 
realize is that Shelby County is 
unusual in even having a Plann- 
ing Commission and a law on the 
books which allows people to 
vote on zoning by the beats in 
which they live. 

The acts which established 


both were largely the work of 
former Probate Judge Conrad 
Fowler, who foresaw the day 
when the Cahaba Valley would 
increase its population, and in- 
dustries would also want to locate 
there. He tried to set up an order- 
ly process for development and 
he favored zoning. 

His stand was, however, used 
against him by his political adver- 
saries and could have been the 
very issue that caused his defeat 
by a slim margin at the polls three 
years ago. 

Now the political winds may 
turn in favor of zoning, at least in 
the Cahaba Valley, with county 
political figure Bill Hill interested 
in it as president of the Indian 
Springs Civic Club. 

Many of those at the Monday 
night meeting said they would get 


out and fight for another zoning 
election, and they set a meeting 
for the first part of February. 

They were inspired by what 
they saw as a threat to their 
residences by proposals to 
establish two commercial or in- 
dustrial parks in the valley. 

It would appear that Shelby 
County is in for another of its 
soul-searching name-calling 
periods in which the zoning issue 
will again be debated. 

But in the meantime, the 
newcomers Who want zoning 
should be grateful that they even 
have a Planning Commission to 
listen to their problems. Very few 
other Alabamians who have 
chosen to live in the open country 
outside of municipalities have 
such a commission.

Councilman Ray Hamilton abs- 
tained, saying he wondered where 
all these people had been when 
the Planning and Zoning Board 
held its public hearing on the 
issue. 

In a second public hearing, no 
opposition was offered to rezon- 
ing of the Thurman Wilson pro- 
perty near the entrance to Indian 
Hills, so the council moved to 
change its classification from A-1 
to O-1. 

Most of the crowd left the 
chambers before the regular 
council meeting began.

Vincent grabs 
tourney title

Call it the end off a dual dynas- 
ty. Call it the beginning of a new 
chapter. Call it a surprise if you 
didn’t read the writing on the 
wall. 

Just make sure you call the 
Vincent Yellow Jackets number 
one. They proved it royally last 
week in Pelham by capturing the 
1980 Shelby County Tournament 
title with wins over Chelsea 
(55-39), Montevallo (63-60 in 
double overtime) and Pelham 
(71-54 in the finals). 

And though Pelham fell to the 
power of Vincent, the Panthers 
earned the right to claim the 
number two county slot by 
defeating Shelby County (57-47) 
and, for the first time in their six 
year history, Thompson (60-51). 

This year’s tournament mark- 
ed the first time since 1973 that 
Thompson and the 1979 cham- 
pions Montevallo did not play 
each other in the finals. The 


mystiqueof their dual reign as the 


only local powerhouses has fallen 
by the wayside, replaced by more 
evenly balanced talent and 
coaching throughout the county. 

The new chapter in Shelby 
County basketball should pro- 
vide more excitement for more 
fans, and in the long run, prove 
beneficial to the sport as-a whole. 

To the thinking of this 
reporter, it should be noted that 
there were no bad teams in this 
tournament. True, there were 
teams with bad records, and 
teams with less talent. But there 
were no bad teams. 

A bad team is one that is 
beaten befofre the ball is ever 
tossed, a team that doesn’t try 
and doesn’t care. 

But every guy who took to the 
floor last week in Pelham was out 
there to win despite any odds. 
They showed a lot of pride and 
you don’t see that in a bad ball 
club. 

Next year, who knows what 
will happen. But for 1980 the 
Vincent Yellow Jackets are 
number one in Shelby County. 

This is the way it happened: 


Monday night 


55-39 ’Jackets 


Chelsea coach Mike Sims told 
the Reporter two weeks ago that 
to beat Vincent in the tourney the 
Hornets would have to play their 
best game yet. And for two 
quarters that’s just what they did. 

Outsized and out-talented, 
Chelsea swapped the powerful 
Yellow Jackets basket for basket 
to tie the first quarter at 15 all. 
The second quarter went nearly 
the same way, but Vincent 
managed to take a 27-25 lead into 
intermission. 

Chelsea’s problems started ear- 
ly in the third quarter after an 
unscheduled fifteen minute break 
in the action when the scoreboard 
clock malfunctioned. 

When play resumed, it was a 
different ball game--Vincent’s 
ballgame, to be exact. The 
Jackets outstung the Hornets 
20-6 in the third quarter. 

Both squads scored eight 
points in the final quarter to 
make the score 55-39. 

‘*We lost some of our momen- 
tum,’’ said Sims of the incident 
with the clock. ‘‘But Vincent got 
hot, too. It was just as fair to one 
as the other.”’ 

‘*We did good there, for a half. 
We got after them.”’ 

Terry Kelly hit 10 points worth 
of buckets as Chelsea’s top scorer 
in that game. 

For Vincent, Dexter Mc- 
Crimon was high with 20 points, 
followed by David Norwood with 
17.

Playing heads up basketball 
and capitalizing on Bulldog tur- 
novers, Calera shot out to an 8-0 
lead. 

Montevallo was shocked, but is 
too level headed a team to go 
down that easily. They slowed the 
pace, set up their offense and dug 
in for a fight. 

The Bulldogs tied the score 
then went up by one with a three 
point play late in the quarter. 
They added another just before 
the buzzer to make it a 15-12 
ballgame. 

Now, Calera was rattled. 
Montevallo carried the momen- 
tum they had gained into the se- 
cond quarter and, significant to 
the final outcome, outscored the 
Eagles 16-8. The half ended in the 
Bulldogs favor, 31-20, com- 
pliments of their man-to-man 
defense. 

Even with two key players in 
foul trouble (Bill Seay and An- 
drew Dowell both had three fouls 
in the first half), Calera played a 
hard basketball the third quarter 
and closed the score to 39-34.

off in the finals to decide who 
would carry home the first place 
trophy from the 1980 Shelby 
County Basketball Tournament. 

This is what happened. 

Vincent took the jump and 
Rodney Driggers popped in a 
21-footer from the point. The 
long shot foreshadowed things to 
come. 

Pelham answered back and the 
game was on the road. 

The Panthers capitalized on 
four traveling calls against Vin- 
cent and at 3:25 had pulled out to 
a 10-6 lead. 

Neither team was able to, or 
bothered to work the ball inside 
much, shooting instead from the 
outside. For the Panthers, Keith 
Forstman did his share of 
damage with some long bombs.

Beef producers who wish to 
vote in an upcoming referendum 
should register between January 
28 and February 6 at the local of- 
fice of the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Service 
(ASCS.) 

H.C. McDanal, chairperson of 
the Shelby County ASC commit- 
tee, said the producers will vote 
by secret ballot February 19-22 
on whether they want a national- 
ly coordinated beet research and 
information program. A similar 
referendum, conducted in 1977, 
did not receive the required two- 
thirds approval, although it was

cent of voting producers. Since 
that time, the beef research and 
information Act has been amend- 
ed so that a majority of pro- 
ducers will be sufficient for ap- 
proval, according to McDanal.

“‘All sellers in the marketing 
chain would be assessed and the 
buyer at the point of slaughter 
would deduct the total assess- 
ment and forward it to the 
board,’” McDanal said. Any pro- 
ducer could request and receive a 
refund of the assessment paid.

VA to mark 50th birthday 


July 21 will mark the Veterans 
Administration’s Golden An- 
niversary - fifty years of service 
to the nation’s veterans. The VA 
was created by Executive Order 
5398 signed by President Hoover. 
Prior to this executive order, 
several agencies had been ad- 
ministering veterans’ benefits 
passed by Congress. 

Today among all departments 
and agencies of the federal 
government, only the Depart- 
ment of Defense has a larger 
workforce than the VA. VA now 
has approximately 225,000 
employees to serve the nation’s 
more than 30 million living 
veterans. This is two-thirds of all 
Americans who ever served in 
uniform in wartime during our 
203-year history. Including 
dependents and survivors of 
deceased veterans - nearly 94 
million Americans are potential 
VA beneficiaries. 

Here in Alabama, the VA 


Regional Office in Montgomery 
has 300 employees to administer 
veterans’ benefits for Alabama’s 
422,000 veterans. The Regional 
Office helps nearly 100,000 
Alabama veterans and survivors 
through compensation and pen- 
sion benefits. The Regional Of- 
fice provided education 
assistance to over 40,000 
Alabama veterans. The Regional 
Office guaranteed over 160,000 
home loans in the state. 

Medical benefits are provided 
by the State’s four medical 
centers located in Montgomery, 
Tuscaloosa, Tuskegee and Birm- 
ingham. The four medical centers 
in the state employ over 3,800 
people to provide health care to 
Alabama veterans. These doctors 
and nurses operate the largest 
hospital and medical care system 
in the state.

Customers should be given 
evidence that the pipe purchased 
is covered by a 25-year ‘cost of 
replacement’ warranty. 

Pipe smaller than % inch 
should not be used. If the 
distance from the meter to the 
house is 200 feet to 500 feet, one- 
inch pipe is recommended. From 
500 to 900 feet, the pipe should 
be 1% inches, and up to 2,000 
feet, the pipe should be two in- 
ches. 

In the event a well has been 
supplying the home, a complete 
physical disconnection between 
the well and the public water sup- 
ply must be made. This ruling is 
in accord with a policy of the 
Alabama Department of Public 
Health.

Scores earned by Pelham High 
School students on the California 
Achievement Test show grades 
higher than the averages of 
students in other county schools.

After March 1, food stamps 
will be mailed directly to the 
5,685 persons in Shelby County 
who are eligible to receive them. 

This means recipients will no 
longer have to travel to and from 
issuance points. 

Susan Treadwell, Pensions and 
Security Director said the change 
will be especially helpful to elder- 
ly and disabled people who find it 
hard to come to the food stamp 
office and to people who have to 
pay for transportation. 

Recipients can expect to receive 
their stamps on or about the same 
day each month. Persons who are 
applying for food stamps but not 
yet certified, must continue to 
come to the office. 

Mail issuance will benefit 
about 1,881 households in Shelby 
County. During the month of 
December, these households 
received a total of $196,845 
worth of food stamps.

} At least 106 people will be 
directly affected at Briarcliff 
Nursing Home if the In- 
termediate Care program of 
Medicaid is discontinued. 

In discussing the financial 
crisis the Medicaid program is 
facing in Alabama, Mrs. Mary 
Alice Edmonds, administrator of 
the only nursing home in Shelby 
County, told the Reporter that 
106 of the 226 intermediate care 
patients at Briarcliff receive 
assistance through Medicaid. 

These persons would have to 
find some other place to go, if the 
state legislature is not able to 
match federal funds for Medicaid 
when it goes in session this week. 

Mrs. Edmonds said some of

creased costs of utilities such as 
heat and electricity. 

Superintendent of Education 
Charles Knowles presented infor- 
mation on the current status of 
revenue from property taxes in 
the county’s school system. 
Knowles noted that as of 
December 31, 1979 there wees 
budget shortage of nearly $1 
million. 

Knowles went on to say that 
unless this shortage is overcome 
the county will not be able to: 
purchase fifteen new school 
buses, complete major roof 
repairs to eight school buildings, 
purchase maintenance equip- 
ment, obtain equipment for 
cleaning floors,- acquire addi- 
tional land for planned expansion 
or complete improvements to 
buildings and outdoor areas. 

Probate Judge Thomas 
Snowden reported on the coun- 
ty’s general fund, noting shor- 
tages for all areas of government 
operating from the fund. 
Snowden mentioned law enforce- 
ment, operation of the néw coun- 
ty jail, roads and bridges. He 
stated that no new roads have 
been built in Shelby County dur- 
ing the past five years. Snowden 
also mentioned a high priority for 
county wide water and sewer 
systems. 

Jim King, co-chairman of the 
county legislative committee 
made a strong presentation for 
the proposed one cent sales tax, 
noting that without additional 
sources of revenue, ‘‘there can be 
only less and less services.’’ King 
went on to say, ‘This means less

United Methodist Church, and 
Ken Maynard, who was elected to 
serve as spokesman for a com- 
munity group.

A clock 
could be heard ticking, while the 
audience waited for someone on 
the council to speak on the issue. 

Finally Mayor Burk Dunaway 
said forcefully that neither he nor 
the council members had voted in 
favor of a dog track. They had 
only voted to allow the people of 
Pelham to express themselves on 
the issue at the polls. 

Dunaway said it would require 
one of the men who originally 
voted in favor of the motion, to 
come forward with a motion to 
rescind it, before any action 
could be taken. None of the four 
who favored it spoke up, so 
Dunaway ruled the issue closed 
for the evening. 

The Rev. Wallace then ad- 
dressed the audience and told 
them, “‘If the lines are drawn, 
work as hard as you can for what 
you believe, but let us walk away 
from this as friends.

Discontent smolders 
anew in Alabaster 


by Bert Seaman 

Embers of discontent are still 
smoldering in Alabaster’s black 
community. 

And if the city doesn’t give 
some indication soon of what 
they intend to do about the 
shooting death of a 38 year old 
black woman by an Alabaster 

eepoliceman, the SCLC indicated 
Monday that the embers would 
be fanned into flames. 

Making his second appearance 
at an Alabaster Council meeting, 
Birmingham Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference presi- 
dent, Rev. Abraham Woods said 
the incident ‘‘couldn’t be swept 
under the rug.”’ 

He was talking about the 
shooting of Mrs. Deloris Curry 
following a high speed chase in 
December. 

Telling the Council that the 
black residents of Alabaster, who 
have expressed fear of the police, 
have friends in Birmingham and 
‘‘all over,’? Woods said those 
**friends’’ could be called to the 
city. 

Woods and other members of 
his group present at the meeting 
said they had come in ‘‘good 
will.”’ 

**But others may come who do 
not have good will,’’ the SCLC 
leader stressed. 

And similar sentiments were 
echoed by State SCLC Field 
Secretary R. B. Cottonreader. 

**Some say Alabaster will make 
what happened in Decatur look 
like a Sunday School picnic,’’ the 
black activist declared. 

He was referring to SCLC pro- 
tests in the Tommy Lee Hines 
case which led to counter protests 
by the Ku Klux Klan. 


Hines is a mentally retarded 
black man who was found guilty 
of raping a white woman. 

Monday night’s Council 
meeting was the third in a row at 
which blacks filled the room to 
ask questions about the shooting 
and take jabs at the local police 
department. 

The biggest crowd yet to attend 
a meeting ‘showed up with a 
number of people being forced to 
stand in the hall. 

But one Alabaster official 
estimated that two thirds of the 
crowd of about 60 were from Bir- 
mingham. 

When pressed for an answer on 
when Woods could expect a letter 
stating the city’s intentions in the 
Curry case, Mayor Jack 
Zuiderhoek said he’d do his best 
to get with Police Commissioner 
Wayne Lucas and Police Chief C. 
E. Carter to see what could be 
done. 

The Mayor reiterated what 
he’d said at previous meetings - 
that a thorough investigation was 
being conducted, but as yet no 
autopsy report had been received. 

He expressed the city’s concern 
but said the case couldn’t be 
discussed in any detail because 
the Currys had filed suit against 
the city. 


Asked about suspending 
policeman Richard Harmon, 
whose gun was said to have fired 
accidently, wounding the Jasper 
woman in the jaw, the Mayor 
said such action was usually 
handled by the Personnel Board. 

**We’d have to check with our 
attorney to see if we have the 
power to hire, fire and suspend,”’

New directors head 
Youth Aid Bureau

Former Shelby County Sheriff 
C.P. ‘‘Red’’ Walker saw his pet 
project, the Youth Aid Bureau 
turned over to other directors last 
Thursday. 

Over Walker’s protests that the 
action was illegal and immoral, 
the Region Three board of direc- 
tors of the Law Enforcement 
Planning Agency, without a 
dissenting vote, approved two 
grants that will be administered 
by the Shelby County Commis- 
sion and Ed Craig of Helena. 

One grant provides $31,200 for 
personnel and travel for the 
Shelby County YAB, and the 

_ other provides $9,160 for service 
offices and operating expenses. 

The grants are for the eight 


months from February 1 to 
September 30. 

The LEPA board approved the 
grants after receiving written re- 
quests signed by several county 
mayors, ministers, county com- 
missions and other interested 
citizens, asking that the Craig be 
named to handle the projects. 

Walker had applied for grants 
last summer which would have 
given him a salary of about 
$24,000 per year for operating 
the YAB. This grant was initially 
approved, then turned down by 
the state board. Walker has ap- 
pealed the denial, to AEPA head- 
quarters in Washington, but no 
action has been taken on his ap- 
peal.

The explosion occured at the 
Pelham home of Louise Pierce, 
of 509 Creekview Drive. Pelham 
Street superintendent Aubie Pen- 
nington, was in the closed garage 
helping Mrs. Pierce pour gas 
from a five gallon can into her 
car, 

According to fire department 
investigations, gas fumes ap- 
parently accumulated in the con- 
fined area and were ignited by the 
hot water heater. The Pelham 
Fire Department was notified of 
the explosion by a neighbor at 
5:47 p.m. 

Pennington was able to escape 
through a door which apparently 
became blocked moments later 
by flames. With the assistance of 
a neighbor, he kicked in part of 
the garage door and another per- 
son arrived with a fire ex- 
tinguisher. 

Pierce was trapped between a 
workbench and a burning tire on 
the car.

Plight of gifted reviewed 


Trying to make sure his son 
gets the quality education to 
which he’s entitled, Robert Mills 
of Alabaster presented his case to 
a specially selected panel of 
educators last Wednesday. 

Mills contends that his gifted 
11 year old son Shane has lost in- 
terest in his subjects since enter- 
ing Thompson Middle School 
this year. 

Claiming that the Shelby 
County School system has no 
plan for gifted students other 
than having them skip grades, 
Mills said he wanted to find out if 
there were plans to provide a pro- 
gram. 

The hearing lasted until mid- 
night, but unable to reach any 
conclusions, the session was 
scheduled to be resumed Feb. 23 
at 1 p.m. 

Shelby County Superintendent 
of Education Charles Knowles 
says it’s the intent of his office to 
provide the best possible educa- 
tion for each student regardless 


of exceptions. 

He pointed out however, that 
the system has to operate under 
constraints which include money, 
personnel, materials and time. 

“But we don’t have closed 
minds,’’ the Superintendent 
declared. ‘‘We stand ready at all 
times to act on sound evidence to 
bring about improvements,’’ 

It was brought out at the hear- 
ing that TMS does not have a 
teacher for the gifted. Knowles 
said that last year the Alabaster 
middle school and Riverchase 
shared a teacher but the demand 
at Riverchase necessitated her 
spending all her time there this 
year. 

But it was brought out by TMS 
principal Mary Roach, that there 
are accelerated sections in the 
6th, 7th and 8th grades. 

And it was also noted that a 
service called the Individual 
Education Plan was available at 
Thompson.

**We didn’t feel that it was in 
Shane’s best interest to be at the 
hearing,’’ Knowles remarked. 

The panel of educators who 
heard the case were: Mrs. Lillah 
White, head of the Tuscaloosa 
County School System’s Special 
Education Program; Fred Hub- 
bard, superintendent of Marion 
City Schools; and Dr, Jim Hicks, 
Alabama A&M University in 
Montgomery. 


Though not complete at the 
time of the press preview, the 
Oriental art exhibit on the third 
floor, which includes a number 
of artifacts from ancient temples, 
seems very promising.

Other exhibits currently 
highlighting the museum’s offer- 
ings include American paintings 
from the Coe Kerr Gallery in 
New York, and 21 canvases from 
the famed Woolworth Collec- 
tion. 

Noting the museum’s value in 
the field of education as well as 
entertainment, Murray explained 
that a teacher training program is 
currently being developed to 
enhance ‘‘visual literacy’’ among 
area educators.

Each year in Alabama an 
average of fifteen newborn in- 
fants suffer from hypothyroidism 
(a thyroid deficiency) which 
usually results in severe mental 
retardation. The child is usually 
placed in a state institution for 
the remainder of his life at the 
current cost of $20,000 per year 
and a life-time cost of $1 million 
per child. 

Hypothyrodism can be 
detected by a simple blood test 
and treated for a few cents per 
day if discovered during the first 
twenty-eight days of infancy. Ob- 
viously, this simple and inexpen- 
sive procedure not only prevents 
fifteen Alabama families the 
agony of rearing a_ severely 
retarded child, but also, saves the 


taxpayers of Alabama millions of 
dollars. 

I had the privilege of sponsor- 
ing legislation in the 1979 
Legislature that required a test 
for hypothyroidism and a 
$100,000 appropriation to help 
the Department of Public Health 
administer the program. 


This type of legislation is often 
overshadowed by other problems 
facing this state. However, even 
if the humanitarian aspect is put 
aside, the tax savings above 
makes this law one of the most 
meaningful and important that I 
will sponsor in the Alabama 
Senate.

Requires smoke detectors 7 


Pelham cracks down on code 


by David Moore 

Where there’s smoke there’s 
fire. But what the old adage 
doesn’t say is that a person in a 
burning building can die from 
asphyxiation without ever being 
involved directly with the flames. 

The Pelham fire department is 
taking steps to prevent such 
deaths in multi family dwellings 
within its jurisdiction. 

Pelham Fire Marshall, Lt. Rick 
Miller, recently contacted owners 
of multi-family dwellings in that 
city and informed them of the 
laws requiring smoke detectors in 
their buildings. Approved smoke 
detectors are to be properly in- 
stalled by February 8, he told 
them. 

Requirements for the detectors 
are spelled out in the 1976 Life 
Safety Code which was adopted 
by Alabama in February, 1977. 

Miller noted that failure to 
comply with the code is a misde- 
meanor, punishable by a fine of 
up to $500 and imprisonment. 

The purpose of the code, as 
stated in its text, is to provide 
‘reasonable life safety against 
the hazards of fire, explosion, 
and panic...” 

‘*According to Section 
1-4.1.1., ‘‘This Code covers both 
new and existing construction.”’ 

Miller pointed out the recent 
tragedy concerning a Helena 
woman whose death was ap- 
parently related to a fire in the 
Lee Apartments in which she liv- 
ed. No smoke detectors had been 
installed in the apartments, which 
are a part of the Columbiana 
Housing Authority. 

“This is something I don’t 
want to happen in Pelham,” 
Miller said. 

One of the dangers concerning 
undetected fires is when a sleep- 
ing person awakes to find his 
house on fire, Miller added. 

Miller explained that heat in a 
burning house fills the rooms 
from the ceiling downward, and 
that a distance of less than one 
foot can mean the difference of

Baseball park work 


! begins in Helena 
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by David Moore 

The ball’s rolling in Helena. 
And by April the ball should be 
rolling in grand style if work on 
the town’s 7.5 acre recreational 
complex keeps to its construction 
schedule. 

When complete, the modern 
complex will include three 
baseball parks clustered in a star 
formation around a central con- 
cessions and announcement 
stand, according to Randall 
Johnston, president of the 
Helena Dixie Youth Baseball 
League. 

Located off Hwy. 85 near the 
Fox Haven development, most of 
the park site has already been 
cleared as has its access road. Ci- 
ty clerk Frances Parrish said this 
work was done over Christmas 
holidays with equipment and 
manpower donated by Ed 
Osborne and A.E. Burgess. 

Land for the facility was 
donated by Birmingham attorney 
Jack, J. Hall and his wife Olivia 
Diane hall, under the condition 
that it be used strictly for recrea- 
tional purposes and that its name 
include ‘*‘Penhale’’ 

The Helena city council voted 
to name the facility the Charles 
W. Penhale Recreational Com- 
plex after the man who has been 
mayor for the past 16 years. 

Though he modestly claims no 
credit, Penhale was instrumental 
in procuring an $84,824.50 grant 
from the Department of Conser- 
vation and Natural Resources to 
develop the complex. 

The city clerk explained that 
the grant will be matched 50-50 
by in-kind services and $50,000 
earmarked from the city’s budget 
of $299,361. Any of the $50,000 
not needed for the park will be 
fed back into the city’s budget, 
she said. 


**We’re very fortunate to have 
acquired that much money for 
this,’’ said Bruce Wilkinson, vice 
president of the baseball pro- 
gram. ‘‘I don’t think we'll have 
to use all the $50,000 with all the 
donations and help we’re receiv- 
ing.’’ 

“It’s not just a little league 
project,’’ explained Johnston, 
going on to call it a community 
project and saying that the park 
will be available to church 
leagues and other groups as well. 

Johnston said that rapid 
growth of Helena has been 
reflected in the growth of the 


_ baseball league which last year 


had to crowd six boys’ baseball 
teams and three girls’ softball 
teams into the one ballpark at Joe 
Tucker Park. The Helena Dixie 
Youth program expects a 60 per- 
cent increase in teams for 1980, 
he said. 

The dream of building a large 
recreational complex was con- 
ceived last year by Larry Clayton 
who was then president of the lit- 
tle league. Clayton approached 
the city council with the prospect 
and Mayor Penhale got the ball 
rolling. 

Johnston added that one of the 
fields will accommodate older 
youth interested in Dizzy Dean 
baseball. It will feature a 
movable fence to allow space for 
football. 

Johnston invited anyone in- 
terested in donating time, 
machinery, skills or money to 
contact him at 663-7760. 

Help is needed, he said, to in- 
sure the park’s completion by 
April 12, the opening day of the 
Helena Dixie Youth season. 
Registration for players will be 
held from 9:30 - noon, February 
16, 23 and March 1 at the Helena 
school library.

Thinly iced puddles lay over 
the small rows of dead soybean 
stalks in the lower parts of the 
fields we hunted.

the Abbotts had been bow hun- 
ting rabbits earlier that day and 
hadn’t come across any quail. We 
were still optimistic, however, 
and the dogs were itching to go. 

White and Bob got birdey 
several times and set their tails to 
vibrating, but no covey 
materialized. Not even a single. 
Once White went into a point, 
but the birds had already flown. 

“Some people would beat a 
dog for that,’?’ Crumpton com- 
mented, giving White a ‘‘that’s 
okay, boy’’ pat on the head. 

We circled around a lightly 
wooded area and two fields, 
before dropping down to a lower 
soggier field. The dogs were 
working the hedge out in front of 
us when we finally spotted a 
covey on the far end. The quail 
flew into the woods beyond the 
field and pitched. 

We thought we spotted the 
place they went down and headed 
that direction. We searched the 
woods for ten minutes, but no 
birds. 

**When they pitched, they must 
have kept flying low,’’ Crumpton 
said, gesturing further into the 
woods with his gun. ‘‘Might as 
well head back.’’ 

About that time we heard a 
flurry of wings. ‘‘There they go,”’ 
cried Groves, who was about 20 
yards ahead and to the side of us 
with Bob. 

Groves fired and we saw a 
large chunk splinter off a pine 
tree. Two birds kept flying. The 
chunk of wood fell. 

Then another quail flew. 
Groves turned, took better aim, 
fired again and the bird fell. 

The second shot flushed about 
half a dozen more birds and they 
flew off further into the woods. 
Groves spotted them and fired 
again. And again. 

I won’t say how many more 
times Groves shot before the 
birds were lost to the piney 
woods, but I will say he didn’t 
even hit a tree that time. 

Bob fetched the bird, all ex- 
cited just to have the feathered 
body in her mouth. She brought 
it over to Crumpton. 

An inspection of the hen’s 
craw revealed that it had recently 
fed. The birds and already mov- 
ed, at least in this area, so we 
headed back to the truck. On the

So we rounded up the dogs, 
piled back in the pickup and 
drove over to Mrs. Graham’s to 
ask permission to hunt there. 
Had we been after chickens, dogs 
or cats, Groves and Crumpton 
could have had a field day hun- 
ting in her yard. But domestic 
animals were out of season, so we 
spoke to Mrs. Graham for a 
minute, left some mud on her 
floor and drove to a nearby field. 

The metallic ring of Groves 
slamming home shells in the 
chamber of his shotgun sounded 
empty and futile on the edge of 
the open field under the clear, 
clean afternoon sky.

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Montevallo eyes tax 
to rescue Shelco 


Montevallo’s city fathers are 
pondering the possibilities of an 
additional 1 cent sales tax. 

They will also begin studying a 
proposed franchise that would 
bring cable TV to Montevallo. 

The possibility of an additional 
1 cent sales tax was brought up 
Monday night when some 60 
residents of the Montevallo area 
appeared before council members 
requesting that the city do 
whatever is necessary to continue 
the operation of Shelco Unit 
One, an emergency medical 
rescue unit. 

Members of Shelco, last week, 
circularized Montevallo and the 
surrounding area with literature 
stating that the organization will 
cease operation on February 25 
unless areas receiving their ser- 
vices provide a total subsidy of 
$3,300 per month. The literature 
also requested citizens to be pre- 
sent at Monday night’s council 
meeting. 

Mayor Ralph Sears told the 
assembled group that the city has 
been providing two-way radio 
dispatch service to Shelco ‘since 
Shelco began operations nearly 
five years ago. He also stated that 
the city has pledged a subsidy of 
$200 per month since October 
and $500 per month since 
February 1. “ 

‘*This apparently is not 
enough,’”’ Sears said. He then 
went on to say that the city’s 
revenues are not producing the 
expected amount of income for 
fiscal 1979-80 and that a subsidy 
to Shelco in the amount $1,000 
per month is impossible with the 
present revenues the city receives. 

Sears then asked the group if 
they were willing to support the 
tax to support a subsidy to Shelco 
and to keep the city from cutting 
back on services now rendered. 
An overwhelming majority raised 
their hands in support of the 
possible tax. 

Sears went on to explain that 
before the council takes any ac- 
tion it will invite all merchants

Commission opposes dog track

The Shelby County Commis- 
sion went on record Monday op- 
posing dog racing ‘anywhere in 
Shelby County.’ 

The vote came at the request of 
a group of citizens, led by Dr. 
Richard Wash, minister of 
Crosscreek Baptist Church, and 
by Bill Calhoun, spokesman for 
the citizens for Moral Concerns, 
of Pelham. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port, who said he worked hard 
against the proposed county dog 
track several years ago, told the 
group, ‘‘Somebody’s going to 
have to do their homework in 
Pelham,’’ if the proposed 


Pelham track is to be voted 
down. 
Davenport mentioned that 


none of the Commissioners lives 
in Pelham, and therefore would 
not be able to cast a vote, if the 
proposed track ever comes to a 
vote. Davenport said he would 
not go along with ‘telling the 
Pelham city officials what to do’’ 
and questioned whether a Com- 
mission resolution would do any 
good. 


. Commissioner Alph Lowe 
made the motion and it was 
seconded by Ned Bearden. It 
passed unanimously. 

Others present from the 
Pelham area were Ken Clement, 
pastor of the Indian Springs Bap- 
tist Church; and Ed Snow of the 
Crosscreek church. 

But a question of legal wording 
was raised that could kill the en- 
tire move to establish the dog 
track. Commissioner Tommy 
Snowden said he did not think it 
would be a major problem, and 
would probably only require an 
attorney general’s opinion. 

The question involves the 
advertised bill. In several places 
the proposed bill mentions that it 
‘relates to the City of Pelham’. 
But in one place it mentions ‘a 
referendum of the voters of the 
county.’ 

It has been assumed by all con- 
cerned that only residents of 
Pelham would be eligible to vote, 
but the one reference to ‘county’ 
is raising hopes among those who 
oppose the bill. Nearly everyone 
assumes that if everyone in the 
county gets to vote on it, it will be

voted down, because opposition 
to a similar bill a few years ago 
was tremendous. No one knows 
how a vote would come out if it 
were restricted to Pelham 
residents only. 


The reference to ‘county’ could 
be deleted when it is introduced 
into the legislature, but then it 
might differ so much from the 
advertised bill, that it would be 
declared unconsitutional. 


Representative Sonny Moore 
told the Reporter Monday night 
that “‘If it gets on the floor of the 
House, I’ll vote against the dog 
racing bill.”’ 

Representative J.T. ‘‘Jabo’’ 
Waggoner told the Reporter he 
would support it in the House 
because, ‘‘When the Pelham City 
Council passes a resolution ask- 
ing me to support a bill, I’ll do 
it.”’ He said however, that he 
does not plan to introduce it in 
the House.

He said lasers can travel at 186 
miles per second and-could be us- 
ed for space vehicle propulsion. 
He added that we have shared 
our technology with all the other 
countries in the world and ‘‘it has 
come back to haunt us.’’ ‘‘We 
need protectionism for our in- 
dustries and _ technology,” he 
said. 


His fourth step to develop a 
new ‘‘American Independence”’ 
was to return to the basic values 
that created the American nation. 


He called for a return to law 
observance, a return to a 
religious way of life, and a return 
to pride in craftsmanship. 

On the matter of law obser- 
vance, he noted the clouds that 
are now hanging over institutions 
of government with the ‘Abscam’ 
investigations. He wants the Con- 
gress to move quickly, find out 
who is guilty, who is innocent, 
and to restore confidence in our 
governmental institutions. He 
spoke on the point with feeling, 
since he is chairman of the Senate 
Ethics Committee. 

His remarks were well received 
by his audience. A question- 
answer session followed, during 
which the Senator said he is 
against ‘the registration or draf- 
ting of women into the military 
forces. 


Wilsonville loses law: 


passes it second time 


Wilsonville’s governing body 
had to vote on an ordinance 
amendment for the second time 
Monday night in order to make it 
legal.

Mitchell explained that when a 
meter is installed at a residence, a 
bill for the reading isn *isent fora 
month. 

While they were at it, the panel 
also made sure that the regulation

city’s water lines is $150 plus the 
cost of any trenching and ex- 
cavating that might be required.

Shelco Unit looking for help 


After struggling for seven years 
to establish a sound financial 
base, the Shelco Rescue Unit is 
finally throwing in the towel. 

‘*Unless we can get some back- 
ing, we’re going to discontinue 
operations on Feb. 25,’’ Shelco 
Chief Doug Ballard told 
members of the Montevallo 
Evening Garden Club Wednes- 
day evening. 

In order to keep the unit going, 
Ballard reported that members 
have been digging into their own 
pockets and coming up with an 
average of $22,000 a year. 


Telling garden club members 
that the unit had asked for finan- 
cial assistance from the city of 
Montevallo, the University of 
Montevallo, Wilton and the 
county, he reported that until 
recently, only Wilton had come 
through with any funds. 

He added that Montevallo’s 
City Council had voted Jan. 28 to 
contribute $500 a month but 
Ballard stressed that the $1,000 
the unit had requested from that 
municipality is the amount need- 
ed in order to keep Shelco opera- 
tional.

In his opening remarks, he 
stressed the necessity of unear- 
marking tax dollars, proposed a 
remedy for the Medicaid situa- 
tion and gave his support to addi- 
tional revenue for the Highway 
Depariment. 

When the subject of dog racing

Contest spurs accent 


Editor’s Note: The following 
letter was presented to Shelby 
County School Superintendent 
Charles Knowles last week. 

Bruce Palmer reports that 
Superintendent Knowles endors- 
ed the art contest with full sup- 
port. 

The contest will be held in 
grades K through 5, Posters will 
be prepared during this week and 
will be judged on Friday, 
February 15, Winners will be 
selected on Monday, February 
18, 

The week of February 18 
through 23 has been appointed by 
the Shelby County Commission 
as ‘‘Shelby County Clean-up 
Week.”’ The major thrust of this 


clean-up week is to make Shelby 
County residents aware of the 
problem of litter and illegal dum- 
ping on the highways and foster 
greater pride in our county’s 
towns, fields and forests, and in 
themselves and their own homes, 
yards and properties. 


We are certainly cognizant of 
the fact thattf is«not Shelby 
County’s children, ‘but its adults 
who are causing the county’s 
“unsightly’’ problems. However, 
we do feel that the children can 
be highly instrumental in solving 
these problems, 


We are suggesting a county- 
wide children’s art contest among 


bones about opposing it as a way 
of generating revenue. 

James said he was in favor of 
running it out of the state for 
good. 

Dealing with the Medicare 
issue, which the Governory said is 
threatening to bankrupt the state, 
he emphasized the necessity for 
the federal government to modify 
their regualtions. 

Unless they allow the state to 
make the program efficient, 
James said it would have to be 
eliminated in October. 

He is requesting the passage of 
legislation which will allow him 
to transfer $25,000,000 from the 
State Insurance Fund to the 
General Fund to meet Medicaid 
obligations for the current year. 

Although the Governor stress- 
ed the need for unearmarking 
funds if the state is to move 
ahead, he said that he would ac- 
cept earmarked funds for the 
Highway Department. 

He added however, that he has 
a bill in the legislature to unear- 
mark those funds, which he 
pointed out are the only addi- 
tional revenue he’s asking for un- 
til ‘‘our house is in order,”’ 

The 5% tax on the wholesale 
price of gasoline will leave the 
price at the pump virtually the 
same, the Governor said. 

With a million dollar cap on 
the revenue generated, James 
related that $45 million would go 
to the state with the remaining 
$55 million being allocated to 
counties and cities for bids on 
highway work. 


Dr. Alfred E, Kahn, Chairman 
of the President’s Council on 
Wage and Price Stability, ap- 
plauded the Governor’s backing 
of the gasoline tax. 

In his remarks to the media, 
Kahn noted that the price of 
gasoline has to be deregulated. 
And emphasizing the need to find 
ways for fuel efficiency, Dr. 
Kahn pointed out that by saving 
and generating revenue, the 
budget can be balanced. 

Mentioning the seven percent 
conditional pay raise granted in 
the last legislative session for 
teachers and state personnel, 
James noted the money had been 
paid for the first quarter. 

But to insure the raise for the 
remainder of the year, the chief 
executive is asking the legislature 
to pass a bill allowing him to use 
the reserve in the general fund 
and the ASETF interchangeably. 

Zeroing in on the importance 
of education, the Governor said 
he wanted a_ constitutional 
amendment, making it an essen- 
tial function of government. 


He also wants the state to 
establish an education policy and 
to restructure and stip down the 
State Department of Education. 

One of the bills the Governor is 
asking the legislature to pass 
would raise the minimum level of 
local participation in education 
programs from seven to ten mills. 


That transfer would be 
restored with interest during the 
next fiscal year, James assured 
his audience.

An opinion from the office of 
Attorney General Charles Grad- 
dick on Jan, 31 let taxpayers off 
the hook for late payments when 
taxing officials are at fault. 

But Tax Collector Fay Quick 
wanted to know when her ofice 
would be considered delinquent 
in delivering tax money to Mon- 
tgomery. 

According to law, the Tax Col- 
lector is supposed to settle with 
the state by July 10 or pay a $50 a 
day penalty. 

Her answer from the Attorney 
General’s office was that she 
would have to determine what 
constituted a reasonable time 
because of the county’s ‘‘unusual 
Situation.”’ 

That ‘‘situation’’ is the ap- 
proximately 5,000 notices that 
have to be corrected due to ap- 
peals to the Board of Equaliza- 
tion, 

Quick related that she was told 
by the Tax Assesor’s mapping 
department that these bills 
wouldn’t be processed by the 
computer department until late 
February. And Monday Quick 
said the latest word was that the 
notices won’t be ready until mid- 
March. 

**It appears that all the burden 
of meeting deadlines in on the 
Tax Collector,’’ Quick remarked. 

She pointed out that extensions 
had been granted on all other 
phases of the re-appraisal work 
and she did not see how it would 
be possible under the cir- 
cumstances, for the Tax Collec- 
tor to meet all the deadlines. 

Under the Code of Alabama, 
her office is expected to furnish 
the Probate Judge with a list of 


all delinquent taxpayers on 
March 1. 
Since taxpayers won’! be 


receiving their notices until five 
months later than usual, with no 
penalty, the Tax Collector was in 
a quandry as to how she could 


complete her work in_ the 
specified time. 
The list of delinquent tax- 


payers must be advertised 30 days 
prior to the Tax Sale, and the 
date of Final Settlement is sup- 
posed to be July 1. 

Concurring with Quick, that it 
wasn’t feasible for those tax- 
payers who receive bills in late 
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AG eases tax deadlines 
when officials at fault 


February to pay them by March 
1, the Attorney General referred 
her to Section 40-10-3, Code of 
Alabama 1975, 

Under this section of the code, 
Graddick wrote the Tax Collec- 
tor, ‘*‘you have ample authority 
for delivering your list of delin- 
quent taxpayers to the probate 


judge after March | where it is 
not feasible to deliver same by 
that date.’’ 

He went on to say, however, 
that the list should be delivered as 
soon as possible. ‘*You will have 
to determine for yourself what 
constitutes a reasonable time,”’ 
Quick was told.

It’s not hard to get people to 
listen when you’re talking about 
possibly saving their life. That’s 
what the North Shelby Junior 
Women’s Club found out recent- 
ly while collecting money to 
donate towards resuce equipment 
for the Pelham Fire Department. 


The club apparently had great 
success with their fund raising 
drive as club president Mrs. Dan 
Johnson last week presented the 
fire department with a check for 
$3,876.39. 


According to PFD Lt. Jerry 
Lamb, approximately $2,300 of 
that total will be used to match 
federal funds to pay for the 
department’s new telemetry unit. 
The balance of the club’s dona- 
tion will go towards rescue equip- 
ment for the new fire station. 

Lamb explained that the 
telemetry unit, in conjunction 
with: similar units planned for 
Alabaster, North Shelby Fire 
District and possibly Shelco, will 
be used as a model system of 
emergency communications in 
the six county region which in- 
cludes this county. 

The telemetry unit incor- 
porates a radio-telephone swit- 
ching system that will allow 


rescue units enroute to emergency 
calls to talk directly with the par- 
ty in trouble as well as to doctors 
at the hospital. 

When the unit reaches the vic- 
tim, EKG reading can be 
transmitted directly to the doc- 
tors through the telemetry unit. 
The time advantage could mean 
the difference in life or death. 

When the model system is com- 
plete it will incorporate two UHF 
receiving towers that will tie in 
directly with the telephone 
system. The two towers will be 
located on Signal Mountain and 
somewhere on the west side of the 
county for complete area 
coverage. 

Said Lamb, ‘‘It’s nice to see 
the people develop a civic attitude 
and devote their time and money 
to aid the fire department. In 
essence, they’re’ aiding 
themselves.”’

In 1978 the club raised over 
$6,000 for the PFD to purchase a 
Life Pac EKG defibrillator unit.

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MPD tickets old tags 


More arrests were made for 
driving a vehicle with an im- 
proper tag than for any other 
violation in Montevallo in 
January. 

There were 27 tickets issued for 
that violation, according to 
Montevallo Police Chief Troy 
Kirkland. The information is 
contained in the chief's regular 
monthly report of police activity 
for the city. 

The violation ranking second, 
during January, is speeding. 
Twenty-five tickets for speeding 
were issued, ‘‘The emphasis on 
ticketing speeders is paying off, 
‘according to Kirkland, who 
noted that police personnel 
recorded only 12 wrecks during 
the month. 

Other high frequency viola- 
tions include 8 arrests for issuing 
worthless checks, 8 for driving 
while intoxicated and 8 for driv- 
ing on the wrong side of the road.

She learned how to use a 
screwdriver and how to wield a 
mean monkey wrench. She learn- 
ed how to climb on the roof and 
service the heating and air condi- 
tioning units.

Those ‘‘somethings’’ include 
climbing on the roof to change 
the oil or filters on the air condi- 
lioners, putting handles back on

at Alabaster meet

When the curtain went up 
Monday night on the continuing 
drama that has been going on at 
Alabaster Council meetings, the 
audience had undergone a 
dramatic change. 

Most of the seats were filled by 
white residents of the communi- 
ty. 
Since the December shooting 
death of a black woman, the 
room at the bi-monthly sessions 
has been jammed with local black 
residents and SCLS members 
from Birmingham. 

In addition to questioning city 
officials about the shooting of 
Mrs. Deloris Curry by an 
Alabaster policeman, the group 
has also complained about treat- 
ment by the local police. 

But this week a delegation 
from the white community came 
early and filled the room before 
SCLS leader Rev. Abraham 
Woods and most of the other 
blacks arrived. 

And another out-of-towner to 
join the crowd Monday was Don 
Black, Alabama Grand Dragon 
of the United Klans of America. 

However the Klan leader was 
silent till near the end of the 


Split office bill proposed

Does Shelby County need 
another top county official? That 
question will bé put to a vote if a 
proposed bill to separate the jobs 
now handled by the probate 
judge passes the legislature. 

A proposal to create a new 
position of ‘Chairman of the 
County Commission’ is making 
its way through the legal process, 
and plans now call for Represen- 
tative J. T. *‘Jabo’’ Waggoner to 
introduce it in the House. 

Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden iold the Reporter he 


favors the bill. Pushing for its 
passage was one of his campaign 
promises when he was elected. 


The Shelby County probate 
judge under present law, also 
serves as chairman of the county 
commission. Several large coun- 
ties have split the work into two 
offices, but several other 
Alabama counties still have one 
person handling both positions. 

The proposed new position in 
Shelby County does not carry a 
fixed salary, unlike all other 
county offices. The salary would 


Mobile home dwellers 
get brunt of bill 


If you live in a mobile home 
and do not pay a tax on that 
home, look forward to paying it 
next year. 

Shelby County is getting tough 
on enforcing the law which re- 
quires a license tag on every 
mobile home. The law has been 
on the books for years, but has 
been. largely unenforced. 
Although provision is made for 
an inspector of licenses in every 
county, the job has traditionally 
been a political plum and no 
work has been required to hold 
the post. The state has controlled 
that position, not the counties. 

The Shelby County Commis- 


sion wants to change that, 
especially in light of the tight 
financial condition of the county, 

The commission is preparing a 
new law with strict requirements 
for taxing provisions on mobile 
homes and is planning to hire its 
own inspector to see that mobile 
home owners comply. 


The proposed law will include 
every mobile home on leased pro- 
perty or on property owned by 
someone other than the owner of 
the mobile home. 

Several thousand dollars per 
year are expecied to come into 
county coffers as a result. 


It looked like mail 
but it had this tick...

It came with the mail early 
Tuesday morning. 

It was wrapped in ordinary 
brown paper and addressed to 
Moore Handley. In that respect it 
was just like dozens of other 
packages that arrive at the giant 
hardware sales and distribution 
general headquarters in Pelham 
every day. 

But it made a strange ticking 
noise. 

To be on the safe side, Security 
Chief Curtis Solem called the 
Pelham Police Department and 
the Birmingham bomb squad. 

While they were on the way, 
company officials got close 
enough to read the return address 
and found the package was from 
one of their dealers in another 
state. 


On their first attempt to locate 
the dealer, they discovered he was 
out on the road. Urgent tracing 
calls went out and he was finally 
found, as the police officials were 
standing by. 

What was he sending to his 
company’s home office? It turn- 
ed out that the package contained 
an MSI machine that works 
something like a calculator. It is 
supposed to have a _ buzzing 
sound when it is turned on. The 
batteries had been left in it, and 
somehow in the mail, the switch 
had jiggled into the ‘on’ position. 

No damage done. No further 
problems. It was an exciting way 
to start the day for all of Moore 
Handley’s employees and several 
police officers. The coffee break 
conversation was reportedly 
more fun than usual. 


be ‘10 percent more than the 
salary paid to highest-paid non- 
elected county official’ according 
to the wording of the bill. 

This would make the salary of 
the proposed new officer higher 
than that of any person now 
holding office. 

Snowden said the salary provi- 
sion was modeled after that of 
the Mayor of Birmingham. It is 
his belief that the proposed new 
Commission Chairman should 
not earn less than any county 
employee. 

The highest paid Shelby Coun- 
ty employee is the county 
engineer, who earns more than 
many elected officials. However, 
specialists such as engineers 
readily command higher salaries 
than officials in most counties. 

Their salaries. can be adjusted 
at will by a majority vote of the 
County Commission, and their 
salaries fluctuate with the law of 
demand and supply. There is a 
severe shortage of highway 
engineers al present. : 

Snowden thinks the proposed 
new officer’s salary would be fix- 
ed for a term of four years 
because of the ‘‘Boutwell’’ 
Amendment which says that 
salaries cannot change while a 
person is in office. But others 
take the view that with this 
special legislative act, the new 
Shelby County official’s salary 
could go up every time the 
engineer got a raise.

meeting and didn’t express his 
sentiments until the blacks had 
already left. 

The results of an autopsy on 
Curry that the black group had 
been anxious to hear about were 
given by Dr. Frank Abernathy. 

Asphyxiation was reported as 
the cause of death by the 
Alabaster physician. The Jasper 
woman died six days after she 
had entered University Hospital 
with a gunshot wound in her jaw. 

Even though the report laid to 
rest rumors that the black woman 
had been shot more than once, 
Woods said that he was still not 
satisfied. ‘‘There are still some 
unanswered questions,’’ the 
SCLC leader declared. 

Telling Mayor Pro Tem Wayne 
Lucas that the city should take 
steps to show goodwill, Woods 
asked if he would recommend the 
suspension of the policeman who 
shot Curry. 

Lucas had said the action 
would have to be taken by the 
Personnel Board. And until all 
reports were finalized, the Mayor 
Pro Tem stressed that he would 
not be willing to make such a 
recommendation.

Former Mayor Harold Daven- 
port was the first to address the 
Council as this week’s drama un- 
folded. 

Saying that he was speaking 
for himself, Davenport told the 
panel he appreciated the job they 
were doing and declared, ‘‘You 
have my support 100%.’ 

When the Klan leader spoke, 
he referred to Woods’ remark 
about the city being fair to ‘‘all 
people.’’ 

“‘He wants special treatment 
for members of the black com- 
munity,’’ the Klansman said. 
And he told the audience that 
they needed to support local of- 
ficials. 

However, at the conclusion of 
the meeting, a white resident of 
the community noted that 
everyone would be better off 
without outside agitators. 

Hearing that a large crowd 
would be attending Monday 
night’s meeting, Alabaster had 
asked the Montevallo PD to 
stand by in case of trouble. 

And even though the gathering 
overflowed into the hall, the 


meeting ended without incident. 

‘*We don’t plan any violence,”’ 
remarked a member of the black 
community. ‘‘We came in here 
smiling,’’ he said, ‘‘and we want 
to be smiling tomorrow.”’ 

During questioning by the 
SCLC leader regarding what ac- 
tion was planned in the shooting 
case, Lucas replied that the city 
had no control in matters relating 
to any criminal action.

Red’s ‘pension’ puzzles all

No one is saying where a pro- 
posed bill came from to give 
former sheriff C. P. ‘*Red’’ 
Walker a pension from the coun- 
ty treasury. 

The advertisement of a propos- 
ed legislative act has appeared in 
the Shades Valley Sun, but each 
of the five state legislators from 
Shelby County has said he does 
not plan to introduce such a bill. 

The bill, if passed, would 
create a Supernumerary Sheriff 
Act and would apply to any 
Shelby County sheriff who served 
at least 19 years or was 55 years 


old at the time of his retirement. 
Only Walker fits that description. 

It would give Walker at least 
half the annual salary he was ear- 
ning when ‘he left office in 
January 1979. The salary was 
$15,000 plus $5,000 in expenses. 
The money would come from 
property taxes collected in Shelby 
County. 


A storm of protest against 
passage of the bill has arisen 
from the general public. The con- 
troversial sheriff, who was 
defeated in his last bid for office 
by J. F. Buddy Glasgow has been

He issued a plea for churches 
to help with summer activities for 
children at the home, to ‘‘keep 
them out of the criminal justice 
system.”” 

District Judge Patti Smith 
related several experiences she 
has had with children in 
troublesome situations where the 
Attention Home has been of 
great benefit. 


Fulk told the group that the 
Commissioner had also been ac- 
tively engaged in politics, 
business and community service. 

“] see a tremendous growth 
and new sophistication in 


recruiting and_ utilizing 
volunteers,"* Cooper told the 
group. 


But he noted there was some 
resistance to be overcome among 
paid employees who felt 
volunteers were out to get their 
jobs. 

**What we’re looking for,’’ he 
.stressed, ‘‘is people who will pro- 
vide additional hours of quality 
service.’”” 

Cooper called attention to the 
fact that the shortage of money in 
such areas as mental health and 
prison administration makes 
volunteer services more necessary 
and important.

$7 million reduction in the 
budget. 

**In March and April we’ll be 
spending money we don’t have,”’ 
Cooper reported. 

-He urged everyone present to 
attend-a public hearing on the 
matter March 6 in the State 
Highway Department 
auditorium. 

Pointing out that volunteerism 
should eventually attain profes- 
sional status, the Commissioner 
noted that colleges and univer- 
sities are now offering credit 
courses in the subject. 

He related that during the 
month of December, volunteers 
had donated some 20,000 hours 
of service, which would equate, 
he said, to $96,000 in wages.

Because this officer loves 
children, the local Toys for Tots 
program was born, 


Now the local police depart- 
ments collect and distribute gifts 
and food to about 150 children 
each Christmas. Most of the peo- 
ple who donate gifts are white. 
About half the people who 
receive the gifts are black. Most 
people who give never ask what 
color a child is. They just give oul 
of concern for a child who would 
otherwise have nothing. I could 
give you names of families who 
gave gifts and families who 
received, if that is important. 
What is really important is that 
people care about people, not 
because of their color, but 
because Christ said to love one 
another like He loves us. 


A teacher's aid at the elemen- 
tary school noticed a young black 
boy having difficulty reading. 
She consulted her pastor and 
together they found funds to get 
glasses for the child. 

A local white father was a 
youth baseball coach for as long 
as his son played ball. This man 
was constantly providing 
transportation, meals, loans for 
athletic shoes and fatherly advise 
to the young black men on his 
team. Their color was not the 
reason, they were members of his 
team. When his star pitcher, who 
was black, died in a drowning ac- 
cident, this father wept just like 
the child’s black friends, A high 
school teacher, several years ago, 
knew that a young black 
basketall player was going to 
receive an award al the school’s 
athletic banquet, So that this 
young man could accept his 


award with pride and dignity, she 
and white friends bought the 
young man a new suil to wear for 
the occasion. He doesn’t know 
who paid for his suit. He does 
know that someone cares about 
him. 

For two years in a row our 
local basketball team won the 
state 3A championship. Hun- 
dreds of local people, black and 
while, went together nightly to 
support the predominantly black 
team. When, last year, a member 
of one of these teams was 
honored as oulstanding athlete in 
the NAIA tournament, the whole 
town was filled with pride for 
him and his family. 

Two years ago the young peo- 
ple of my church sponsored a 
rock-a-thon to raise money to 
send adult retarded citizens to 
summer camp. Half the campers 
were white, half were black. 
Those people who contributed 
were both white and black. 

These are just a few of the oc- 
casions I am aware of. I am sure 
there are many more I know 
nothing about. Looking back on 
them, they do demonstrate the 
goodwill you ask about. The fact 
that part of His children in these 
incidents were black and part 
were while was a coincidence. 
The important thing is that these 
were acts of love by God’s people 
one for another. 

I know thal injustice and 
bigotry will exist until the end of 
lime, but I am firmly persuaded 
that in Alabaster, Alabama, 
God’s children (black and white) 
are nol a minority group.

Deputies’ bonus drops

Annual bonuses will be smaller 
for some Shelby County deputies 
in the future. 

The change comes about 
through a ruling from Attorney 
General Charles Graddick. Grad- 
dick notified Shelby County 
Sheriff J. F. *‘Buddy’’ Glasgow 
last week that years of service in 
other law enforcement agencies 
cannot be counted when figuring 
bonuses to Shelby County 
deputies. 

Two members of the sheriff’s 
department, Tom Barnes and 
Richard Fox, had several years of 
police investigative work while in 
military service, and those years 
have been included in figuring 
their bonuses in the past. | 

Several other deputies were ad- 
ding in years of service they had 
with city or other police depart- 
ments before they went to work 
for the county. 

But in the future, all that will 
be eliminated. Bonuses will be 


figured only on the number of 
years of service the deputy has 
worked for the Shelby County 
sheriff’s department. 


had used the income from pistol 
permits last year to buy a Blazer 
vehicle for investigative work, 
an. automobile, and several 
other items necessary for the 
work of his department. 

The law which established the 
pistol permit fund was passed in 
1967 and has often been con- 
troversial.

“Conversion of the Samaritans” 

Luke records the conversion of the 
Samaritans in Acts 8:1-25. A number of 
important truths are taught in these verses. 

First, we learn that the ‘‘church’’ was 
not the building in which the saints met. 
Saul was persecuting Christians; ‘‘he made 
havoc of the church, entering into every 
house, and haling men and women com- 
mitted them to prison." (vs. 3) Saul did not 
bomb church buildings; he went into the 
houses and committed members of the 
church to prison. 

Second, preaching Christ includes 
preaching the kingdom. Philip ‘‘preached 
Christ unto them'’’ (vs. 5), and he was 
“preaching the things concerning the 
Kingdom of God."' (vs. 12) The 
“kingdom” and the ‘‘church’’ are terms 
designating the same institution. (Matthew 
16:18, 19) The Kingdom is not yet to be 
established; the Colossians had been tran- 
sformed into the Kingdom of God nearly 
two-thousand years ago (Colossians 1:13, 
14), and John was a companion with other 
Christians in the Kingdom when he wrote 
the book of Revelation. (Revelation 1:19) 
Thus, those expecting Christ to return to 
Jerusalem to establish His kingdom are 
just two-thousand years mistaken. 

Third, preaching Christ includes bap- 
tism, for the Samaritans ‘‘were baptized, 
both men and women.”’ (vs. 12) Water 
baptism was preached, because therein 
does one have his sins forgiven. (Acts 2:38) 
Note also that infants were not baptized, 
for they have no sins to. be forgiven. 

Fourth, a Christian can “fall from 
grace’’ Simon the Socerer obeyed the 
gospel, just as did the others who became 
Christians—‘‘then Simon himself believed 
also’ and was baptized. (vs. 12, 13) 
However, this child of God later sinned, 
and Peter warned him to repent for 
forgiveness. (vs. 22) He did repent and ask 
forgiveness. Paul admonished, ‘‘Let him 
that thinketh he standeth, take heed lest he 
fall. (I Corinthians 10:12) 

Dear reader, to become a Christian you 
must hear the gospel (Romans 10:17), 
believe (Hebrews 11:6), repent (Luke 13:3), 
confess (Romans 10:10), and be baptized, 
(Acts 22:16; I Peter 3:21) The Lord will 
add you to His church-kingdom. (Acts 
2:47)

When an ordinance to establish 
fire lanes was brought up at Mon- 
day night’s Alabaster Council 
meeting, Councilman Dan Gillis 
called a temporary halt to adop- 
ting the law. 

Gillis pointed out that it would 
be ‘‘traumatic’’ for some 
businesses if parking were pro- 
hibited in their area. They might 
have to close their doors, he said. 

Looking at the matter from the 
perspective of business owners, 
Gillis said he thought they should 
be allowed to read the ordinance 
and have some input before the 
council took action. 

Agreeing with Gillis, the panel 
voted to table the matter until the 
next meeting. 

Mentioning the possibility that 
a customer had been found to 
purchase the city’s 1952 fire 
engine, Mayor Pro Tem Wayne 
Lucas said that the money would 
offset the cost of a new radio, 

Lucas reminded the council 
that the city has been using a 
radio borrowed from the coun- 
ty’s Civil Defense Department 
which they need returned. 

It was noted that AFD has ap- 
plied for a separate radio requen- 
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cy which will lower the city’s fire 
rating. 

The city is asking $5,500 for 
the engine which they feel will br- 
ing in more money than would 
come from taking bids. 

Asked if the.sale of the truck 
would affect the proposed fire 
contract for those living outside 
the city limits, Lucas answered 
that it would not. 

However, the Mayor Pro Tem 
stressed that the panel would 
have to decide soon whether to 
act on the proposal to charge an- 
nual fees for homeowners in 
Alabaster FD’s coverage area. 

‘‘Most of those who expressed 
their views have been in favor of 
the idea,’’ Lucas remarked. 

When Councilman Gene 
Glasgow asked about fire plugs, 
Fire Chief John Cochran said 12 
inch mains would be put in short- 
ly in several areas and plugs 
would be installed where needed. 

In other business, the panel 
went along with the recommen- 
dation of the city’s Planning and 
Zoning Board to change the 
designation of 144 acres of land 
adjoining Paradise Trailer Court 
from R-1 to R-3. 

It was reported that James R. 
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Taylor is planning to put up multi 
family dwellings on the property. 
The Council also agreed to the 
208 water study implementation 
plan and to the transfer of an off 
premise beer license for B&B 
Grocery on Ist Ave.

Hoover to get to another part of 
Shelby County. 

He noted how difficult it 
would be for Shelby County 
employees to give highway and 
police service with this type of 
cut-up geography.

Controversy swirls 


on gifted students 


While the controversy over his 
education swirled around his 
head Saturday, a gifted sixth 
gradé Thompson Middle School 
student sat quietly taking it all in. 

The second session of a hearing 
requested by the parents of 1] 
year old Shane Mills began pro- 
mptly at ] p.m. when questions 
were directed at his social studies 
teacher, Sharon Gaydon. 

Three other teachers and ad- 
ministrators of the special educa- 
tion program also gave testimony 
during the continuation of the 
lengthy Jan. 31 hearing. 

And once again, altention was 
focused on whether the Shelby 
County School System is pro- 
viding an adequate education for 
Shane because of his high IQ. 

But at the conclusion of the 
three hour session, all parties 
concerned were still no closer to 
knowing what, if anything, will 
have to be done about the situa- 
tion. 

Mrs. Lilah White, head of the 
Special Education Department of 
the Tuscaloosa County School 
System, and spokesperson for the 
panel, said that a ruling would be 
made within ten days. 

The two other educators on the 
panel were Fred Hubbard, 
superintendent of the Marion city 
schools and Dr. Jim Hicks with 
Alabama A&M University in 
Huntsville. 

Listening intently to the 
answers given by the witnesses 
concerning his attitude and per- 
formance in class, the young son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Mills 
seemed unfazed by what he 
heard. 

Shane’s father is contending 
that the school system is not pro- 
viding his son an educational 
plan equal to his capabilities as a 
gifted student. And he said the 
boy’s grades have dropped since 
entering TMS this year. 

Mills feels that his son has 
become bored and has asked that 
Shane be promoted so _ that 
transfer to a private school can be 
effected. And the father wants 
the Board of Education to pay a 
portion of the tuition expense. 

However, Shane’s teachers and 
Superintendent of Education 
Charles Knowles told the panel 
that they felt adequate steps have 
been taken to fufill his intellec- 
tual requirements. 

During his summation, the 
Superintendent also reiterated 
testimony given by Dr. Janice 
Hyde, assistant to the Coor- 
dinator of the Special Education 
program, who said that Mills had 


refused all courses of action the 
Board had offered. 


“I’ve had the feeling that ag-- 


ting in Shane’s bes! interes! isn’! 


the force that’s driving this 
wagon,’’ Knowles declared. 
Shane’s teachers were ques- 


tioned by the elder Mills on 
whether they were familiar with 
his son’s Individual Education 
Plan (IEP). And when it came 
her turn to speak, Dr. Hyde 
reported she had discussed it with 
them at a Sept. 10 meeting, but 
admitted it was lacking in some 
areas. 

She pointed out, however, that 
it could easily be revamped. 

Because both she and Dr, Lin- 
da Nolen were new to the pro- 
gram this year, Hyde admitted 
they were slow in realizing the 
IEP was inadequate. 

Even though short term goals 
are lacking, she stressed that all 
long term goals are being met. 

Explaining the mountain of 
paperwork that faced Nolen and 
herself when they took on their 
jobs, Hyde reported that there 
had been masses of files to go 
through as well as a backlog of 
testing for students who were 
believed to be gifted. 

At the present time, Hyde 
reported, there are a total of 210 
students jn the county thought to 
be gifted and she noted that they 
are being tested at the rate of 16a 
week. 

She pointed out that 6] 
students designated as gifted are 
now receiving indirect services. 

The special education assistant 
reported that she had met with 
Mills, TMS Principal Mary 
Roach and UAB special educa- 
tion expert Dr. Gayle Geer on 
Nov.6 when she realized Shane’s 
situation. 

‘Several options of accelerated 
education were offered for 
Shane,”’ Dr. Hyde said, ‘‘but 
Mills was not receptive and made 
no suggestions.”’ 

But Mills denied any 
knowledge of an offer to transfer 
Shane to the high school level and 
he said his request for promotion 
to the 7th grade had been denied. 

Knowles told him that he had 
decided to wait until the outcome 
of the hearing was known before 
making the decision on promo- 
tion. 

Other options that had been 
offered at the Nov. 6 meeting 'in- 
cluded a transfer to Riverchase 
Middle School where there is a 
teacher for the gifted, or putting

The bill may face tough sled- 
ding in the state legislature with 
arguments against it being 
entered by certain legislators in 
Jefferson County, who claim that 
Jefferson County will have to 
provide maintenance on the 
sewer because it already main- 
tains Hoover’s. 


Snowden said the residents of 
Riverchase might not get all the 
benefits they think they will get 
because of the wording of the 
bill. He said they will get 
sewerage whether or not they 
vote to join the City of Hoover. 

The bill was to get a hearing in 
the legislature Wednesday, 
before the House Local Govern- 
ment Committee in Montgomery. 
It was introduced and backed by 
Rep. J.T. ‘‘Jabo’’ Waggoner and 
Senator Doug Cook. Both repre- 


sent districts that include the 
Riverchase section of Shelby 
County. 


Shelby County Commissioners 
feel that if Riverchase is annexed 
into Hoover, it will be only the 
beginning of Jefferson County’s 
trying to change the boundary 


line between the two counties. . 


They are further disturbed by the 
costs of maintaining the River- 
chase Middle School. The school 
would not be included in the 
Hoover annexation. The county 
school board built the school two 
years ago and it serves children 

from the north Shelby area.

best subjects and in the seventh 
grade in his weakest. 

After all the testimony was 
presented, Mills still contended 
that the curriculum offered 
Shane was not appropriate to 
meet his individual needs. 

He also pointed out the lack of 
a certified teacher to instruct 
Shane and the 10 other gifted 
students at Thompson Middle 
School. 

Citing chapter 39 in the educa- 
tion code, Mills said a unit for the 
gifted could be set up if there 
were eight students at a school.

The 23 year old man charged 
wilh the murder of a Mountain 
Brook grocer traded his gray 
prison coveralls for a light green 
dress suit to make a court ap- 
pearance last week. 

However, Steve Smith, who 
has been in the Shelby County 
jail, since Nov. 20, had to don his 
prison garb again later in the 
afternoon.

And District Attorney William

icology which gave the cause of 
death as blows to the head with a 
blunt instrument. 

A photograph of the death 
scene was also presented by the 
DA as a state’s exhibit. 

Tears filled the eyes of 
Osborne’s parents as the Moun- 
tain Brook police sergeant told of 
finding their son’s lifeless body. 
Their other son, Ken, sat through 
the hearing with them. 

Two other people interested in 
the outcome of the proceedings 
were also in court. They were the 
defendant’s grandfather and his 
girlfriend.

Under the Courthouse Dome 


The Shelby County Commis- 
sion was besieged with requests 
for money at its regular meeting 
Monday. 

The Cancer Chairman Reid 
Long, backed by last year’s chair- 
man, Ken Williams, asked for a 
donation of $1,000 to the cancer 
crusade; Doug Ballard, Jr., asked 
for $1,300 per month for Shelco 
Unit One; Ted Brasher told the 
commissioners the four in- 
vestigators in the sheriff’s depart- 
ment want 10 hours overtime pay 
each week or the hiring of two 
more men. 

In settling these matters, the 
Commissioners said they would 
allow payroll deductions from its 
employees for the cancer crusade, 
but would not make a direct con- 
tribution because of the county’s 
tight financial situation. 


In regard to Shelco’s request, 
Commissioner Harold Davenport 
said, ‘‘We are going to have to 
start cutting down. Unless the 
sales tax comes across, we are 
financially in bad shape.”’ 

The request was tabled until 
after March 11, when the vote on 
the proposed one cent sales tax is 
held. 

The matter of pay for the in- 
vestigators brought up several old 
sores. Commissioner Alph Lowe 
said, ‘‘I’m beginning to wonder 
why we need a county commis- 
sion. The legislature passes all 
these laws requiring us to hire 
people and pay them set salaries, 
but they don’t help us raise the 
money to do it.”” 

The commission acknowledged 
that the law on pay in the 
sheriff’s department was 
something over which they had 


Deputies’ longevity, 
overtime discussed 


Employees in the Shelby Coun- 
ty Sheriff’s Department want the 
matter of longevity clarified by 
the Law Enforcement Personnel 
Board. 


At the panel’s monthly meeting 
Wednesday, the method of deter- 
mining length of service with the 
department came up when an 
employee who had been laid off 
and then rehired, wanted to know 
how that time would be counted. 


Alt previous meetings it had 
been mentioned that time spent 
with law enforcement agencies 
other than the county could not 
be counted toward longevity. 
And it had also been noted that 
interrupted service would not ap- 
ply. 


But Pratt told the panel that a 
number of employees who had 
been laid off and then rehired 
were still uncertain about 
whether their time would be 
counted as continuous. 

In one case he brought to the 
panel's attention, Pratt pointed 
out that a man had been 
employed elsewhere for a year 
but the Circuit Court had deter- 
mined that he be reinstated. 

‘*He feels his time should be 
considered as being continuous,”’ 
Pratt said. 

After some discussion, board 
members decided that each 
employee should submit a letter 
to them in order for them to be 
able to act on the matter. 

The subject of overtime also 
came up when Pratt reported that 
one of the deputies had asked 
‘that a list of holidays be furnish- 
‘ed. 

He urged the toard to go 
ahead and adopt either those 
observed by the county or state 
noting that this would be the way 
deputies would build up over- 
time, 

The present rules and regula- 
tions state that no employee shall 
be regularly scheduled to work 
overtime with exceptions to be 
approved by the appointing 
authority. 

But at a called meeting a week 
earlier, a motion had been made 
by board member Mickey 
Johnson to amend that rule. 

The motion was then tabled 
until Board Chairman Teddy 
Brasher could present the pro- 


posals from Sheriff’s Department 
employees to the Shelby County 
Commission. 

However, the motion was to be 
filed with the Commission Clerk. 
In that way, action could be 
taken on the matter following the 
Commission meeting without a 
seven day waiting period, which 
would otherwise have been re- 
quired. . 

Sheriff’s Department 
employees would like the Board 
to approve the method of giving 
time off employed by the Birm- 
ingham Police Department. 

That agency gives its men up to 
80 hours time off for overtime 
worked with the authorization of 
the supervisor. 

This, in essence, would amount 
to a two week vacation. 

In his motion to amend 
paragraph 3 of rule 6.17C, 
Johnson stated that investigators 
either be paid 10 hours straight 
overtime bi-weekly or be given 
the time off. 

Chief Investigator Reed Smith 
told the panel that investigators 
work as much as 30 hours over- 
time each week. 

Smith said that speaking for 
himself, he would rather have the 
time off. However, he pointed 
out that two extra men would 
have to be hired if the Board went 
this route. 


no control, but they also had no 
money to pay extra personnel. 

Commissioner Davenport sug- 
gested to Ted Brasher, chairman 
of the personnel board, that the 
board try to leave the in- 
vestigators’ salaries the way they 
are, but if changes had to be 
made, to recommend the 
cheapest way out. Lowe added, 
**We don’t even know if we can 
keep the people we’ve got."” 

Later Davenport told the com- 
missioners to face the facts. He

Jackson, Executive Director of 
the Chilton-Shelby Mental

Legislature debates 


Act for table wines 


The Alabama Table Wine Act, 
with an 8-4 vote approval of the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, will be presented to 
Representatives for their con- 
sideration today. 

Sponsors expect the act to in- 
crease state revenues and provide 
increased availability of wine in 
wet counties. Passage of the bill 
(HB 82) will allow supermarket 
wine sales in wet counties and 
change the tax rate from a 35 per- 
cent markup to a $1.78 per gallon 
tax. 

Representative Thomas San- 
dusky (D., Mobile) is sponsor of 
the act. He said that a vast ma- 
jority of the voters have shown 
their support for such an act, and 
several counties have aleady 
adopted the convenience of 
supermarket wine shopping. 

By changing the tax structure, 
revenues would grow by an

votes cutback of services to fund Shelco 


Citizens residing within the 
police jurisdiction of Montevallo 
will continue to receive the ser- 
vices of Shelco Rescue One. 


Montevallo’s city council Mon- 
day night voted unanimously to 
subsidize Shelco in the amount of 
$1,000 per month to retain this 
service. 


In a written request to the city 
council delivered on February 11, 
Doug Ballard, Chief of Shelco 
One, stated that the rescue service 
would have to disband at mid- 
night, February 25, if the request 
to Montevallo was not met. Ap- 
proximately four hours before 
the deadline, the council voted to 
comply with the request. 

Councilman J.A. Brown, 
chairman of the city’s finance 
committee, told a nearly filled 
council meeting room Monday 
night, that the city would have 
great difficulty in funding 
Shelco. 

Brown went on to say that a 


proposed one cent sales tax will 
not be considered at this time. In- 
stead, he said, funds will be taken 
from reserves, the city will cut 
back on certain services and a 
moratorium on the purchase of 
new equipment will be extended 
for a indefinite period. 

Brown also noted that the ci- 
ty’s revenues are falling short of 
budgeted amounts. The gasoline 
tax, for example, is falling short 
by about ten percent. At the same 
time, Brown said, costs of 
operating the city are going up. 
As an example, he said, utility 
costs are up about ten percent. 
This includes cost of natural gas, 
electricity and telephone service. 

Ballard, who was present at 
Monday night’s meeting, thank- 
ed the city for its continued sup- 
port. Ballard went on to say that 
Shelco will reorganize itself intoa 
non-profit corporation and that 
the city of Montevallo, will have 
representation on the new cor- 
poration’s board of directors.

REPORT OF OPERATIONS 
FOR THE FISCAL YEAR ENDED SEPTEMBER 30, 1979 


During the first year of operations of the District, a fire sta- 
tion was constructed on Valleydale Road, 1/2 mile east of 
Caldwell Mill Road. The professional staff throughout the year 
consisted of a Chief and six firemen. The fire station was mann- 
ed at all times, except when answering a call, by two firemen, 
one of whom was a3 E.M.T. Support for the professionals, was 
provided by a corps of volunteers numbering in excess of 20 
members throughout most of the year. 

The available automotive equipment consisted of a car for the 
Chief, and two pumper trucks. The two trucks are provided with 
equiment for use by emergency medical technicians. 

The Insurance Services Office of Alabama, official rating 
agericy for State fire protection systems, classified the District as 
Class 10, except for Inverness, which was Class 8, as of 
September 30, 1978. Immediately after commencement of 
operations, application for a resurvey by the rating agency was 
made. As a result, the District was rerated effective December 
15, 1978 as Class 7. 

Arrangements were made with the Pelham Police Department 
for the handling of emergency calls. By this means, an emergen- 
cy call to 663-6300, with identification that the call is from 
North Shelby County, the fire fighters on duty can be notified 
by radio even when out on a call. 

The District had mutual response agreements with the City of 
Pelham and the Riverchase and Rocky Ridge Fire Districts dur- 
ing the year. 

During the year, 151 fire calls and 121 paramedic calls were 
answered in the District. In addition, there were 11 mutual aid 
responses. 

Since October 1, 1979, an extra fireman has been added to the 
professional staff to provide flexibility in scheduling duty 
assignments. Arrangements are underway to provide housing 
for a substation for the Shelby County Sheriffs Department at 
the Valleydale Fire Station, in order to provide increased protec- 
tion for North Shelby County and cost savings to the County as 
a whole. North Shelby contracted with a newly-formed Wine 
Ridge Service District to furnish protection to that area which is 
located in Jefferson County. The contract will provide revenue 
for North Shelby and a Class 7 rating for Wine Ridge. 

The financial and accounting matters throughout the year 
were handled primarily by volunteers, one C.E.T.A. employee 
and two consultants. The Trustees have concluded that the 
District must hire a professional manager and the C.E.T.A. Pro- 
gram cannot be continued indefinitely. As a result, it is an- 
ticipated that significant changes will have to be made in the 
handling of general accounting, financial matters and collec- 
tions. While the changes will] result in increased costs, it is ex- 
pected that costs can be kept within the limits of the present ser- 
vice charge schedule. The Trustees expect to propose a new ser- 
vice charge schedule, primarily to clarify the intent of wording 
used in describing certain service charges. Residences in Class 10 
areas, which were inadvertently not charged in the present fee 
schedule, would be subjected to a small annual charge. Also, a 
small additional charge for residences in Class 7 areas and com- 
mercial structures would be proposed. If this latter item is ap- 
proved, the District would assume costs involved in maintaining 
or renting presently installed fire hydrants. The new schedule 
would have to be approved by voters in the District to become 
effective.

Parrish works with the Hughes 
Coal Company, and was able to 
return to his position of 
superintendent three weeks after 
surgery. Immediately following 
the operation, he spent six days in 


the CVSICU at 
Medical Center. 

‘‘While I was in the ICU, the 
nurses talked to me about what | 
could expect from the surgery so 
I was pretty well prepared for the 
experience. I was scared, but 
there was nothing else to be done. 
And the fact that I am still alive 
shows the procedure was a real 
success.”’ 

Parrish and his wife Frances 
celebrated their 29th wedding an- 
niversary this Valentine’s Day. 
Thanks to improved medical and 
self-care techniques for people 
with heart disease, they will pro- 
bably have the opportunity to 
celebrate many more.

Montevallo will visit C.J. 
Dunn Arena in Montgomery on 
Monday, March 3, at 7:30 p.mn. 
to face the powerful forces of 
Coach James Oliver’s Hornets, 
who are ranked No. | in the na- 
tion by the NAIA coaches’ poll. 
Led by All-American candidate 
Kevin Loder, ASU has rung up a 
26-1 record, the only blot a road 
loss to defending NCAA Division 
II champion North Alabama.

Law switched in annexation

Riverchase residents may not 
get all the benefits they thought 
they would if the annexation by 
Hoover goes through. 

Last Wednesday, over the pro- 
tests of Shelby County Probate 
Judge Tommy Snowden, a 
legislative committee approved 
the proposed annexation bill, and 
it went on the House calendar for 
consideration March 4. 

But there’s a difference. The 
committee approved the bill with 
amendments. 

Two of the amendments delete 
the sections on property tax in- 
creases and on _ occupational 
taxes. 

The original bill, as advertised, 
would have guaranteed River- 
chase residents that their proper- 


ty taxes involving Hoover would 
not increase for 15 years. It also 
stated that persons employed in 
Riverchase would be exempt 
from Hoover’s occupational tax. 

But when the proposed bill left 
the committee those two sections 
were gone. If it should pass the 
legislature as it stands, and the 
citizens vote for it, they could 
face higher ad valorem taxes and 
occupational taxes. 

Shelby County Representative 
Sonny Moore, who opposes the 
bill, pointed out to the legislative 
committee that the bill would be 
unconstitutional if some citizens 
of Hoover were exempt from 
taxes and others were not. 

He then offered an amendment 
that if any part of the Riverchase 
annexation were declared un-

constitutional, the entire annexa- 
tion would fall through. 

Rather than face that prospect, 
the backers of the annexation in- 
troduced the amendments. 


Another amendment made 
clear that nothing in the bill 
would alter the present boundary 
line between Jefferson and 
Shelby Counties, and that public 
school property owned by the 
Shelby County Board of Educa- 
tion would not be affected. 

The bill was not taken up on 
March 4 in the House of 
Representatives as scheduled 
because the House adopted a 
special order calendar to deal 
with the medicaid crisis. The an- 
nexation bill will probably be on 
the next calendar.

Pendulum of concern swings 
back and forth in Alabaster

The pendulum of concern over 
an incident that occurred in their 
city, has swung from the black to 
the white community in 
Alabaster. 

Whereas black residents filled 
the council chamber following 
the December shooting death of a 
black woman, the room has been 
packed during the last two 
meetings with white members of 
the community. 

Both members of the SCLC 
and Klan have made ap- 
pearances, and Monday, white 
residents were urged to join a new 
organization that’s being formed. 

Addressing the overflow 
crowd, which included only a 
smattering of blacks, Dr. Frank 
Abernathy announced the forma- 
tion of a group'to be known as 
Citizens for Equal Rights. 

Referring to the incident in 


which an Alabaster policeman 
shot a black Jasper woman, Dr. 
Abernathy said, ‘‘This unfor- 
tunate incident has helped to 
polarize the white community.”’ 

As he spoke out strongly 
against out-of-town members of 
the SCLC who have attended 
Council meetings, Dr. Abernathy 
told the audience that ‘‘citizens 
should stand up and show elected 
officials they need not be in- 
timidated.”” 

Without the presence of Birm- 
ingham SCLC leader, Rev. 
Abraham Woods, black members 
of the community made no men- 
tion of the shooting or the 
suspension of the officer involved 
which Woods has been pushing. 

Instead, they asked about 
cablevision in their area and in- 
quired about the possibility of in- 
stalling a traffic light at County 
Road 11 and Hwy. 31. 


Mayor Pro Tem Wayne Lucas 
reported that the city’s request 
for a light at that location had 
been turned down once before. 

In other business, the Council 
voted to amend an ordinance 
establishing fire lanes that had 
been tabled at the last meeting. 

Fire Chief John Cochran was 
to have had sole authority to 
designate the lanes for emergency 
vehicles, but Councilman Dan 
Gillis suggested that it be the 
joint responsibility of Cochran 
and the city’s Fire Commissioner. 

The panel also decided to go 
ahead and start work on a con- 
tract to establish a basis of pay- 
ment from homeowners outside 
the city limits who receive fire 
protection. 

Appointed to the committee, 
who will work with city attorney 
Karl Harrison, were Charlotte

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Governor fights for medicaid 


From the Governor 
by Gov, Fob James 


The most pressing and critical 
problem I have had to deal with 
since becoming governor is the 
medicaid crisis. 

This issue is filled with emotion 
and that makes it difficult to see 
what the real problems are. But it 
is actually very simple; medicaid 
has been allowed to run a deficit 
for the past five years and we 
have reached the point where the 
only alternatives are to fund it 
adequately or reduce services. 

Some have said that I want to 
see Alabama’s elderly put out on 
the street. Nothing could be 
futher from the truth. I have been 
working to try to prevent that 
from happening. 

The medicaid problem is really 
a double-barreled problem, We 
have a _ short-term problem, 
which is finding a way to get 
through this fiscal year, and we 
have a long-term problem, and 
that is to find a way to get a han- 


dle on the ever-growing medicaid 
program. 

1 have proposed to the 
legislature that up to $25 million 
be transferred from the State In- 
surance Fund to medicaid to get 
us through the current fiscal year 
and allow us some time to ad- 
dress this problem which has 
been ignored by goverment for 
many years. I strongly urge the 
legislature to approve this plan so 
that we do not have to curtail ser- 
vices on April 1. 

Many people have wondered 
why, if we still have a chance to 
save medicaid, we are sending 
notices to providers stating that 
optional services will be 
eliminated as of April 1. Quite 
simply, federal regulations re- 
quire that we give 60 days notice 
of any possible curtailment of 
services. 

Meanwhile, we are doing 
everything we can to see that cur- 
tailment does not become a reali- 
ty. But we cannot wait until the 
last minute to begin to comply 


with regulations. Should the 
legislature not approve my plan, 
there would be no time at that 
point to comply with these 
regulations before our medicaid 
funds ran out, 


Many of you may recall that 
several weeks ago W. H. ‘‘Hoke’”’ 
Kerns, Medical Services Ad- 
ministrator, testified before a 
legislative committee. He was 
told by the legislature that day in 
no uncertain terms that if he 
allowed medicaid to run a deficit 
this year he could go to jail. 

Spending more money than an 
agency takes in is unconstitu- 
tional in Alabama. The point is 
that the legislature has served 
notice that this will not be 
tolerated any longer and that the 
law will be obeyed. 

To that end the administration 
has proposed the $25 million loan 
from the insurance fund to get us 
through the current year, has 
proposed unearmarking as a way 


of dealing with our many finan- 


cial crises and has petitioned and 
asked personally that many 
unrealistic federal regulations be 
relaxed so that we can manage 
medicaid and see that those in 
need never have to go without its 
services. 


Hoke Kerns has made great 
strides with this troubled pro- 
gram. He has instituted cost con- 
trols that allow us to predict the 
needs of the program in advance, 
something we never had before. 
He has initiated cost avoidance 
measures that will save $15 
million to $19 million this year 
and he cut the projected deficit 
by $9 million at the end of the last 
fiscal year. 


In summary, the solution lies 
with the legislature and the 
course that we take will be 
dicated by what the people want. 
I feel that the people of Alabama 
want a medicaid program that is 
managed well and which allows 
our elderly and other recipients 
the dignity of quality care.

Perhaps I did not make clear in 
my editorial of February 21 that 
my surprise was at the method of 
paying the proposed new official, 
not at the proposal to separate 
the offices of probate judge and 
commission chairman. 

We are all aware that the 
separation of offices was a cam- 
paign promise. In fact, I men- 
tioned that very ihing in the page 
1 news sfory about the matter. 

Bul we have never had an of- 
fice holder in the county whose 
pay was determined by figuring a 
percentage above the salary paid 
to non-elected officials. When I 
asked your husband about this at 
an Attention Home meeting 
which we both happened to be at- 
tending, he said he did not think 
the salary would fluctute because 
of the Boutwell Amendment. I 
reported his statement in the 
news story. 

But I do not see such a legal 
restriction in the proposed bill. 

My impression of the salary on 
reading the bill, is that it could be 
raised al any time during the of- 
ficial’s term of office, depending 
on the salary that the top county 
employee receives. The proposed 
commission chairman could 
‘snowball’ his own salary evry 
few weeks by getting the commis- 
sion to pass raises for the highest 
paid employee, or at least that is 
the way this bill reads to me, 

This is what I felt should be 
pointed out to the public. The 
public needs to be aware of and 
debate all the issues in pending 
legislation and that is part of a 
newspaper's service. I fail to see 
where my opinion on this could 
**cause dissension and division by 
misleading people.’’

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Nine amendments listed 
on Tuesday’s ballot 


When voters all over the state 
go to the polls Tuesday they will 
have the opportunity to vote on 8 
proposed constitutional amend- 
ments, number | through 9. The 
exception is that number 3 is 
postponed and no votes on it will 
be counted, 

The first amendment on the list 
would give a tax break fo owners 
of apartments and con- 
dominiums. These owners now 
pay taxes based on assessments of 
20 percent. The amendment 
would place these buildings in the 
classification of other residences, 
where they would be assessed at 


10 percent. 
Amendment 2 would allow the 
voters of individual school 


districts to vote on whether or not 
to increase local support of 
education from 7 mills to 10 
mills. 

Amendment 4 would give 
legislators the same mileage 
allowance that other state 
employees receive. At present 
segisiators get mileage for only 


one trip per session at 10 cents 
per mile. The amendment would 
increase it to 18 cents per mile 
each day the legislature meets. 

Amendment 5 would apply to 
peanut farmers who have crop 
losses and would not directly af- 
fect other taxpayers. 

Amendment 6 would allow Jef- 
ferson County to add another 
probate judge, at a salary of 95 
% of the salary of the current 
judge. 

Amendment 7 applies to 
Lauderdale County and would 
allow the legislative delegation to 
combine the offices of tax collec- 
tor and assessor at the end of cur- 
rent terms. 

Amendment 8 would allow the 
City of Demopolis to vote on in- 
creasing property taxes for use of 
the schools. 

Amendment 9 relates to 
Winston County, repealing an 
earlier law that requires local 
votes on every issue affecting the 
county.

The young lawman is also in 
charge of the Police Cadet pro- 
gram which involves young peo- 
ple between the ages of 16 and 20 
who are interested in a law en- 
forcement career. 

In the letter he wrote 
nominating Higgins for the 
Fireman’s award, Alabaster Fire 
Chief John Cochran noted that 
the lieutenant had ‘‘gone above 
and beyond the call of duty,’’ on 
many occasions.

air conditioning ducts where a 
quarter inch difference here or 
there isn’t necessarily critical, 
Electro-Metals deals in the world 
of electronic component systems 
where the standards on dimen- 
sions demand precision to within 
.005 of an inch, 

If the hole punched in a chassis 
is off by the difference in the 
thickeore of a hair, the part is 
unacceptable, Furthermore, the 
account is probably lost. 

The production of products 
with such precise dimensions re- 
quires the use of computerized 
equipment,points out Garrett. 
And workers who know their 
business. 

Production manager Ken Beers 
explains the steps Electro-Metals 
takes in turning a company’s 
blueprints into a finished pro- 
duct: 

Shop supervisor Ken Gardner, 
who has been in precision sheet 
metal work since 1936, translates 
every cut, angle and hole called 
for in the plans into X and Y 
coordinates on a plane, He then 
programs these coordinates onto 
a computer takeoff sheet, making 
such changes as might save the 
customer money, or produce a 
better product. 

Programmer Lynda Suell in- 
puts these coordinates (anywhere 
from 60 to 600 or more, depen- 
ding on the unit) into a small 
computer, which besides keeping 
a file on the order, generates a 
punch-coded tape.

Known in the business as 
an NC machine, this punch is the 
heart of the operation. 

Following the instructions on 
the tape, the NC punches out a 
piece of sheet metal which coin- 
cides precisly with the dimensions 
called for in the blueprints. 

A power break machine then 
bends the flat metal into a three 
dimensional bracket or cabinet. 

Heliarch welding is used to 
connect the cabinet corners, 
Beers points out that extreme 
care must be exercised in welding, 
as the heat can bend the metal out 
of the original dimensions. 

Any burrs on the metal are 
ground off before the piece goes 
on to be painted and baked to a 
tough finish, Phosphate and 
chromate undercoatings are 
sometimes required to resist cor- 
rosion and act as a base for the 
paint.

If precision is one distinction 
of Electro-Metals, another is the 
sense of unity and pride one 
gathers from talking to the twelve 
people who work the shop.

The Pelham Panthers picked 
up a big 72-67 win over Thomp- 
son Tuesday in 3-A Tournament 
action, but could not hold up 
against Childersburg Thursday 
and fell in the semi-finals 78-42.

If you were the owner of a 
specially equipped Volvo, (see 
photo), all the folks on the gas 
line would probably make smart 
remarks about the appearance of 
your car. You could laugh your 
way right past the lined up cars, 
and the gas station too, because 
you would be pulling the means 
of producing your own fuel. 

Hitched to the back bumper is 
a producer gas plant. The unit 
holds approximately 50 pounds 
of wood chips which, through 
precisely controlled combustion, 
produce a gas which the car’s 
engine can burn in lieu of 
gasoline. 

Before you grab your axe and 
head for the woods, you should 
know that the system adds 400 
pounds of weight to your car, 
cuts horsepower in half and 
drives only about one hour 
before re-stoking. Even if this 
doesn’t dissuade you, you still 
can’t rush to your nearest dealer 
to order the unit. It is not 
available for sale to the public. 


The producer gas plant was 


developed by Volvo for the ex- 
clusive use of the Swedish 
government to assure mobility in 
the event of fuel crisis or national 
emergency, as Sweden has vir- 
tually no domestically produced 
oil but a plentiful supply of 
wood, 

Since the plant is not available 
for sale to the public, Volvo can’t 
keep you off the gas lines. But a 
1980 Volvo with one of its fuel ef- 
ficient gasoline engines may help 
make your visits less frequent.

Every fisherman has io have a 
license this year. 

Conservation Enforcemeni Of- 
ficer Willie Morris of Shelby 
County reminded county anglers 
to be aware of the new fishing 
license requiremenis that were 
passed inio law lasi year. 

The three major changes, Of- 
ficer Morris said, were the raising 
of the fee on the annual state 
fishing license from $3 io $6; the 
requirement for a $1 hook and 
line (cane pole) license in the 
county of residence; and the re- 
quirement for an annual siate 
fishing license for those fishing 
with hook and line outside their 
county of residence. 

The difference for cane pole 
fishermen means that if they live 
in Shelby County they can fish 
here for the $1 license, bul if they 
want to fish in an adjoining coun- 
ty, they musi buy the $6 license.

Democrats at polls

The Republican Party drew 
more voters to the polls in Shelby 
County on Tuesday than the 
Democratic Party. 


Informal tallies late Tuesday 
night showed there were about 
4,781 votes cast for Republican 
presidential candidates and about 
3,055 votes cast for Democrats. 


As poll workers brought their 
returns into the courthouse Tues- 
day night, they reported surprise 
at the large number of voters who 
asked for the Republican ballot. 

Among the Republicans, 


Ronald Reagan clearly led the 
field with George Bush coming in 
second among Shelby County’s 
voters. The unofficial tally with 
only four machines uncounted 
gave Reagan 3,048 votes to 
Bush’s 1,469. 


Republican candidates Phil 
Crane received 156 votes; 
Howard Baker, 57; John Connal- 
ly, 26; Bob Dole, 15; Harold 
Stassen, 7 and Bob Belluso, 3. 


Democrats in Shelby County 
cast 2,594 votes for President 
Jimmy Carter; 283 votes for Ed- 
ward Kennedy; 120 for Jerry 
Brown; 12 for Bob Maddox and 6 
for William Nuckols. 


Iranian ‘students’ 
charged with assault 


Two young Iranians were 
released on $5,000 bonds Tues- 
day after being arrested for the 
beating of an Indian Springs stu- 
dent. 

Ali Vatany and Raza Jahadi, 
both 18, were arrested Monday 
evening by Robert O’Connor, an 
investigator in the District At- 
torney’s office. 

Two other Iranians were also 
involved in the incident which 
took place on the ISS campus 
March |. 

The private school in north 
Shelby County has expelled the 
16 year old Iranian student in- 
volved in the attack. 

A fourth Iranian charged in the 
beating is expected to be arrested 
shortly. 

According to O’Connor, a 16 
year old student from south 


Alabama was attacked by the 
four Iranians at 4 p.m. a week 
ago Saturday. 


The victim was one of the 
deputies for the school’s Com- 


missioner of Protection, a stu- 
dent elected to enforce rules at 
the school. 


Events leading up to the 
beating related to the deputy ad- 
monishing the Iranians about 
violating quiet hours. 


On another occasion, accor- 
ding to reports, a car belonging 
to the Iranians was either hit with 
a roll of soggy toilet paper or the 
roll was wound around the car. 


Believing that the deputy was 
responsible, the group allegedly 
administered the beating which 
caused the young man to spend 
two nights at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital. 

The two 18 year olds who made 
bond Tuesday after spending the 
night in jail, were students at In-

The one percent county-wide 
sales tax became law Tuesday. 

Voters passed the tax by a nar- 
row margin, with the Cahaba 
Valley giving it the heaviest vote 
of all areas with a majority of 
about 300 votes. 

Pelham and Alabaster voters 
were among those who gave il a 
slight majority. Other areas 
where the ‘yes’ vote prevailed 
were Beat 8, Beat 21 and Beat 5. 

Areas where the sales tax did 
not pass were Shelby, 


Zoning advocates get 


at reining in growing 


April 12 is the date for an elec- 
tion on zoning in Beat 12. 

Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden set the date after receiv- 
ing a petition signed by 25 
residents of the north Shelby 
County beat requesting the elec- 
tion. 

It will be the fourth attempt to 
pass zoning in the area. In all 
previous elections, the majority 
of voters has turned it down. 

Generally referred to as the 
‘Cahaba Valley’, Beat 12 is 
bordered on the north by Jeffer- 
son County. On the west it in- 
cludes Riverchase and on the east 
is bounded by U.S. Highway 280. 
Most of Oak Mountain State 
Park is included. 

Among the several subdivi- 
sions in Beat 12 are Inverness, 
Wagon Trace, Meadowbrook, 
Southern Pines, Indian Valley, 
Quail Run and Cahaba Valley 
Estates. 

The reason for the renewed in- 
terest in zoning came about after 
two industrial park projects 
sought approval from the Shelby 
County Planning Commission 
early this year. One withdrew its 
request when it discovered com- 
munity opposition. 

But the other, Spradco, went 
ahead, and the Planning Com- 
mission gave its approval, noting 
it did not have the zoning 
authority to turn it down. 

Under the proposed zoning 


plan, most of Beat 12 would re- 


main residential in the future. Ex- 


Montevallo, Calera. Calera turn- 
ed in the heaviest percentage of 
‘no’ votes in the county. 

Virtually all the rural beats 
were opposed to it by narrow 
margins. 


With eight machines still un- 
counted at the end of Tuesday’s 
night’s tabulations, the vote 
stood at 3,616 in favor of it to 
3,030 against it.

Financially pressed 
Vincent hikes tax 


In order to boost flagging 
revenue, the town of Vincent 
recently added an additional one 
cent sales tax. 

The new tax went into effect 
March 1 bringing the total sales 
tax being paid by Vincent 
residents to two cents. 

According to Mayor D. B. 
Smith, the town is supposed to 
have received $11,000 in ad 
valorem taxes, but to date, only 
$8,000 has come in. 

Trying to find a solution to the 
problem of garbage pick-up, 
which the town has been pro- 
viding free, the Council has voted 
to charge a $2 fee and contract 
the service. 

At the March 4 meeting, 
Claude Tucker was given the con- 
tract which will take effect April 
1. The fee will be added on water 
bills. 

Water customers inside the city 
limits now total 554, the Mayor 
reported. And he noted there are 


several other families outside the 
town’s boundaries who are tied 
on to the water lines. 

Last year, a $512,000 water 
line expansion project enabled 
Harspersville customers to use 
the Vincent supply when it’s 
needed. 

But Smith noted that the pro- 
ject caused water rates to almost 
double. Customers now pay 
$4.50 plus tax for a minimum of 
2,000 gallons. 

The gas rates the town must 
charge are also climbing upward, 
the Mayor noted. Passing on the 
last increase in the wholesale 
price on January 15, made the 
cost of gas for the first 300 MCF 
go to $3.15 plus 13 cents tax. 

Reporting on construction in 
the area, Smith related the 
development of a new  sub- 
division off Hwy. 25 toward 
Calcis. 

A street, he said, has been

1, Citizens organize 


to get equal rights 


““We can get the voice of the 
people back in government again 
if we let legislators know what we 
want.”’ 

That was what Elaine Rollan 
told the crowd of approximately 
70 Shelby Countians who turned 
out for a Citizens for Equal 
Rights meeting Saturday evening. 

Rollan is working with Dr. 
Frank Abernathy to organize a 
group whose goals are to deal 
with reverse discrimination, in- 
flation and the energy crisis. 

The people who gathered at 
Abernathy’s home in Eaglewood 
Estates near Helena were asked 
to make their feelings known 
about the organization on post 
cards that were handed out. 

If the majority wanted to go 
ahead with the movement, Aber- 
nathy said another meeting 
would be held in two weeks. 

The incentive to form such a 
group came after black Alabaster 
residents tried to influence the ci- 
ty council to suspend a policeman 
involved in the shooting death of 
a black woman. 

An attitude of complacency 
was deplored by two of the 
speakers who addressed the 
crowd. Harry Jaffee, president of 
Birmingham’s Toastmasters In- 
ternational said that when 
citizens didn’t speak out, 
“Silence isn’t golden, it’s just 
plain yellow.’’ 

Both Alabaster Police Chief C. 
E. Carter and Sgt. Larry Rollan 
thanked the crowd for turning 
out at two Alabaster council 
meetings to support the council 
and the city’s police department. 

When he addressed the crowd, 
criminologist Dr. Al Graves im- 
plored citizens to do something 
about the increase in crime. 

‘*We have the power to change 
the laws,’’ he stressed. 
**Instead,’’ he said, ‘‘we say why 
don’t ‘they’ do something?’’ 

He described Shelby County as 
a ‘‘gold mine’’ for criminals 
because of the shortage of 
deputies. 

**You could have more protec- 
tion if funds weren’t being miss- 
pent,’’ he declared. 

Graves also touched on the 
problems of the jail and termed 
security there as ‘‘lousy.”’ 

Urging citizens to handle pro- 
blems through the electorate in- 
stead of demonstrations, he said, 
‘Decide what you want and get a 
spokesman, You could cause a 
tremendous flurry,’’ Graves told 
the crowd. 

Both Graves and Abernathy 
pointed out the unfairness in hir- 

ing and promotion which favored 
blacks. And the doctor spoke 
about programs for the poor 
benefitting only the top echelon 
of those administering the pro- 
grams.

Beetles continue to gnaw timber 


The tiny southern pine beetle 


continues to lay waste to a 
massive amount of Alabama 
forestland. 


The Alabama forestry comm- 
mission reports that statewide, 
some 371,000 pine trees involving 
42,000 acres have been killed by 
the epidemic which dates back to 
last summer. 

According to Jim Hyland, 
chief of pest control, that equates 
to a loss of $16 million through 
January 1980 based on the stan- 
ding value of the trees. 

These figures, Hyland says will 
increase when new aerial surveys 
are conducted. 

In Shelby County alone, 376 
spots involving 40,000 pine trees 
have been destroyed, reports 
county forester David Stone. The 
major concentrations of infected 
trees fall in. the Calera- 
Montevallo area and the moun- 
tainous region fromDunnavantto 
Calcis. 

The county’s war against the 
beetles appears to be holding its 


own at this time. This Stone says, 
is due mostly to the actions of 
U.S. Steel, Kimberly-Clark, 
Gulf States and other large land 
owners, who heeded the forest 
service advice and cut out in- 
fested trees. 

Stone points out that some of 
the infested spots which went 
dormant during the winter will 
possibly flare up again as the 
weather warms, however. 

Highland explains that cold 
weather normally kills off the 
largest portion of the beetle 
population, but that this year’s 
mild winter had little effect on 
the pests. 

Natural predators help control 
the pine beetles as well, foresters 
say, but it takes these preditors 
several years to have any effect. 

The most effective way of con- 
trolling the pine beetle is to cut 
out the dead pines along with a 
40-70 foot buffer of living pines 
and salvage them as pulp wood. 
Reports indicate however that the 
pulp wood market has been

flooded due to the large amount 
of damage. 

Foresters say that for smaller 
damage spots, not worth salvag- 
ing, infested trees and those 
around them should be cut, piled, 
and thoroughly scorched. 

For a home owner noticing dy- 
ing pines near his yard, chemical 
preventive measures are recom- 
mended. Diesel fuel mixed with 
lindane purchased from a garden 
shop should be sprayed on pines 
within 50 feet of the infested trees 
once a week for a month. In- 
fested trees should be cut down 
and be burned. 

Infested trees are evident by 
yellow or red foliage or resin or 
saw dust on lower limbs. But 
once the trees start turning col- 
ors, they are already dead, 
foresters note. 

Although only about an eighth 
of an inch in size, the black or 
dark brown beetles can eat a gir- 
dle around a pine trunk and kill it 
in several days. 

After ten days the tree changes 
colors.

The Highway Department, 
under County Engineer James L. 
Ray, Jr., at the direction of the 
County Commission, has had 
plans designed and ‘‘hanging in 
the rack’’ for five years for an 
adequate new bridge. The right 
of way for a better approach for 
the bridge has been obtained for 
several years. Still, funds are not 
available. The county share of 
matching funds (only 20%) if 
Federal Aid Secondary funds 
were secured).

A receiver located in a shadow 
area would not pick up the 
emergency signal however. 

According to complaints 
received at the Reporter, at least 
some of the residents in South 
Calera apparently live in such a 
shadow area. Furthermore, tor- 
nados have been known to travel 
through that region and the U.S. 
Weather Service reports that 
March, April and May are the 
peak of the tornado season. 

The weather broadcasts receiv- 
ed in this area originate in Birm- 
ingham at the National Weather 
Service’s Oxmoor Road offices. 
The broadcasts are made possible 
through an agreement between 
the Weather Service and the 
Alabama Educational Television 
Commission, says Al Refro, chief 
engineer for channel 10, the 
educational station in Birm- 
ingham. 

Channel 10 transmits the 
broadcasts and emergency signals 
from its antenna atop “their 
building on Red Mountain in Bir- 
mingham. 

When the service started some 
three and a half years ago, 
reports Renfro, transmissions 
were made from the nearly 800 
foot tower owned by Channel 6, 
which leased antenna space to 
Channel 10. Due to technical pro- 
blems which would sometimes 
knock both Channel 10 and the 
weather station off the air, the 
weather transmission had to be 
moved some 200 feet lower to the 
present antenna atop the Channel 
10 building. 

When this move occurred 
about a year ago, places such as 
South Calera and Palmerville in 
north Jefferson, apparently fell 
into shadow areas. 

Renfro, however, adds that he 
was not aware of South Calera 
being in a shadow area. If it truly 
is, he says, the signals are pro- 
bably being blocked by Oak 
Mountain. 

“I think (South Calera) ought 
to be looked at,’’ Renfro told the 
Reporter after learning of the 
situation. ‘‘We try and keep tabs 
on these things.”’ 

He said that within the next 
three weeks technicians from 
Channel 10 would conduct recep- 
tion testing in Calera to deter-

throw you off. The Heart of Dix- 
ie trials do draw the best dogs in 
North America, according to Jim 
Varnon, publisher of the national 
border collies magazine. 

Varnon explained to this 
reporter that the Heart of Dixie 
trials are the first in a season of 
about 22 major events in the U.S. 
and Canada. These same dogs 
and handlers compete 
throughout the year against each 
other, and the Vandiver trials, 
being the first of the year, are a 
great social happening among 
border collie fanatics. 

‘**This is one of the top trials in 
the country,’’ said Jim Varnon, 
publisher of the magazine, 
‘Border Collies.’ 

As for the prize money, 
Richard Karrasch noted, and not 
without pride, that entries in 
Vandiver were up from 46 last 
year, while entries in a $2200 trial 
next week in Tucson are down. 

**It’s not just the money they 
come after,’’ said Karrasch, ad- 
ding that the number of entries 
were a compliment to the way the 
show was run. 

“The desire to run the dogs-- 
that’s what brings us out here,”’ 
commented his wife. Together 
the two of them attend trials 
throughout the U.S. 

Mrs. Karrasch says that the 
friends one makes in border collie 
circles were a major reason for 
participation. 

Bill McMichael, a native of 
Scotland who now lives in Brad- 
ford, Ontario, said in his heavy 
accent, ‘‘It’s hard to explain the 
relationship between man and 
dog. It’s like they’re a part of 
your family.’’ 

Noting that he spent $340 on 
gas just to drive to Alabama, 
McMichael assured this reporter, 
that he wasn’t in the sport for the 
money. 

The Vandiver trials were judg- 
ed on a scale of 65 possible points 
Saturday and 60 points Sunday. 


Three sheep are used in each 
trial and are stationed some 300 
yards downfield from the 
handler’s circle. In the first step 
of the trial, called the outrun, the 
handler commands the dog to go 
to the sheep on the run, ap- 
proaching them in a half-circular 
pattern from the side so as not to 
startle them. At all times the dog 
has to be gentle with the sheep to 
keep them calm. 

Using whistles and some verbal 
instructions, the handler then 
commands the dog to approach 
the sheep cautiously, and get 
them moving back towards the 
handler’s circle. This is called the 
lift, and the dog does it in a 
crouched position, its eye steady 
on the sheep. 

The third judging category is 
the fetch, which requires the 
border collie to bring the sheep 
back downfield, through two 
gates midway, to the handler. 
Points are subtracted if the dog 
excites the sheep to running, and 
if the dog cannot herd them 
through the gates steadily in the 
direction of the handler. 

When the dog gets the sheep 
back to the circle, the drive starts. 
This requires the dog to herd the 
three sheep, who often have dif- 
ferent ideas, through a triangle 
pattern that includes passing 
through two more gates. 

The fifth category is penning, 
and here the dog has to herd the 
sheep into a pen while the handler 
shuts the gate. 

The final proceeding (dropped 
during Sunday’s trials to save 
time) is called shedding, in which 
the dog has to separate one of the 
sheep from the other two. 

To see a 35-40 pound border 
collie herding sheep out in a field 
is an unusual experience. Not on- 
ly spectators and other handlers 
were watching the activities, but 
other border collies as well. 

Some of them whimpered ex- 
citedly and you could tell they

with the herding of sheep and other stock. Sheep- 
dog trials such as the one held last week in Van- 
diver are designed to show just how well the best 
of the breed can work.

Ada Karrasch explained that 
the border collies’ ‘‘thing’’ 
started some 500 years ago in the 
Great Border Highlands between 
Scotland and England, where 
they were developed from the 
Spanish sheepdog for the express- 
ed purpose of aiding shepherds. 
They were introduced to this 
country in the late 1800’s for the 
same purpose. 

And where many dog shows 
are just that, a showing of dogs 
that were bred for that purpose, 
stock or sheepdog trials are 
designed to actually show how 
the dog works in the field. In 
fact, most of the dogs at the Van- 
diver trials are truly herd working 
dogs. 

After two days of trials, Lewis 
Pulfer and his dog, Boss, from 
Quincy, Ohio, came out on top 
with a fine score of 110 out of 125 
possible points in the open 
classification. Bob Childress and 
Lynn placed second, and 
Childress and another of his 
champion dogs, Nan, placed 
third. Childress runs a border 
collie farm in Ozona, Texas. 

No more than nine points 
separated the top ten dogs. 

In the ranch class, R.T. Averitt 
and Ben, from Trenton, Ken- 
tucky placed first. They were 
followed by Hubert Bailey and 
Spot of Dawsonville, Georgia, 
and John Bauserman and Bess of 
Orlean, Virginia. 


But perhaps the biggest winner 
of the two-day event was the 
community of Vandiver.

Computer blamed for tax delay 


A problem with the computer 
program is being blamed for the 
latest delay in Shelby County’s ad 
valorem tax collection. 

Tax Assessor Bobbie Reynolds 
told the county commission Mon- 
day that she had hoped the com- 
puter could print out the first 
supplement abstract, last Friday, 
which would have given the coun- 
ty a good idea of what its total 
tax revenue would be for 1980. 

However, she said, the pro- 
gram that was intially put into the 
computer had not used the par- 
ticular ‘fix’ needed to print out 
the supplement in the correct 
form. 

The specialist who designed the 
program, Jim Green, was called 
back from Montgomery to han- 
dle the problem. Mrs. Reynolds 
said she hoped the report could 


be given later this week. 

There are still some 500 to 800 
more tax notices to be mailed, she 
said, and they should be out in 
three to four weeks. In January, 
officials had expected them to be 
mailed by March 1. 

Temporary workers hired to 
complete corrections will be 
phased out at that time, she in- 
dicated. They are now turning 
out 150 corrections per day. 
Among the problems associated 
with the massive tax reappraisal 
program, Mrs. Reynolds noted 
that just last week the staff found 
a box with a large stack of 
assessments that had never been 
put through the computer. The 
staff will have to process those 
too, she said. They were found in 
the bottom of a box with other 
records.

A decision was rendered last 
week on the education to be pro- 
vided for a gifted sixth grade stu- 
dent at Thompson Middle 
School. 

And both parties involved in a 
hearing on the matter say they’re 
satisfied with the ruling given by 
a three member panel . of 
educators. 

Shane Mills’ Individualized 
Education Program as it is now 
written is inappropriate to meet 
his needs, the panel concluded. 

But they said they would not 
recommend his placement in a 
private school such as Indian Spr- 
ings which his parents had re- 
quested. 

The panel, which was selected 
by the State Department of 
Education, included Mrs. Lila 
Niles White, Supervisor, Special 
Education for the Tuscaloosa 
County School system; Dr. 
James Hicks, Director of Special 
Education, Alabama A&M; and 
Fred Hubbard, Superintendent,

In their report, the educators 
recommended that the Shelby 
County Board of Education 
secure an impartial consultant in 
the area of the gifted to assist in

According to Deputy 
Superintendent of Education, 
Vern Davis, the State Depart- 
ment of Education has been con- 
tacted for suggestions on a 
qualified person.

In denying the Mills’ request 
that their son be placed in a 
private school, the panel pointed 
out that state guidelines called for 
gifted students being educated 
with non-gifted students. 


from large brush fire 


A large brush fire in Dunna- 
vant Monday afternoon was 
brought under control before 
spreading to several nearby 
homes.

It was noted in the eight page 
report issued by the panel, that 
the majority of Shane’s teachers 
and his principal, Mary Roach, 
had not even seen his IEP pro- 
gram. 

As soon as a consultant is 
secured, Davis said that a 
meeting will be called that will in- 
clude Dr. Linda Nolen, head of 
the county’s gifted program, 
Shane’s teachers, his principal 
and his parents. 

The group will discuss what 
needs to be done to make the IEP 
adequate, Davis said. 

It was brought out at the hear- 
ing that there are not enough 
students designated as gifted at 
TMS to employ a full time 
teacher for the gifted. 

In its attempt to provide in- 
direct services to Shane, the panel 
of educators pointed out that the 
Shelby County School system 
had not provided specialized in- 
structional materials. And it was 
also noted that teachers were not 
given adequate instructional 
techniques. 

At the hearing, Mills had 
pointed out that his son’s grades 
had dropped, especially in math 
in which testing had shown him 
to have superior ability. 

And the sixth grader, who was 
present at both sessions of the 
hearing, testified that he was not 
being challenged. 

The new IEP should remedy 
this situation and with proper im- 
plementation should fulfill the 
educational needs of the gifted 
student.

UM holds Women’s Day 


Bringing women increasingly 
into decision-making positions in 
the workforce will tend to bring a 
more humane element to what 
they touch. This was one of the 
statements made by Dr. Margaret 
Bonz, Dartmouth Colleges’ affir- 
mative action officer at the 
University of Montevallo. 


The first keynote speaker, Dr. 
Freddie Groomes, assistant to the 
president for human relations at 
Florida State University, said 
that women can change attitudes 
with a ‘spirit of love and respect 
for all individuals.’ 


The ultimate goal of the 
women’s movement, Dr. Bonz 
said, is to change society so that 
neither men nor women are 
bound by emotionally crippling 
roles. 

Women, she said, face several 
psychological barriers. Among 
them are the ‘I’m not good 
enough’’ attitude, the 
*‘superwomen’’ barrier, and the 
“‘but the boys won’t like me”’ 
barrier -- the same as saying: 
‘Don’t be totally competent or 
you won't be fully feminine.”’ 

Dr. Groomes said that black 
women have faced double 
challenges, even in higher educa- 
tion. In colleges and universities, 
she said, disparities between prin- 


ciple and practice still exist. 

‘‘Outright discrimination is 
still apparent,”’ she said. 

But changes, she said, must 
still start first with the individual. 
Women must help themselves 
and help other women to unders- 
tand their rights. Through a spirit 
of love and respect for all in- 
dividuals, women should strive 
for their full rights as American 
citizens, the Florida State official 
said. 

**Go forth and help our coun- 
try reach her potential,’’ Dr. 
Groomes said, ‘‘because we 
deserve it and she deserves it.’’ 

Dr. Bonz said that false 
perceptions of the women’s 
movement by many women have 
made them feel uncomfortable 
with their roles of homemaker 
and mother. 

‘*And that shouldn’t be,’’ she 
said. ‘‘The women’s movement 
was to create choices for 
women,”’ 

Dr. Groomes and Dr. Bonz 
were introduced by Dr. Angela 
Hernandex, who said she was an 
example of UM’s commitment to 
affirmative action. 

Other speakers’ during 
Women’s Day were Kay Ivey, 
director of intergovernmental 
relations for Gov. Fob James; 
Jade Higgins Cole, coordinator,

The Republicans of the class 
voted 63% for Reagan and 29% 
voted for George Bush. 

Teachers’ say they think it will 
be interesting to note the 
closeness of the political party af- 
filiations with their voting 
parents and grandparents. No 
matter what the data indicates, 
they say the students have greatly 
benefited from this experience 
and should be aware of the total 
election process which awaits 
them as adults in a democracy.

Pelham couple popped for pot, 


125 pounds of grass seized

A Pelham tobacconist and his 
wife were arrested last week for 
selling more than cigarettes. 

Morris O. Davis, 51, was ar- 
rested Wednesday in Hoover 
after allegedly selling UNDO 
undercover agents 50 pounds of 
marijuana. He was placed in Jef- 
ferson County jail under $25,000 
bond. 

In the meantime, his wife, 
Ruth L. Davis, 48, was arrested 
at the couple’s business establish- 
ment, Tobacco World, located at 
the intersection of Hwys. 31 and 
261 in Pelham. Charged with 
violation «ff the Alabama 
Uniform Controlled Substances 
Act, she was held in Shelby 
County jail under a $35,000 
bond. 

The same afternoon, Shelby 


County Sheriff’s investigators 
secured a search warrant and, 
along with Pelham Police in- 
vestigators and UNDO agents, 
raided the Davis’ fenced 
residence on Hwy. 261 in 
Pelham. 

The raid netted approximately 
75 pounds of marijuana, some 
$35,000 in cash, 23 various 
firearms, small quantities of 
other drugs, and what police 
described as apparent business 
documents. Most of the pot was 
stuffed in six 30 gallon plastic 
garbage bags, which were found 
in the garage along with packag- 
ing. paraphernalia, police 
reported. 

Several investigators described 
the Davis house as an ‘‘armed 
fortress.”’

Another delay hits 


property tax program

It will be another four to six 
weeks before the corrected tax 
notices are sent to Shelby County 
property owners. 

This time Tax Assessor Bobbie 
Reynolds is taking full respon- 
sibility for the delay. These are 
the notices that would normally 
have gone out in September for 
payment by December 31 last 
year. 

When the full computer print- 
out was finally made last Thurs- 
day, hundreds of duplications 
were found. 

Mrs. Reynolds said Tuesday it 
was probably caused because her 
office did not have a system of 
double-checking. ‘‘We got things 
in the computer we shouldn’t 
have,’’ she told the Reporter 
Tuesday. 

She indicated that

Harpersville’s finances are in 
excellent condition, according to 
Mayor J.W. Donahoo. 

The East Shelby County city 
received a boom in ad. valorem 
taxes this year because of the new 
methods of appraising farm and 
timber lands. 

There are several acres of farm 
lands within the city limits, and 
the new appraisal system increas- 
ed the property taxes on them. 

Mayor Donahoo reports that 
property taxes received by the ci- 
ty were $2,200 higher this year 
than last. 

He said that the mayor and 
council had the oportunity to ad- 
just its millage up, but they voted 
last September unanimously not 
to increase the millage. 
Harpersville’s millage rate has 
been 5 mills since 1944 when the 
city was incorporated. 

In continuing his financial

workers had sent notices to the 
computer even when there was no 
change in the assessment. These 
notices should merely have been 
filed, she said Tuesday. But as a 
result of the snafu, there are hun- 
dreds of duplicate notices printed 
out by the computer, which 
would have greatly confused tax- 
payers if mailed. ‘‘Some of these 
taxes have already been paid, but 
they’ve shown up on this print- 
out again. I don’t know how 
many.”’ 

Her office staff, the tax collec- 
tor’s staff, and the temporary 
staff of reappraisal workers are 
now auditing the notices one by 
one, to weed out the duplica- 
tions. This will take considerable 
time, she indicated. 

Mrs. Reynolds met Tuesday 
morning with state auditors and a 
representative from the State 
Department of Revenue to im- 
prove the situation. They worked 
out a system ‘‘where we won’t get 
duplications’’ she said. They also 
decided to hold these notices until 
all the notices for 1979 clear the 
computer, and mail them all at 
once. This will be in about 4 to 6 
weeks, she said. 

Last week, Mrs. Reynolds told 
the Commission the first large 
group would go out right away, 
and the final notices in a few 
weeks. 

The Commission has been try- 
ing to get some idea on the total 
amount of tax income the county 
could expect for the fiscal year 
since last June. 

The county commission was re- 
quired by law to make a budget 
by October 1, 1979 showing ex- 
pected income and expenses 
through September 30, 1980. 
With the full amount of ad 
valorem collections still up in the 
air, the commission cannot go 
ahead with several of its plans. 

Mrs. Reynolds and three staff 
members will attend a three-day 
school next week conducted by 
the state Department of Revenue.

Working the case for the 
Shelby County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment were investigators Reed 
Smith, Tom Barnes and Bill 
Davenport who confiscated the 
money and records. Pelham in- 
vestigators Cpatain Allan Wade 
and Tonmy Thomas, and Lt. 
Charlie Brown confiscated the 
arms and drugs. 

Davis had reportedly been 
under investigation by several law 
enforcement agencies for some 
time.

A year and a half ago, the City 
Council decided the time had 
come to make a charge for pro- 
viding the service to homeowners 
living outside the city limits but 
within the fire department’s 
coverage area. 

However no action was taken 
because some members of the 
panel were worried the city could 
be held liable in some situations, 

Now everyone on the panel 
seems convinced that the step 
must be taken in order to upgrade 
Service to residents both ‘inside 
the city limits and those living in 
the fire district.

At the March 3 Council 


meeting, a committee was ap- 


pointed to discuss drawing up a 
contract. 

But Fire Chief John Cocharan 
reports that before the document 
is drawn up, meetings will be held 


with homeowners to get their in- 
put on the matter. 

Whatever fee is charged, 
Cocharan said that it won’t be 
due until September and not 
delinquent until Oct. 1. 

Up until then, the fire chief 
emphasized, ‘*We’ll keep on pro- 
viding service.’ 

Insurance agents have told the 
council that their liability would 
not increase by taking the action, 
and the money that comes in, 
Cochran said, could help to lower 
the city’s fire insurance rating. 

At the present time, Alabaster 
has a7 rating. But with the addi- 
tional revenue, the fire chief said 
he anticipated a satelite station 
would be built on Hwy. 119. 

At that station, Cochran 
forsees both an engine company 
and rescue company. 

Anyone who turns down the 
contract for fire protection, 
Cochran remarked, will probably 
get a 10 rating from fire in- 
surance underwriters.

report, he told the Reporter the 
city paid $35,000 in ‘‘cold cash’’ 
for tying the Harpersville water 
system on to the Vincent system. 
Since July of 1979, 
Harpersville has only had to buy 
268,000 gallons of water from 
Vincent at 50 cents per 1,000 
gallons, which amounts to $134. 
Harpersville has one good well, 
producing 144,000 gallons per 
day, which is more than the city 
needs at present, Donahoo said. 
He mentioned that in the long 
search for adequate water sup- 
plies, the city as ended up with 14 
dry wells. Each of them cost 
about $5,600 each, he said. The 
city is continuing its search for 
water to be on the safe side.

The bill passed by the 
Legislature last Thursday is too 
little and it may well be too late to 
solve our Medicaid crisis before 
all funds run out. 

In my State of the State Ad- 
dress, I requested that $25 million 
be transferred from the State In- 
surance Fund to the Medicaid 
fund, That money would see us 
until the end of the fiscal year on 


Sept. 30 and would give us some 
valuable time to work on a per- 
manent solution to that crisis 
which has been bothering state 
government for years. 


The bill passed by the 
Legislature, however, allows the 


transfer of only $9.9 million from 
the insurance fund. That will 
allow the Medicaid program 
about 60 more days of operation

Reference is made relative to 
the governor’s budget proposal 
to eliminate driver eduction in the 
state of Alabama. 

The literature supports the fact 
that no other necessity of modern 
life has caused more deaths and 
injuries to the American people 
than the automobile. Moreover, 
automobile accidents and injuries 
in the United States cost over $19 
billion a year in lost wages, 
medical expenses, cost of in- 
surance and property damages.

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past the April 1 date when cur- 
rent funds run oul. 

What the Legislature has done 
is grant Medicaid a reprieve but it 
has not canceled the execution. 
That is now set for May 31 if no 
more funds are approved before 
then. 

This approach by the 
Legislature is wholly inadequate 
and puts us no closer to solving 
the Medicaid problem than we 
were last week or even last year. 
Funds will still run out well 
before the end of the current 
fiscal year and some 15,000 nurs- 
ing home residents will be faced 
with leaving those homes or fin- 
ding their expenses from some 
other source. 

Time is running out. Since Feb. 
5, when I gave my address to the 
joint session of the Legislature, 
the Legislature has been well 
aware of this crisis and the im- 
portance of solving it before 
funds are depleted. 

I must point out that in 
Alabama it is the Legislature, not 
the governor, which has the 
power to appropriate funds. All 


the governor can do is propose 
solutions and show why his solu- 
tions make sense. I believe I have 
done that, as our State Constitu- 
tion demands, and the ball, to use 
a sports metaphor, is now in the 
Legislature’s court. 

The Legislature has got to meet 
this issue head on. It has got to 
quit dodging this crisis. For 
several years the Legislature turn- 
ed its back on the illegal and un- 
constitutional deficit spending by 
Medicaid. And it was the 
Legislature which threatened 
Medicaid Administrator Hoke 
Kerns with jail if he continued the 
deficit spending the Legislature 
allowed to go on for five years. 

It is now up to them to show 
where they stand on this critical 
issue before it’s too late. If they 
don’t act soon to avert this crisis, 
we may be facing a special session 
to deal with Medicaid. A special 
session costs about a half million 
dollars. I consider it inexcuseable 
that the Legislature would allow 
such a thing to happen when they 
could solve this problem simply 
by getting their act together now.

This was due primarily to a lack 
of adequate warning system and 
not necessarily due to lack of 
plans. 

Timely and adequate warning 
is the key to preventing loss dur- 
ing a tornado. Since the beginn- 
ing of the present National 
Weather Warning System, the 
loss of life from destructive winds 
has been significantly reduced. 

There are several weather 


radios on the market today that 
will alert you on potentially 


dangerous wind storms. The bet- 
ter ones will have an alerting 
device that when activated by the 
National Weather Service in Bir- 
mingham will sound an audible 
alarm. 


These types will operate from 
standard home currents but have 
a battery back-up in case of 
power failure. They may be left 
in the on position constantly with 
the volume turned down but 
when signficant weather is ap- 


proaching the alert device will 
signal you to turn the volume up 
for the information. These radios 
retail for about $50. In some 
areas, an outside antenna may be 
required. 

As a reminder, a tornado 
watch means conditions are 
favorable for tornadoes to form 
and you should watch the 
weather. 

A tornado warning means an 
actual tornado has been observed 
and you should rapidly seek 
shelter. 

Please plan your actions in ad- 
vance and take all precautions 
possible to protect life and pro- 
perty. Generally, a basement or 
underground area is the safest 
place to seek shelter. Small areas 


such as a bathroom are safer than 
larger areas which may fall in on 
you. 

Abandon mobile homes and 
vehicles if you can. Attempt to 
get to a shelter before the wind 
strikes to avoid being caught in 
the open.

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Hikes in water rates 
make county waves 


by David Moore 

A flood of concern has washed 
over the North Shelby County 
Fire District in the wake of an an- 
nounced rate hike by the Birm- 
ingham Water Works Board. 

Two members of the fire 
district board have said a lawsuit 
will be filed against the water 
works in connection with the 
hike. 

As well as raising residential 
rates some 40% in parts of North 
Shelby that get water from Birm- 
ingham, rental rates on fire 
hydrants will jump from $54 per 
plug per year, to $250 per year, 
an increase of about 460%. 

Of the fire district’s 160 plugs, 
110 of them are connected to Bir- 
mingham water. The others are 
connected to the Pelham water 
system. 

Rate hikes will also go into ef- 
fect in ll other fire districts sur- 
rounding Birmingham. Concern- 
ed representatives of nine of these 
‘fire districts met in Center Point 
last Sunday to discuss the situa- 
tion.

The Question of Driaking W Wine 

The Bible has much to say in condem- 
nation of drinking alcoholic beverages, in- 
cluding wine. 

First, no drunkard shall enter the 
kingdom of heaven (I Corinthians 6:10). 
Drunkeness is one of the works of the flesh 
condemned in Galatians 5:21, and those 
who are drunkards ‘‘shall not inherit the 
Kingdom of god.”* And, a person does not 
have to get dead drunk to be thus 
described--if it takes six drinks to make one 
drunk, then drinking one drink would 
make him one-sixth drunk. 

Second, drinking is a cause of violence 
and woe. In Proverbs 4:17, it is called ‘*the 
wine of violence." It is the one who drinks 
who has woe--the one who tarries “‘long at 
the wine’’ and seeks out ‘“‘mixed wine’’ 
(Proverbs 23:29, 30). 

Third, drinking is a cause of self-security 
and irreligion. Isaiah spoke of ‘‘dogs’’ that 
are greedy and ‘‘shephards that cannot un- 
derstand.’’ Who are they? They are those 
who say, ‘‘we will fill ourselves with strong 
drink"’ (Isaiah 56:11, 12). Habakkuk 
described the ruin brought upon a man by 
alcohol as pride, lack of faithfulness at 
home, ‘‘enlarging his desire as Sheol, and 
he is as death, and cannot be satisfied.’’ 
(Habakkuk 2:5) 

Fourth, the Bible calls alcohol a 
“‘poison.'* Moses described wine as ‘‘the 
poison of serpents, and the cruel venom of 
asps’’ (Deuteronomy 32:33). In fact, the 
Word of God calls wine and other strong 
drink ‘‘poison’’ many times. Modern 
science has proven this to be true. 

Fifth, the Bible condemns drinking in 
strong terms. ‘‘Woe unto them that are 
mighty to drink wine, and men of strength 
to mingle strong drink.”’

represented NSCFD at the 
meeting and was appointed to a 
special committe which will 
decide what action will be taken. 

Dillard said the general consen- 
sus of those at the meeting was 
that a suit needed to be filled 
against the water works. 

NSCFD board memeber Jack 
van Pelt agreed, saying a class ac- 
tion suit was in order because the 
rate hikes would ultimtimately 
damage property values in the 
area. 

Both fire district board 
members indicated they were glad 
that other fire districts were sup- 
porting the effort. But, they 
pointed out, only if and when the 
suit is filed will they know where 
the future of the district stands. 

Subdivision developers initially 
paid for the installation of the 
fire plugs and three years rent. 
Van Pelt said that this rental 
period is now nearly up in many 
cases. 

After that, it will be up to in- 
dividuals to pay the rent, which 
ideally they would split with 
neighbors who would benefit 
from the hydrants. But, van Pelt 
pointed out, in the instances 
where residents are already sup- 
posed to absorb the rent, they 
have been “‘loathe’’ to pay the 
annual $54, not to mention the 
new $250 rate. 

Birmingham Water Works 
General Manager C.D. Colee 
told the Reporter that hydrants 
that weren’t paid for would be 
cut off and eventually taken out. 

This would drop the insurance 
rating on some 2000 houses in the 
NSCED from a Class 7 to a Class 
9. Subsequently, the $100 fire 
dues now charged by the district 
would have to drop to $50, and 
this, van Pelt said would shoot 
insurance rates ‘‘sky high,’’ as 
well as put the fire district in 
“*deep water.”’ 

Colee said that the fire plug 
rates will go into effect October 
1. The new residential rates will 
go into effect the first of April, 
he said. 

Colee noted that the increase 
was based on a study by the Ar- 
thur Young Company, which 
Suggested to the Water Works 
Board that the rent on the plugs 
should be raised to $1000 per 
year. 

Said Colee, ‘‘The increases are 
an attempt to allocate the costs 
where they should be,”’ instead of 
passing the cost on to Birm- 
ingham. 

The Water Works Board, 
chaired by former Birmingham 
Mayor David Vann, devised a 
system of three rating areas 
which put parts of North Shelby 
in zone three, the _ highest 
classification. 

Although the Riverchase Fire 
District was not represented at 
the Sunday meeting, Riverchase 
director Leo Morehouse said the 
district would probably support a 
lawsuit if they studied the matter 
and saw it was merited, 

Dillard reported that the 
special committee appointed at 
the Sunday meeting would, meet 
again either this Sunday or early 
next week. More definite plans 
are expected to emerge from the 
next meeting, he said.

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Mining family at home in county

John W. ‘‘Jack’’ Stevenson 
‘just happened’’ to stop in Birm- 
ingham in 1975 on his way back 
io Pittsburg from the Super 
Bowl. Mutual friends introduced 
him to Joyce Whittle, and the 
two were soon married. 

Jack was a widower with five 
children; Joyce a widow with 
three. Their childrens ages range 
from 15 to 33. Jeannie, the 
youngest, is the only one still liv- 
ing al home. 

She is a pretty, dark haired 
teenager who attended River- 
chase School. She loves swimm- 
ing, rollerskating, and music. 
“Bird Man on Kicks 106 is a 
favorite of mine,’’ she says. Jean- 
nie has won nine ribbons and an 
award as a member of the River- 
chase Swim Team. 

The Stevensons lived in Penn- 
sylvania until 1978. ‘‘I nearly 
froze to death!’ says Joyce, who 
had lived in Birmingham all her 
life.

Post offices’ impact 


The Postal Rate Commission 
has released a study of the com- 
munity service role performed by 
rural post offices. 

The study will be of particular 
interest to several Shelby County 
communities, because of efforts 
here a few years ago to close or 
reduce services in some of the 
county’s post offices. 

Researched and written by a 
journalist and scholar who 
specializes in rural American 
issues, ‘‘At the Crossroads’’ 
represents a preliminary attempt 
by the commission to find out 
what would happen to rural com 
munities if their post offices were 
closed. 

The author, Richard J. 
Margolis, interviewed post office 
patrons and postal workers in 37 
rural communities in 19 states 
with the stated purpose of identi- 
fying the ways ‘‘small-town post 
offices nurtured and sustained 
their communities, not as formal 
distributors of the mail but as in- 
formal ministrants to the 
citizenry.”” 

He found intense loyalty to the 
local post offices, and he found a 
broad spectrum of services per- 
formed by postmasters that were 
only peripherally related to 
delivering the mail: 

1. Despite the availability of 
free rural delivery, residents - 
especially elderly residents - liked 
picking up their mail at a post of- 
fice box. For many, it’s daily 
ritual that allows them to say 
Hello to friends and chat. 

2. For communities too small 
to support a weekly newspaper, 
the post office (often combined 
with a general store) was the 
primary source of local news. 

3. In many communities, 
postmasters or postal workers 
read aloud contracts and other 
documents to the elderly or il- 
literate. Some made ar- 
rangements with local banks to 
sign checks for those too feeble to 
do it themselves. Some kept an 
eye on elderly patrons and 
telephoned when they did not 
show up on the daily rounds. 

4. Other post office services 
Margolis discovered include 
distributing food stamps, helping 
consumers in disputes with mail 
order houses, selling hunting and 
fishing licenses, holding house 
keys when residents go out of 
town and passing on messages 
left at the post office for friends 
to pick up later in the day. 

The study concludes that clos- 
ing a post office in a thriving 
rural community can cause 
significant, often irreparable, 
damage. It points out, however,

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that communities on the verge of 
disappearing are not adversely af- 
fected by post office closing. 

At the Crossroads includes a 
set of 21 ‘‘vital signs’’ designed to 
help assess whether a small com- 
munity is ‘‘alive’’ or ‘‘dying’’ 
and what kind of impact closing 
or consolidation of its post office 
would have. 

“*T guess the post office is like 
drinking water,’’ said Irma 
Dicker, town clerk in Milroy, 
Minnesota. ‘‘You don’t ap- 
preciate it ‘til you don’t have it.”’ 

Questions on the list of vital 
sighs include: 

1. Does the village have a 
geographic center, and is the post 
office in it? 

2. Do people live within walk- 
ing distance of the center? 

3. Do residents regularly gather 
at the post office, not only to 
pick up their mail but also to 
renew social ties and exchange 
local news? 

The Margolis study resulted 
from the rate commission’s need 
to know the effect post office 
closings have in such com- 
munities. Congress, in 1976, gave 
the commission the authority to 
review appeals of closing orders. 

As Margolis points out in a 
sketch of the history of postal 
legislation, the congressional ac- 
tion followed a 1975 General Ac- 
counting Office report recom- 
mending closing 12,000 small 
post offices, including all fourth- 
class stations and half the third- 
class stations. 

The GAO study said the rural 
closings would save $100 million 
a year without affecting the 
quality of service. 

After much adverse testimony 
during congressional hearings, 
GAO backed off on the recom- 
mendation. In June 1976, Con- 
gress made it a law that the Postal 
Service must consider the effect 
on the community served by a

‘‘Alabama has the highest in- 
cidence in the nation of death due 
to cancer of the uterus, according 
to American Cancer Society 
data,’’ said Dr. James A. Wilker- 
son, professor of medicine at The 
University of Alabama in Birm- 
ingham. 

“The real tragedy of this 
statistic is that more than half of 
these deaths are totally preven- 
table,’ said Dr. Wilkerson, who 
is a faculty member in UAB’s 
School of Medicine. 

Cancer of the uterine cervix 
can be detected in its earliest, 
curable stage by a Pap smear -- a 
simple, painless procedure that 
takes only a few minutes. 

“In California,’? Dr. Wilker- 
son pointed out, ‘‘an estimated

90 percent of the women at risk 
for developing such tumors are 
being checked with Pap smears.

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It’s gardening time 


Chelsea man favors multiplying onions 


7 
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ORs Planting 


Will Furney shows how to take 
‘multiplying’ onions apart to 
transplant them. 


It’s time to set out onions and 
cabbages,’’ say long-time Shelby 
County gardeners. But the rain 
has been holding up planting for 
most of them. 

However, Will Furney already 
has a couple of rows of onions 
growing in his garden. 

Around the end of February, 
he set out plants to grow large, 
red, sweet onions. 

His multiplying onions have 
been out since last fall. They are 
now ready to thin for eating or 
transplanting, he says. 

The Chelsea gardener explain- 
ed for us how he grows both 
onions and cabbage plants. 

He plows his garden with a tur- 
ning plow or tiller. But the soil 
can be ‘‘broke up’’ with a 
gardening fork. That just takes a 
little more elbow grease. 

After breaking up the garden 
plot, Furney lays off his rows 
scatters fertilizer in them. Then 
he lets it set for about three days. 

He waits until the fertiizer has 
“*gone through a heat,’’ he says, 
before setting out the tender, 
young plants. This keeps it from 
burning the roots, and wilting the 
plants -- especially in hot, dry 
weather. 


Using a trowel, Furney makes 
shallow holes for the plants. He 
plants cabbage about 15 inches 
apart to allow room for the cab- 
bage heads to grow. He plants 
onions about six inches apart. 
They can be thinned out later to 
use in salads. 

A little water should be poured 
in the hold with each plant, says 
Furney, to settle dirt around the 
roots. This also gets air out from 
around the roots so they will not 
dry out. 

Furney cautions 
covering 


that when 
cabbage «plants, 


gardeners should be sure that 
root systems are about one-half 
inch under the soil. 

The planting depth of onion 
plants are determined by the kind 
of onions a person wishes to 
grow. For large meaty onions, 
very shallow and keep the soil 
raked away from them as they 
grow. Furney has learned that 
“They won’t swell out if they 
stay deep,”’ 

For green onions, plant a little 
deeper. Multiplying onion plants 
are good for making green 
onions, but not large meaty ones.

Auburn, the use of nitrogen fer- 
tilizers is the largest cause of the 
acid soil problem in Shelby 
County. 

Hoyum explains that acidity is 
not present in the nitrogen fer- 
tilizer. Instead, acid develops 
from.chemical reactions in the 
soil. 

Farmers may continue to apply 
nitrogen as usual, if the correct 
amount of lime is also added. 

Soil testing will determine how 
much lime, fertilizer, and other 
nutrients are needed. 

Equipment for taking soil 
samples is available at the county 
extension office. 


fertilizer has gone up three cents 
per pound. Potassium and 
phosphorus have increased [5 to 
20 percent since last season. 

And farmers are looking for 
ways to cut fertilizer costs. 

John E. Jones, County Agent, 
says soil testing is the only 
reliable way to determine soil fer- 
tility needs.

Long an essential feature in 
every old western movie, the 
coyote, usually shown in profile 
against the moon and howling 
eerily, has taken up residence in 
Alabama. 

I believe one coyote, Canis 
latrans, was trapped a year ago in 
east central Alabama. Thirty 
years ago when I was working 
with the Fish and Wildlife Service 
in establishing rabid fox control 
campaigns in several counties, 
Andy Ray, an Indian trapper 
from Arkansas, told me he had 
taken a coyote in Greene County. 
‘“‘We also trapped coyotes just 
over the Chattahootchee river in 
Georgia in one fox control cam- 
paign.”’ 

At that time some folk believed 
coyotes had been introduced by 
man into the Southeast. This fits 
the fact that the red fox was not 
indigenious to Alabama and was 
actually stocked in the state by 
fox hunters many decades ago. 

Now we learn the coyote is here 
naturally through migration from 
the West. In this migration the 
western coyote apparently has 
gained some wolf blood. In 1971 
biologists at Harvard University 
verified through skull and tooth 
structure analyses the wolf’s 
genetic influence. 

Our eastern coyote’s size falls 
between the western coyote’s and 
the wolf’s. It more closely 
resembles the coyote, but the 
wolf’s traits show in its more 
round, more ungainly paws, 
broader muzzle and nosepad, 
greater height and weight, and 
darker coat. Males average 31 
pounds. Females are 28 to 70 per- 
cent larger than western coyote 
females. 

New England wildlifers 
**found that coyote-like behavior 
predominated, including such 
factors as early establishment of 
a dominant hierarchy, ag- 
gressiveness, spring whelping, 
and male care of young. Eastern 
coyotes shake, scratch and groom 
less than dogs, wave instead of 
wag their tails, and are attracted

to perfume (as are wolves, but 
not dogs!) I didn’t know that! 
they begin howling in unison at 
age two months, mainly after 
sunset and less often during the 
winter, in a voice pitched between 
that of a wolf and a 
coyote. Eastern coyotes breed 
once a year, during February, 
with their 63-day gestation period 
insuring that pups are born dur- 
ing warmer weather. Litter size 
ranges from four to 10, with six 
or seven average. Females take 
only rudimentary dens, often 
scraping a hole in the snow under 
a fallen log. Males share in rais- 
ing the litter, which is weaned in 
July, with families breaking up in 
the fall. Coyote-dog hybrids, 
meanwhile, show a three-month 
shift in their breeding cycle. 
Because hybrid males do not help 
raise young born in a_ hostile 
January environment, the pups 
have little chance of survival. 
While it’s possible for eastern 
coyotes to catch and kill deer, 
evidence indicates any deer 
caught and eaten were diseased, 
malnourished or crippled by 
hunters. Presence of maggots and 
carrion beetles in much of the 
deer consumed indicated that it 
was in carrion form. Here’s what 
eastern coyotes have been found 
to eat: snowshoe hare, squirrel, 
raccoon, opposum, woodchuck,

skunk, beaver, porcupine, 
mouse, mole, vole, birds, deer, 
cat, rabbit, insects, grass, hay, 
leaves, pine needles and cones, 
apples, raspberries, blueberries, 
grapes, corn, wood chips, gar- 
bage, plastic bags, paper, and 
sand. About 25 percent of the 
stomachs in each study was emp- 
ty. 

Maine conservation authorities 
say that the eastern coyote is not 
a serious threat to state game 
populations, with reported an- 
nual deer kill by coyotes less than 
one percent of the non-hunting 
kill. Domestic dogs killed 14 per- 
cent of the deer; automobiles, 67 
percent of the non-hunting kill. 

The coyote pelt is said to be 
almost worthless, but I see 
nothing wrong with the immigra- 
tion of this new natural predator 
into Alabama.

It is recom- 
mended that at least one dose be 
administered after the child’s 
fourth birthday. 


Polio Vaccine: At least three 
doses of Trivalent Oral Polio 
Vaccine. It is recommended that 
at least one dose be administered 
after the child’s fourth birthday. 

Rubeola (Measles) Vaccine: 
One dose of vaccine. 


Rubella (German Measles) 
Vaccine: One dose of vaccine. 

Mumps Vaccine: One dose of 
vaccine. 

The rubeola, rubella, and 
mumps vaccines can be ad- 
ministered in single doses or a 
combination dose. 

The Shelby County Health 
Department has developed a 
schedule to assist parents in up- 
dating their children’s immuniza- 
tions and immunization records.

What 
running? 

Life has seemingly dropped 
one brick wall after another 
smack dab in his path. Though 
not actually made of mortared 
brick, the walls have proven plen- 
ty hard. The barriers have not 
been the sort one easily ignores or 
sidesteps, either, as they have 
often loomed high. 

Yet despite the walls, Glover 
keeps running. 

Now 19, Glover runs track for 
Montevallo High School. He 
played basketball, too. But runn- 
ing is his serious thing, and 
before he graduates this spring, 
he wants to claim at least one 
state record. 

With a 10:10 time, he already 
holds the county record for the 
two-mile run, his specialty. He’s 
been known to knock out a 4:40 
mile, as well. 

But Glover has had to hurdle a 
lot of walls just to get this far. 


keeps Earnest Glover 


The first wall he hit was at age 
five. It’s a wall he doesn’t care to 
talk about or publicize. Suffice it 
to say his father was killed in a 
tragic incident while the family 
lived in Birmingham. 

After the death of Earnest 
Glover, Sr., the family moved 
back to Montevallo, not far from 
Aldrich where Earnest, Jr., was 
born. 

After that, life didn’t throw 
too many walls in his direction 
for a while, other than having a 
truck once run over his foot, and 
getting a third degree burn on his 
left elbow from a pan of scalding 
water. 

During this period, and up un- 
til his junior year in high school, 
perhaps the biggest positive in- 
fluence in his life was Grand- 
mother Catherine Williams, who, 
along with his mother, Lola Mae 
Glover and Aunt Betty Williams, 
Glover credits with instilling 
several invaluable lessons into his 
being. 

Glover learned this: Always 
respect older people and show 
respect to your fellow man. It’s 
not worth it to get in trouble, so 
don’t run with bad crowds. And 
lying is worse than stealing, but 
don’t do either one. 

As a young teenager, Glover 
once saw a movie in which 


Michael Landon overcame a pro- 
blem and went on to become his 
high school track star. 

That, Glover claims, fired him 
up and gave him a goal. And with 


that goal in mind, he never lost 
sight of it. 

But keeping the goal in sight 
was no easy matter. When he first 
went out for track, the older boys 
put him down. Bad. 

“I was skinny and ugly-real 
boney,’’ Glover says with a gleam 
behind his thick, silver wire rim- 
med glasses, and a grin that 
knows more. ‘‘They said, ‘Big 
eyes, you ain’t gonna’ make it!”’ 

But he stuck with it, ran his 
heart out and placed fifth in the 
state in the two-mile run as a 
freshman. The next year he 
finished third in the state. 


Just when it looked like the 
walls were coming down, Glover 
got hit by a serious one-two 
punch. 

Last spring his family’s house 
burned, apparently due to 
chimney bricks overheating. 
Shortly after seven that morning, 
he and his family were standing 
out on the street, watching the 
flames burn through the roof as 
the fire department arrived on the 
scene. 

Several $100 suits Glover had 
worked hard for went up in 
smoke. But he did grab and save 
the medals and ribbons he’d won 
in track--first things first. No one 
was hurt, but suddenly the family 
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was homeless and without 
clothes. 

“Oh, wow!’’ Glover recalls 
thinking. ‘‘Where am I going to 
live? What am I going to wear? 
What about money? Where am I 
going to sleep tonight?’’ 

But the respect he had already 
earned on the track, paid off. 
Blacks and whites alike, teachers, 
coaches, friends and especially 
fellow athletes scraped up money 
and clothes for Glover. And long 
time friend Robert Jemison in- 
vited him to live with him and his

wife, Christina, in their trailer 
out on Brickyard Road. 

Just when Glover was recover- 
ing from the loss of his home, 
another wall hit him. Hard. 

Early that summer, he returned 
from Troy State, where he had 
represented MHS at Boy’s State. 
Grandmother Williams was dead, 
his mother told him. 

Glover broke down. Shattered 
and empty he ran to the woods 
and spent a couple of timeless 
hours sitting under a tree. 

Walls such as these are made of 
stern stuff. Cold hard stuff. And 
people who run into such walls 
often break themselves rather 
than crack the intangible mortar. 

“I felt--just very bad,’’ said 
Glover. ‘‘My grandmother was 
gone and the house was burned. I 
felt like packing up and leaving, 
dropping out of school.” 


Three things stopped Earnest 
Glover from running away. 

One was his goal of the two- 
mile record. Another was respect, 


respect for himself and the 
respect he had earned from 
others. 

The third thing was, ‘‘My 


grandmother told me, ‘Always 
keep faith in the Lord and you'll 
find a way where there’s not 
one,’ ’’ Glover recalls. 

“It took me about a month to 
get back on track,’’ says the 
senior. ‘‘But Coach Gilliam 
(Richard Gilliam, MHS _ head 
coach) said I’d gone too far to 
stop. He said I could overcome 
it. 

“I think about it now, but I 
don’t think about it too much. I 
know it'll just bring me down. I 
try and keep my mind on positive 
things.”’ 

In between these two walls, he 
placed second in the state in the 
two-mile run. 

One might not think Glover’s 
experience on the Bulldogs’ 
basketball team was a particular- 
ly positive thing considering the 
fact he spent most of the season 
on the bench. But basketball 
Coach Kurt Pnazek said Glover 
certainly added to the team. And 
if one ever heard the Montevallo 
fans scream crazily when Glover 
did hit the court, they might 
understand the respect the athlete 
was gaining. 

Since baksetball is over, Glover 
has been back in his own element: 
the track. Not only does he run 
six miles a day, but rides his bicy- 
cle four miles every day, from the 
Jemisons to the track and back. 

The senior runner apparently is 
not disturbed by the fact that 
track at MHS is near or at the 
bottom of the list when it comes 
to financial support, another wall 
of sorts that he overcame. 

The state record is still sitting 
there, waiting for Glover. 


‘I’ve got a goal. I want to be 
number one. I believe I can break 
every one of the records. I’ve got 
confidence in myself--a good 
feeling of well being, I guess,’’ 
says Glover. 

He goes on to say, ‘‘The only 
way you’re going to get anywhere 
in sports is disciplining yourself. 
It comes from your guts. It’s how 
big your heart is. You have to 
work for it. 

“In this world ain’t nobody 
going to give you anything. You 
gotta’ work for it. 

‘*I’ve been up against a lot of 
odds on the track and my regular 
life, too. It’s been a mess, I 
swear. I’ve been climbing the 
road up. 

**l’m going for the goal in ’80. 
It’s time to wrap it up. And if I 
don’t succeed, you can’t say I 
didn’t try.”’ 

That’s Glover’s point of view, 
given amid the rubble of fallen 
walls. 

Quite possibly he will en- 
counter more walls in his life. 
More goals, too. As he pointed 
out, high school is just one 
milestone. 

In July Glover will join the 
Navy and go into a corpsman 
training program. Later he in- 
tends to go to college. 

Whatever happens to him, will 
Earnest Glover continue to run? 

““You know that!"’ he retorts 
with a grin.

For the first time in several 
seasons, the University of 
Montevallo baseball team has 
gotten off to a slow start, winn- 
ing only five of its first 11 ball 
games, and UM coach Bob 
Riesener thinks he knows why.

Cane collection 
now being used 


**Since I have such a big collec- 
tion of walking canes, I’ll pro- 
bably never need one.”’ 

Thus, joked Terry Crumpton 
of Chelsea a few months ago. 

Today, Crumpton, 36, needs a 
cane to get from his bed to the 
dinner table. And he is very 
thankful, he says, to be using 
one. 

Last December 7, the 6’ 8”’ 
truck driver was seriously injured 
in a truck crash. His back was 
broken and his spinal cord badly 
damaged. He was expected to re- 
main in the hospital for at least 
four months.”’ 

“Doctors said I would never 
walk again,’’ recalls Crumpton. 

However, he was home from 
thé-hospital by the middle of 
January. And now, he walks with 
the aid of a back brace and one of 
the canes from his collection. 

He has given away around 100 
canes, he says, to people who 
needed them. He still has around 
30. 

Crumpton says he began col- 
lecting canes in 1969 after visiting 
the Little White House in 
Georgia He saw a collection there 
and decided to start one of his 
own. 

He bought some of the canes, 
and traded for others. But, he 
made some of them, and found 
many of them ‘‘growing natural”’ 
in the woods. 

Among the collection are canes 
made from a snake skin and a 
stick; an old plough stock; and a 
deer antler and dogwood branch. 

Before his accident, Crumpton 
liked to walk in the woods 
‘looking for unusual things.” 
He often found branches which 


“looked just like walking canes 
growing on a tree. 

But one of his most interesting 
finds was something whch ap- 
pears to be an Indian art object. 

“TI found it laying on the 
ground beside a large scaly bark 
tree in Coosa County,’’ recalls 
Crumpton. ‘‘I thought it was an 
unusual-looking piece of bark. 
So I took it home and hung it on 
a nail on the porch. 

‘Then, one day, I noticed it 
and said to my wife, ‘Look at 
that, Sarah. It’s an Indian.’”’ 

The object is about 10 by 28 in- 
ches in size. It appears to be bark 
from a tree. Its shape resembles 
the head of a man with high 
cheek bones, and a feather in his 
hair. 

“It’s just as I found it,”’ 
Crumpton says, ‘‘except I had it 
painted and framed. It really 
shouldn’t have been painted, 
though, people have told me that 
it would have been more valuable 
left just as it was.’’ 

He entered the object in art 
shows in Talladega and Mon- 
tgomery, where it attracted much 
attention, 

‘*Somebody told me that an In- 
dian probably got killed there at 
the tree, and this fell off,’’ 
Crumpton laughed. 

He says that he has had offers 
to buy the peculiar-shaped piece 
of bark, but has not yet decided 
to sell. He would like to find out 
more about it. 

He can’t help wondering if it 
actually may be significant to ear- 
ly Indian culture. 

‘*And besides,’’ he says, ‘‘It 
makes an interesting decoration 
for the wall,”’

An old letter has yielded 
teresting information on early 
coal mining near Helena. 

It records discovery of two 
large coal veins during the Civil 
War. The first contained, ‘‘an 
amount of marketable coal equal 
to anything before discovered in 
the Confederacy.’’ The second, 
even larger and better, was only 
168 feet away, running parallel 
with the first. 

The letter was written March 
17, 1864. It was written by John 
Milner, Engineer and Superinten- 
dent of coal mining interests for 
Red Mountain Iron and Coal 
Company, to William B. Gilmer, 
Esq., President. 

A transcript of the letter was 
shared with the Reporter by Ken 
Penhale, president of the Shelby 
County Historical Society. 

Milner placed location of the 
first coal vein ‘ton Beaver Dam 
Creek, four miles southwest of

the Helena Depot on the Central 
Railroad."’ 

Today, a county 
located near that area. 

The two veins were traced over 
land belonging to the coal com- 
pany and to other parties, wrote 
Milner. Purchases were made as 
the then ‘‘coal fever’’ permitted. 

He stated, that the company 
owned enough of ‘‘these magnifi- 
cent veins to produce at the 
distance of 1000 feet below the 
surface six to eight millions of 
tons of coal, or 1,000 tons per 
day for over 20 years. 

“They are of the size con- 
sidered most economical by 
miners for working,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘and during the war, or 
from three to five years, will fur- 
nish ground suitable for mining 
large quantities of coal without a 
resort tO expensive machinery. 

At the time the letter was writ- 
ten, fifteen openings were ‘‘in ac- 
tive progress.’’ All the mining

AND 
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Early Helena coal discoveries 
revealed in Civil War letter 


was then being done ‘‘above 
water level by means of adits or 
tunnels.’’ 

“Shafts must be sunk and 
machinery erected for long con- 
tinued operations,’ Milner in- 
formed the company president. 

The letter discussed operations 
at the mines with both slave and 
white labor. 

It stated, ‘‘The Central 
Railroad Company have built a 
branch Railroad from the point 
where the large veins cross the 
railroad in a southwesterly direc- 
tion, parallel with and near to the 
Beavers Dam and Helena veins. 
As more hands are put on and 
more coal is needed, they will ex- 
tend it down the valley for a 
distance of ten miles and thus 
give room for five thousand 
miners to work above water level 
on the south side and by a like ex- 
tension, work as many on the 
north. 

Milner speculated that by the 
first of April (1864) ‘‘the Central 
Railroad and branch will be com- 
pleted, and a sufficient number 
of engines and cars collected by 
that company to transport the 
coal to Selma.”’ 

He declared to Gilmer, ‘‘You 
have the coal. You have the 
railroad... You can commence 
getting out 1000 tons daily, 
within two months from the time 
additional hands are put on. 
Your profits from your coal 
mines therefore are simply 
limited by the amount of labor 
you employ.”’ 

Milner voted that the Red 
Mountain Iron and Coal Com- 
pany’s coal lands ‘“‘lie on each 
side of and near the river for a 
distance of 15 miles up and 6 
miles down, in alternate sections 
with the railroad lands. 

‘*...The healthy coal measures 
of the Cahaba coal fields lie im- 
mediately on both sides of the 
river, and in this belt lies every 
acre of your coal lands.”’

million dollars.’’ 

Advised Milner, ‘‘I would not 
sell it at any price.”’ 

But, being realistic, he later 
stated ‘‘In these times of great 
peril and political uncertainty, it 
seems idle to speculate upon the 
future of anything. But it matters 
not what may become of the pre- 
sent owners of this property, the 
property itself will remain....’’ 

Showing his confidence in the 
area’s abundant supply of this 
natural resource, he declared, 
‘Its value is now known to the 
world and (whether Lincoln, 
Napoleon or a Confederate presi- 
dent shall govern this country) 
the miner’s lamp is never more to 
go out in the Helena Mines!’’ 

The next year, Federal troops, 
on a destructive raid through the 
county, extinguished the miner’s 
lamp at the Helena mines. 

After the war, however, opera- 
tions were resumed. According to 
Penhale, who has done extensive 
research on the Helena area, the 
mines were in operation until 
sometime in the 1920s. 

Shut-down was due partially to 
a water problem and closing of 
the rolling mill in that area. 

Today, 116 years after Milner’s 
prediction, the miner’s lamp is 
still out in the Helena mines. On- 
ly remanents of one mine, along 
with tram and railroad beds, are 
now visible. 

However, as stated by Milner, 
the land (with its buried treasure) 
remains. And as he further-- 


accurately--predicted, ‘‘...in the 
hands of ourselves or others, (it) 
will be subject to the laws of com- 
merce and trade.”’

Ammonia gas fells firemen

Shot fired into Alabaster home 


Pellets, which investigators 
believe were fired from a 
shotgun, were found Thursday 
embedded in the walls of 
Alabaster Councilwoman Mayo 
Taylor’s home. 

However, no one heard a gun 


being fired nor were any shell 
hulls found. 

Sheriff's Department in- 
vestigator Sgt. John Pratt 
estimated that the pellets were 
fired into the house sometime 
between 10 a.m. and 2 p.m. 


Shelco cuts service 


Shelco Unit One announced 
Monday night that it will be forc- 
ed to confine its emergency 
medical rescue service to 
Montevallo and Wilton. 

It will still continue to give fire 
protection to the area north of 
Montevallo, where it has offered 
service for several years. 

Doug Ballard Jr., chairman of 
Shelco, said that when the county 
commission turned down his re- 
quest for $1300 per month to 
continue the rescue service, the 
members of Shelco could no 
longer afford to try to serve other 
areas. The city governments of 
Montevallo and Wilton have each 
agreed to make regular donations 
to the group. 

The rescue group has more per- 
sons trained in Emergency 
Medical Training than any other 
volunteer rescue group in the 
county, and more than some of

A Florida truck driver was kill- 
ed and a woman passenger 
seriously injured Friday in a grin- 
ding crash at the I-65 exit in 
Alabaster.

However, the woman was 
reported in good condition at 
Shelby Memorial Hospital Tues- 
day and was expected to be 
transferred to Florida on 
Wednesday. 

Witnesses reported that the 
produce carrying truck was 
traveling too fast when it round- 
ed the curve at 11:12 a.m.

Only one resident of the 
neighborhood questioned by 
Pratt admitted hearing any noise 
that sounded like a gun being 
fired. At the time, she thought it 
was a firecracker, Pratt reported.

The mayor and council in 
Alabaster are going to have so- 
meone looking over their 
shoulders from now on. 

Residents of the city who at- 
tended the second Citizens for 
Equal Rights meeting Friday 
seem determined to keep a closer 
eye on city officials and to have 
some Say in the decisions that are 
made. 

The issue of a police chief for 
the city is one of the issues on 
which the group intends to be 
outspoken. 

A member of the audience said

ed at the last council meeting for 
health reasons,

want,’’ she added. 


LEAA cutoff feared 
by Attention Home 


When word arrived in Shelby 
County that the U.S, House of 
Representatives had voted to 
discontinue the Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance Administration, 
the local reaction was swift. 


Bob Turberville, director of 
the Shelby County Attention 
Home and Youth Aid Bureau, 
which are funded largely by 


LEAA through the Alabama Law 
Enforcement Planning Agency 
(LEPA), immediately started 
asking citizens to start writing 
their senators to save the pro- 
gram. 


Turberville’s immediate con- 
cern is for the young children the 
program has helped in recent 
years in Shelby County. He 
points to the good record that At- 
tention Homes have had in 


decreasing status offenders by 
more than 75 percent. 

If the program is abolished by 
the Senate, the Shelby County 
Attention Home will have to stop 
operations by July, Turberville 
said. Nearly all funds for its 
operation come through LEPA. 

Other local departments that 
would be affected by a cut-off in 
these federal funds would be the 
county sheriff's department and 
municipal police departments. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been channeled into the 
county in grants for equipment 
and personnel training since the 
LEPA was started under the Nix- 
on administration. 

Turberville noted that  in-

Paychecks for Sheriff’s 
Qepartment investigators should 
bé..a little heftier since the Law 
Enforcement Personnel Board 
approved overtime pay. 

The decision was made at last 
Wednesday’s meeting when the 
panel voted to give the four in- 
vestigators 10 hours of straight 
overtime pay ‘on their bi-weekly 
checks. 

Investigators had said they 
would rather have the time off in- 
stead of the extra pay, but that 
would have necessitated hiring 
two more men. 

Before making the decision, 
Personnel Board Chairman Ted- 
dy Brasher talked the matter over 
with the County Commission at 
their March 10 meeting. 

Although the commission was 
not in favor of either course of 
action, it was pointed out that the 
overtime pay would be the most 
feasible choice, 

Discussing the matter of 
holidays, it was pointed out that 
the Personnel Board rules stated 
Sheriff’s Department employees 
would get the same days off as 
other county employees. 

But Personnel Board Secretary 
Brenda Parsons reported there 
was no list available since the 
days were not always the same. 

She noted that last year the 
commission had approved three 
days off at both Thanksgiving 
and Christmas making a total of 
ten days off for the year.

However, 
the Shelby County Commission 
has not agreed to assist in suppor- 
ting the services which we have 
been providing outside the areas 
we have mentioned. 

We regret this decision has to 
be made, but as we have stated 
before cur organization is in 
deperate financial difficulty, and 
we can not afford to continue to 
pay for the operation ourselves. 
For the past seven years we have 
been providing rescue services for 
a large portion of Shelby County 
without any other financial 
assistance than donations, The 
rescue service has to be put ona 
financially stable base so the ser- 
vice may continue and grow. 

We can continue to cover the 
areas we have been covering if we 
are able to obtain the financial 
support which was indicated we 
would get if the one cent sales tax 
was passed.

Even though City Clerk Mary 
Largin pointed out that the new 
fine schedule proposed for Col- 
umbiana was lower than in other 
cities, the council voted for its 
adoption Thursday evening. 

The biggest increase on the 
schedule was a $75 jump in the 
fine for driving while intoxicated. 
Offenders will now be required to 
pay $225. 

Fifty dollars was added to the 
fine for reckless driving bringing 
that fee to $100 and an extra $40 
was tacked on to the previous $10 
fine for failure to yield to an 
emergency vehicle. 

A stiffer fine was also imposed 
for following an emergency vehi- 
cle too closely, Anyone guilty of 
breaking that law or who fails to 
yield to a blue light, will be charg- 
ed $50. 

Other $100 fines on the 
schedule are for assaulting an of- 
ficer and driving while license is 


imum fine of $50C can be charged 
for littering. 

Assault and battery went from 
a $15 fine to $50. Several other 
fines were increased either $5 or 
$10. 

Finance Chairman Paul Smith 
urged a tightening of the city’s 
purse strings. But the panel still 
agreed to spend around $150 to 
repair potholes in the road to Na- 
tional Standard and to give 
Scoutmaster Bob Hume $200 for 
bus repairs. 

Although the budget has $600

Some people in the world today claim to 
have the power to predict or foretell future 
events. The Bible clearly states that this 
ability is the test of a true prophet of God. 

Moses, in Deuteronomy 18:20-22, stated 
that Jehovah commanded the Jews to 
beware of persons who claimed to have this 
ability, and yet did not. He stated that the 
person who claimed to have such power 
and spoke presumptuously in God's name 
to His people was to be avoided at all cost. 
The test of a true prophet was the coming 
to pass of all that was spoken by the 
prophet, not 95%. Any of us could guess 
certain future events, but just one mistake 
would belie our authenticity and 
geruineness as true prophets. 

Jeremiah stated that God's people in the 
Old Testament could recognize the true 
prophet’s genuineness by the thing 
prophecied coming to pass. (Jeremiah 
28:9). Just one mistake would prove the 
prophet not to be inspired. 

Christ Jesus affirmed His deity by 
stating, ‘‘From henceforth I tell you before 
it comes to pass, that, when it is come to 
pass, ye may believe that I am He."’ (John 
13:19) This is also affirmed in John 14:29. 

From the foregoing, the following 
statements are evident. One, noone can set 
dates for the Lord's return. All who have 
been guilty of such presumption have 
been shown to be frauds. Christ shall 
return ‘“‘in an hour when ye think not.”’ 
Two, those who claim to know the future 
are to be avoided, as noone has that ability 
today. Three, the only knowledge about 
Christ's return urges that we be prepared at 
all times, in as much as He shall *‘come as 
a thief in the night."’ (matthews 24:35- 
25:13)

‘Always plant in double rows, 
no matter how short they are,”’ 
he advised. 

The two rows should be 
planted about 10 inches apart ina 
bed.

This ‘‘bed,’’ he explained, 
should be only a slight hump so 
water will drain off. 

If more than two rows are 
desired, plant another ‘‘double 
row’’ in a second bed. 

The soil in the bed should be 
loose. 

Make shallow rows with a hoe. 
Scatter fertilizer lightly down the 
row and mix with loose soil. 

Drop seeds 1% to 2 inches 
apart. Cover loosely with 1% to 2 
inches of soil. 

When plants are about 2% in- 
ches high, fertilize them again. 
Do not let fertilizer touch the 
plant, but mix it with loose soil 
on each side of the rows. 

Stone prefers the ‘‘bunch’’ 
type plants to the running kind. 
“But if they have plenty of 
moisture they will sometimes 
grow as high as two feet,’’ he 
says. 

He explained how to keep tall 
plants from dropping into the 
mud: ‘‘Run a string between the 
rows about 10 inches high. 
They’ll just reach right up and 
grab it as they grow.” 


Begin planting spring vegetables 


by John E. Jones 
Shelby County Extension 

Now is the best time for Shelby 
County gardeners to begin plan- 
ting their spring vegetables. Cool 
season crops such as turnips, 
beets, mustard, carrots and cab- 
bage will most likely survive any 
light cool weather we may have in 
the future. 

However, delay planting sum- 
mer vegetables until early April, 
when the danger of frost is past. 

Since plants like tomatoes, eg- 
gplant and peppers are usually 
established by setting moderately 
expensive transplants, it is impor- 
tant to wait a few extra days to 
set out the plants. This will lessen 
the risk of losing the plants to 
cold injury. 

Since okra germinates very 
poorly in cool soils, seed it about 
two weeks after the first planting 
of warm season crops, when the 


soil temperature reaches 75 to 85 
degrees F. 

This will help avoid cold 
damage. Soaking okra seed over- 
night in warm soil will improve 
the rate of emergence if the seeds 
are planted in warm soils. 

Many Shelby Countians like to 
make soup mixture from garden 
crops. Plant crops to be used as 
they will come into production at 
the same time. 


For instance, you may want to 
set the tomatoes and wait until 
the weather is warm before 
seeding the okra. After the okra 
is up to a full stand, plant the 
corn. 

Make several plantings of corn 
at two week intervals to ensure 
corn over several weeks. This will 
allow more time to take advan- 
tage of the continuous fruiting 
habits of tomatoes and okra.

Be it ordained by the City Council 
of the City of Alabaster, Alabama, as 
follows: 

Section 1. Definitions: 

(a) Public Pa king Area-Any area, 
even though privately owned, provid- 
ed in connection with a shopping 
center or other business establish- 
ment tor the access, movement and 
Parking of motor vehicles and which 
is Opened to the public generally for 
such use. 

(b) Emergency Vehicles-Any fire 
truck, ambulance, police vehicle, or 
any other vehicle used for the protec- 
tion and the preservation of any per- 
son, Corporation, partnership, or enti- 
ty of any type and or its property, and 
or its rights. 

Section 2. The chiet of the fire 
department, with the advice and con- 
sent of the City Fire Commissioner, is 
hereby authorized to establish or 
cause to be established emergency 
vehicle lanes in any public parking 
area or over, across, of along any 
public road, for the purpose of pro- 
viding adequate access for emergen- 
cy vehicles and equipment to and 
from all stores and buildings and 
other structures adjacent to or served 
by such parking areas or by said 
Public road. 

Section 3. It shall be unalwful for 
any person to park, or leave unattend- 
@d any vehicle in an emergency vehi- 
cle lane, or obstruct, in any manner, 
an emergency vehicle lane which has 
been established. marked and 
designated as an emergency vehicle 
lane. 

Section 4. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to park or leave unatiend- 
@d any vehicle in a roadway or lane, 
designated by appropriate markings 
or arrows for ingress or egress into, 
from or through any “public parking 
area’, of across, Over or along any 
public road or street. 

Section 5. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration violating any provision of 
this ordinance shall upon conviction 
by punished by a fine not to exceed 
Five hundred and no/100 ($500.00) 
doliars or by imprisonment in the city 
jail at hard labor upon the streets and 
public works thereof not to exceed 
six (6) months or both such fine and 
imprisonment.
